But this lall allon^ the title of Ak- 
gufius only to Severus, and reduces Conftantine to 
that of Cefar. 

Inroads of the Franks ftopt by Conftantine, who 
ATages the country of the Bnicteri with fiie and 
iwora, and takes a great number of [wifbners, whom 
he ordcn to be expofed to irild beafta. 

Maxentius, the fon of Maximian Hercules, raifes 
an ihiurirdion among i}ie pnetorians at Rome, and 
affumes the purjdc on the 28th of Oatber. Seve- 
rui, who was then in Italy, marches againft them.

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Maximian Hercules takes the Bcid, as if to afiift his ' 
fon, who reGgoa liie-purpk to faun. 

Maxentius reigns fix years, without ever being 
acknowledged by Galeritis. Thefe two princes were 
always enemies. From this divifion proceeded a 
double nomination of co^Ujils, the one caofe by Ga- 
lerius, the odiers by Maxeatius ; yliich occaflons an 
irregularity and confufion In the annals of the empire, 
Maxentius's confuls were acknowledged at Rome, 
and thofe of Galerius in the reft of the empire. 
We fhiH ^ke notice of them all, makiiig M. de 
Tiilcmont our guide.

Confiantine had been married be- 
fore to Minenrina, by whom he bad a ion, the un- 
fortunate Crifpus Cedar, 

Galerius enters Italy, in hopes of deftroying IVfax- 
entitis ; but is forfaken by a great number of his 
troops, and forced to fave himfelf by flight.

this chief of the empire could not depend upon their 
fidelity, if he employed them againft Conftantine. 
He was theicibte of neceOity obliged to yield to the 
drcumftances of things* and to confent to what he 
ccvid not prevent. But at the iame time, to vin- 
dicate, in lome meafure, the rights of his authority, 
which had not been fufficiently refpeded, he conJerred 
upon Sererus the title of jkignftuSf vacant by the death 
of Conftantius Chlorus, and ordered Conftantine, when 
he fern him the purple, to refl: fatisfied with the name 
and honours of Cajar. Conftantine, with admirable ''*<^- 
moderation, fubmitted to this order, and defcendcdc*^*' 
\ without murmuring from the iecond rank in the em- 
pire to Che fourth. 

Galcrius was not abfolutely diflatifiBed with the^**' '*■ 
Aftual ftate of things. If he had not received the 
advantage he expefted from the death of his coUegue, 
at leaft he did not lole any of his former poflef- 
fiofis. Conftantine did not declare himfelf his enemy, 
but on the contrary fubmitted to his orders to. a 
certain d^;ree. A new difturbance gave Galcrius 
Mher alarms, and proved an evil beyond hi) power 
to rtmedy. 

He hnnfelf was Ae c^e of ic I have already uhuntiu 
mentioned Ns ordering an estaft account to be taken 'f°7r«''* 
ef all his lubjefts and of thar poflc^ions,- and that Rome. 
this was done W^h a rigouf which degenerated into 
tyranny. He thought to fubjeft Rome itielf to tho 
vuht treaimenf, ud had drcady nnned the officers 
that were to go thither, and, under pretence of num- 
bering the people, to ravage that capital of the em- 
pire, and of the univerfe. Having thus alarmed 
and indifpofcd the citizens, he ox^raied the foldiery 
alib; and continoing what E>iocknan had begun, he 
weakened the praetorians by a new recTuifHon of their 
number. In mis ficuation of affairs, Maxentiiu, Ton 
of Maximian Hercules, and fon-in-l*w to Galcrius, 
C 2 took 
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took advantage of the imprudent conduft erf" his fo- 
vcreign to determine them to rebel, and to raifc him- 
Zof. J. ii.felf to the empire. He thought it extremely hard 
that b'evcrus and Maximin fliould be preferred before 
a Ion and fon-in-law of emperors, as he was, and be 
created Cscfars to his prejudice. The promotion of 
ConfVantine, who had refented a fimilar injury which 
he had received, was an additional incitemertt to 
Aura. fia. Maxentius *. Encouraged by his father, who regretted 
the grandeurs he had been forced to rerHnince, and 
having gained over Ibme of the principal officers of 
the camp and the city, he put himfelf at the head of 
the remaining preetorians ; and being proclaimed Au- 
guftus by them, he mattered Rome without difficulty, 
put to death Galerius's commander in that citfy, and 
fomc other magiftrates, and was received by the people 
as a deliverer. M. de Tillcmont places this revo- 
lution on the twenty-eighth of October of the year 
of Chrift 306 i the fame with which we begin the ' 
reign of Conftantine.

Bui thefe troops were far from being 
inclined to fcrvc him. They had always obeyed Ma- 
ximian Hercules, and were of courfe attached to his 
fon. Bcfides, the pleafures of Rome, which they had 
jong enjoyed, made them Ivilh rather to live there in 
peace and quiet, than to attack that city in an hoftile 
manner. 'I'o conBrm them in their fentiments, [via- 
ximian revived his claim ai this critical jun£hire. 

This reftlefs old man, pofleffed with an ardent defire M^imiui 
to re-afcend the throne, was probably glad to let hisj^"^"'^'^ 
fon try firft what could be done, and afterwards re- 'he (-""I'le. 
ibived to m^e his own advantage of his fuccefs, and 
to carry the affair as fer as it could go. In this view p.-^rr. 
he went to Rome, under pretence of fupponing Maxcn- ^"J"^^ 
tius, and of winning the people over to the new prince, ua'au. 
-by whom he had been fent for. As.foon as he arrived 
iheit, his fon, who had not the leaft fufpicion of his 
defign, pn^fcd to him to re-a0ame the purple, and 
made the fenate and Roman people requeft the iamc. 
There was no need of violence ; Maximian gladly took 
pofieflkm of a dignity which he had quitted wich regrft. 
By this means, there were at once in the empire fix 
princes, either Augufti or Cafars : Gaierius, Severus, 
Maximin, Conftantine, Maumian Hercules, and Ma- 
3Knciu3. We are told, that Maximian Hercules would sir^. 
irillingly have increaicd this number by the addition 
of a fevcnth, uid that he wrote to Dioclefian, exhort- 
11^ bim to take the fame ftep as he had done. But 
}us tetters made no impreflion on Dioclefian, who, 
■firm in -his refolves, undertook nothing lightly, or 
without weighing well the confequences.

He therefore had recourfe to 
perfidy : and as he had to deal with a credulous wkT 
timid man, he foon perfttaded him that he had n» 
dclign againft his life ^ but on the contrary, would he^ 
come his protector the moment he fliould have realon 
to ceafe to look upon him as a rival. Severus believed 
tujii. him, put himiclf into his hands, and returned him 
the purple, which he had received fixim htm ten years 
before. Maximian, like a^ religious nnan, wQiUd 
not violate his oath : but he made his fon a^. The 
z>;. unfortunate Scvenis was fcarcely out of RavenniL, and 
t^Jl"' beginning to proceed towards his intended place of re- 
treat, when an ambufcade, placed by Maxentioai 
fcized him.

ample, and wnich he looked iqxn as the moft precious

difertst aceoials ef auifjm-j, fetni teffaiUn ef the firjiculian in th 
nf'ubam afcribeltCtnJIaiiiiaiQiiU' fmintu iftht If'tfi. 
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portion of his inbericance. Ac (he fame time, he'V^JV^'* 
checked the incurfions of the Franks, whom nothing '^* 
could hinder from infefting Gaul, and endeavouring 
to eiUblifh themfelves there. 

Thcfe people bad no fboner fecn Conftantine pafs Etpiw-t. of 
over into Britain; than, taking advantage of his being ^^"^ 
silent, and at io great a diftance, they b^ke the peace, Ffmki. 
and again began their ravages. Conftantine having p'^^' 
Succeeded his ^ther, marched againll them, conquered Ci^. Mr 
them in Gaul, took two of their kings, Afcanc and 
6a!le, priTonefs \ and to ftrike their nation with terror, 
by making a fevere example tH thofe princes, he ex- 
p^d them 10 wikl beafts, in a magnificent ihew 
which he gave after his viftory. Not fatisficd with 
thia cnJoit, Conftuitine fuifled the Rhine, and en- 
tered Uie country of the Brufteri • ; which he laid 
wafbe with Si>c and fwwd.. Nothing was fpared. The 
villages were burnt, the canle llaughtered, the men 
and women mftfl&cred, and dtoTe that efcaped the 
^rord, and were made {ffifbners, met with a ftill mort 
crottl &te. As he Judged them incapable ofererper.> 
iiymiti g anyrealty i^eml fervice, on account of their 
perfidy apd infurmountable ferocity, they were con- 
denuwd to the fiune puoifbrnent as their kings, and 
delivered to wtkl beafts, whofe £ivage difpofition thef 
inntated. 

He hoped by this tnexorabk feverity to rn&ice the 
Gomanic nattcms, at leaft to a forced tranquilliy. 
}a^mg from circumftances, whidi ic was ealy. to 
fbvckc, that his ftntu might probably be called elle- 
where, he waa willing to fccnre the tranquility of his ' 
country befere be fiiould be obliged to remove far 
from it. He took all poffibte precautions, in order to 
fortify the natural 'banier which the Rhine oppofts to 
Germwiy. He kept a fieet upon ihu river : the ihore 
was defended by forts built at pr^ier diftances irom 
each other, well provided, and well guarded. He 
thegan a iMidge at Cok^ne, o> iadlitate his pafTage,

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and render iE convenient, whenever he fliould have 
occaflon to crofs over to the other fide ; and the terror 
with which this undertaking ftruck the Germans was 
. fo great, that many of them came to Conftantine to 
implore his clemency, and fue for peace; giving him 
hoftages, and every aiTurance of an inviolable fidelity. 
Such was the fituation of Conftantine's affairs,, when 
Maximian went to Gaul to leek his frtendihip, in the 
. .^ beginning of theyearofChrift 307. 
,i... him There was already a great connexion between them. 
^^j,»|'e^"'Conftantius Chlorus was the adopted fon of Maxii 
ni"rtil^, mian, and had married his daughter-in-law, Theo- 
■Dd namM (Jora, who had given Conftantine feveral brothers and 
B^ui. ' fifters. .Maximian cenvsnted thjs alliance ilill more 
i*H4M. i7.<:lofely, by marrying his daughter. Faufta to Coaftan- 
z»/. tine. This marriage had long been intended, if we 
f"^- believe the teftimony of a panegyrift ; and I fee na 
2^'"' reafon why we fliould not, fincc tfie emperor Julian 
jMiitt.orJ. fays the fame, and affures us exprelsly, that it was an 
^'*"' affair agreed on between Conftantius Chlwis and 
Maximian. Conftantine had, however, been married 
before to Minervina, of whom we know nothing 
farther, and had by her a fon named Crifpus, who 
might then be about feven years old, and whofe un- 
happy end is the greateft blot in the life of his father. 
Minervina might perhaps be dead at the time we are 
ipeaking of; or perhaps Ihc was repudiated to make 
way for Faufta. Certain it' is, that Que was not a 
Ftiiiz- concubine, but a lawful wife. Both Pagan and 
^-fi'm^ Chriftian writers agree in praifipg. Conftantine's cha- 
^Mo.pm^. ftity, and his avcrfion to all, iJ licit pleafures. 
^"^- Maximian, gt the fame tiiqe that he made Con- 

ftantine his fon-in-law, conferred upon him the name 
and rank of Auguftus. Conftantine then took pof-; 
feffion of this dignity, looking upon Maximian's no- 
mination as an inconteftable ride, far ftronger than 
the proclamation of the foldiery after the death of his 
father. Yet he was not acknowledged in this quality; 
by Galcrius till the next year, ' - 

While 
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"While thefe things were doin^ in Gaul, Galerius Ciierim 
entered. Italy, to avenge Scverus, and dcthroile Ma- fwty'w'de- 
xentius. His defign, it we believe Laftantius, whofe '"""f" m.- 
zeal is always violent agunft'this prince, was no lefs""oUiicd 
than to eittirpate the fenatc, and maflacre the people J^eoJ/'^ 
of Rome. This was an enterprize eaficr formal than ihl^ *" 
executed. Galenas headed a numerous army : but 
his troops neither efteemed nor loved him ; nor did 
he know at all what he undertook. He had never 
fecn Rome ; but, like Vir^I's Tityrus *, imagined 
that dty to be piett^ much like ttrafe he did know, 
fome fmall differences excepted. When he faw it, 
he ,was terrified at it's immenfe extent, and began tct 
^ubt of fuccefs. Maxentius, who excelled at de- 
bauching the foldiers of his enemies. Toon corrupted, 
the fidelity of thofe of Galerius. Bribed by money 
and great promiles, they exclaimed ag^nfl; the indig- 
aiey of a war between the father •in-law and his fon j 
affeded a religious rejpeft for the rights of their native 
country ; ^nd, as Romans, fcriipled to aaack Rome. 
They did not ftop at vain clamours i but whole legions 
deferted, and went over to Maxentius. ' Galerius then 
Jbund himfelf in a pofttion exa£lly fimilar to that of 
Severus, and feared a like difafter. His pride was 
hunobled : he threw hirafclf at the feet of fuch of his 
Ibldiers as ftilt remained with him, and by tus prayers, 
tears, ond.promifcs of vaft rewards, prevmled on 
them hot to abandon him, but to efcort him in hi» 
retreat. Thus he fled, without having drawn the 
fword, or tried the chance of battle. 

La^antius fays he would have been Mtaltydeftroycd, 
if hehadbeenpurfued. But Maxentius, as cowardly 
and negligent as he was treacherous and artful, thought 
himfelf happy in being delivered from his enemy, and 
never fo much as attempted to obftruft his retreat. 
Galerius, who did not expcft this extraordinary tran- 
quility, took a ppccaucton fuitable to his genius, to

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lecunhisffig^L Hepenstned, and cren ordered his 
troopt to plunder and rarage all the country thnM^ 
whkh thej pt&d. This order occafyoaed the deflation 
Qf great part of Italy. The foldias, left to their own 
difcretion, were guthy of every excefs. Protn this Ga- 
leiiw it«ped two adrantages. He enriched his own 
wmy* and ieftoothofe that na^t attempt u> follow him* 
an exhauftcd country} in whKh diey would not be able 
to fubOft. Thus he icnimed back to his own {novin- 
cea, with the fluune of having miicarried in bis entcr- 
prize* ajod with a confiderable diminution of his forces, 
uurauan Maxentius* fieed from all fears, and inaoccicaMd 
A^lu" with hit profperity, gave himfelf up to all the vicea 
jurcMk- of tyranoy. Ho lowed upon die eftates of his fub- 
iv^Xt J^^* vkI ^ honour of theu* wives and daughters, 
tuSa hii u thin^ which he had a right to command ; and 
**' thoug^»him&lf fecura in the exercifc of every violence. 
.Am.Pmi|. He knew not that a new danger threatened him froofi 
^' '^' his own father. Marimian was far from being &tisfied 
widi the vain title uf emperor, without having any 
dominions. His {bn-in-law reigned in Gaul, and hit 
fon in Italy :' hat dietr power was not his, and he 
itBtt. is. lived to a ftate of dependence on them. He tried to 
2-S.UBt«. jjjjjjg Conftandne arm a^uA Maicentius : bw not 
being able to fucoeed dicrein, he went in peHbn to 
Rottw, relyiag felely on luralH^ and determined, 
£nce others would not afBft him, to execute alone a 
deed, which his ai^oremable amlurioa pnui^ited 
him to underlie. He inu^ned that the troops 
which had formerly obeyed him, would return wirii 
pleaJAUe to their aid general and emperor : and his 
fim's bad government feemcd to offer him a more 
favourable ofiportunity to ftir up a ledidon. He 
planned hia batteries, fee his engines to work, and 
being naturally rafh and bold, eafily perfuaded him- 
felf that he had gained fiifiidem flrength. He then 
convened an. aflembly of the fbidiere and people, and 
there inveighed againfi: the bad government of Ma- 
xentius, who was prefent, declared him unworthy of 

the 
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the empire, and endeavburad to ftrip htm of it bf 
violence, by tearing thcitimeiial tnifpte.from offba 
fhcmlders with his own handa. 

This extraordinary vidoDce feenw, in M. de Tille* Tji^Cm/i. 
moot'i opinion, to authoriie the fufptcioas which A^fr„^, 
ioaie wiiers haw thrown out concerning the Ic^d-^- ^■ 
macyof Maxeatim's biith. They haTc 6id, that i^^'"-^'^ 
was not the ion of Maximian, but a fptiriow child 
introduced by die cmprcA Eutropia, out c^ politioit 
views, which inducol her to commit that ctioK- 
Such a fuppofition is fcarcely probable in itl^lf : the 
authority of the writers who attefi it, ts not great : 
and in reality Maxentius always enjoyed the ri^ts 
«nd ftate of Maximian's Ion. If that cdd emperor 
did proceed to the cxce& I have been Ipei^ii^ of 
)^;nnft him, it csDnoi be much wondered at, cw&- 
Bering his extreme «ntHtion : for IS^uandan wm very 
capable of vbl^ttg die r^hts of nature to anain a 
throne. 

BtK his mcfdurcs were badly taken. Maxentius uatn. 
found a fupport is the foldierv, who e^ouftd his 
interefts widi a high hand againft an xinnatural iathet, 
a turbulent old man, who n^her knew how to Itaep 
the empire when he had it. oor how ra be eoDteaaed 
with the |»nvace ftadon to wluch he had reduced 
himfelf ; 'but wanted to take back, by a horrid crime, 
wbat he had quitted through firddenefs or weakpc^. > 
Manmian was in danger of his life. Forced to fly 
for &fety, he was driven from Rome, &ys La£isacius» 
^te aaotbcr TaTquin the Proud. 

He retired in confiigon and defpair, but not chaD^ed, ^c pifiei 
and went into Gaul to hb fon-in-!aw Conftaetiae, '^^ 
whom he endeavoured in vain to infcft wifh bis tury. 'i^™ 
Meeting with no encouragement from that prince, GSkri™*^ 
who neidier would efpoufe his quarrel, nor affijl him c.tn«ot«m. 
in his views of revaige, he had recourfc to hia fonViJ^. ,^ 
implacable enemy, Galeiius. Laftantius imputes do 
him a defign, well worthy indud of fuch a man, but 
Icaroely probable ih. the then fituation of affairs, of 
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killing Galerius, and ufurping his place. It is truff, 
that the throne, wiu his objeft in all hcdid, and that 
the defire of re-afcending it poficflcd him even to a 
degree of madnefs, and made him ready to deflroy 
every one that flood in his way. But Galerius's powo- 
was too well fixed to be eafily Ihaken, and Maxi- 
mian's views did not tend» at leaft directly, to over- 
turn it. He propofed to himfelf, as we Ihall fee, 
another plan, which mifcarried : and all he got by 

HciitiiaE his journey was, being witneis to Licinius's nomination 

witncf. v> to ihg rank of Auguftus. 

promolioB Galerius did not yet acknowledge Conftantine as 

lotht iiDk] ^uzuftus. He looked upon Maxentius as an ufurper 

efAueuAui. *■' m-i_ llili 

and a tyrant. Ic is more than probable, that he 
thought Maximian's refunning the purple an irregular 
ftep, and that he allowed him no other cbarafter than 
that of ancient emperor. Confcqucntly the place of 
jiuguftus, which Scverus had held, was Itill vacant ac- 
cording to his fyftem, and he intended it for Licinius. 

Euttif. Licinius was his countryman, his conflaot friend, 

and had done him great fervices in the war againft ' 

r,a. Bfit. Narfes, king of the Perfians. He was reputed an 
excellent general, and knew how to maintain difcipline 
among the troops. But that was his only merit. In 
other refpefts, nothing is more odious than the pi£ture 
which even the Pagans have drawn of him. They 
charge him with being Ihamcfully covetous, infa- 
moully debauclied, intra£Ubly obflinate in his temper, 
extremely pafHonate, and fo great an enemy to learn- 
ing, of which he himfelf had not the leaft idea, that he 
hated and defpifed all men of letters to fuch a degree, 
as to call them a public poifon. The fcience of the 
bar was particularly his averfion : but, in genera), 
whoever cultivated any branch of ftudy was fufpefted 
by him : and as he joined cruelty to his other vices, 

Aytii- Via. fcveral philofophers were condemned by him to pit- 
nilhments which the laws inflifted on none, but Oaves. 

£./rf, Hifi. He was a violent perfccutor of the Chriftians, as far as 

Zai.x.%. ^j .^^ jp ])J5 power to follow-his inclinadon s and if, 
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I»e, at certain times, fpared them, or even feemed to pno- 
tefi them, that mildnefs was owing only lo his policy, 
■which he knew perfcAly well how to accommodate to 
the circumftances of things. His very foul was favage 
and ferocious ; and all the defetfts of a rufVic birth and 
clownifh education, were feattd with him on the throne ; 
though he claimed a kind of nobility, by pretending c«fj>. Co.* 
to be defcendcd from the emperor Philip : an idle ''^- "• 
imagination, which only added the ridicule of vanity 
to the real meannefs of his origin. He retained, bow- ^4. BfU, 
ever, from his firli condition in life, one laudable way of 
thinking, eitimable even in the greateft prince. Born 
in a village of Dacia, and accufiomed to the labour 
of hufban^ry during his infancy, he always continued 
to efteem thofe who cultivate the earth : a part of the 
ftate too often n^leded, and which is neverthelcfs it's 
baiis and fupport. 

After this iketch of Licinius's charafter, we need 
not wonder at Galerius's liking him, fiiice he ibund in 
him a perfon fo like himfelf. He had long intended idSor. *4. 
to raile him, as I obferved before ^ but did not think 
pr<^r, in the firit change of which he was the caufe, 
to propofc to Dioclefian his being created G^ir, 
becaufe Licinius, being then upwards of forty years 
old, feemed to him of a proper age to be at once 
made Auptftus. He had Conilantius Chlorus's place 
Jhview for him : but his plan having been difcon- 
certed by the promotion of Conftantine, he feized the 
opportunity of Severus's death to execuK at laft what 
he had refolved. 

Maxentius's ufurpation, and Maximian's mad am- 
bition, were ftill an obllacle : and I take it to have 
been on account of thefe difiiculties, that Galerius was 
willing .to back what he did with the approbation of 
Dioclefun, who was looked upon as the father of all 
the then reigning princes, and the dignity of whofe 
behaviour in his retirement, ftill bore an awful air of 
majefly. Galerius therefore intreated him to repair to z>f.v 
Camuptum in Fannonia, where he then was, that they ^^"'" *'' 
Blight confer together. It 
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It was in this city that MaXimlaii, who was nciehev 
wtpeiled ftor dcfired, jolhed chetn> witii views very 
different frwn theirs. His dtffign was to ei^eavour 
to obtain of Diocleltan by perfonal inncaties, what he 
had tried in vain to cffeftby letcets i to perfiiade him 
to rcfume the fupreme authority jtsndy with him, in 
trdtTt raid he, to prefiirve the empire, reftorcd to a 
flourifhing condition by dieir cares and labours during 
fo many years, from being left at the mercy of an 
■ imprudent youth, who had thmft himlelf into a part 
of the government which ho was not capable of ma- 
naging. Dioclcfian eafily faw through thefc artful 
fpeeches and Ibecious pretexts of public good, the 
perfonat intereft which fet his college to -wqrk. But 
without entering into ufelefs explanations, be contented 
' himlelf with [H-aiiing die fweets of retirement ; axvi 
r$a. sfii. probably then mentioned the colworts of his jrfanting, 
as enjoyments greater than any that gran&ur could 
afford. Thus every thing was tranfadcd quietly at 
«;*«. Camuntum. Liclnius was declared Auguftus by 
Galerius, in theprefence of Dioclefian and Maximian, 
on the eleventh <m Norember in the fame year 307, in 
which Severus was killed ; and be had for bis depart- 
ment Pannonia and Rhstia, tilt fuch time, doubtlefs, 
as Italy could be-given him^ by taking it from Ma- 
Senrius. 
M»iffliin Gakrim, by naming Licinius Augufius, conSrmed 
crimuT''' *"*^ a^ravated Maximian's difgrace. He feems, 
imrit!^ hovrever, to have been willing to comfort him by 
with K^irt (-(jnic marks of regard, and to have permitted him to 
fui.w» retain the homwrs and t^Ie ef /hgi^us, fmce he made 
™n*ch« *"'" ^' «oHegue in the confaHhip the foltowing year, 
iJ'.«nih.i ^Q%^ giving ftiffl even the Brft rank. 
"'«""'■ I muft obfcrve here, fhst the confuTion which 

rcigjied m the empire froffl the time of Maxentius's 
usurpation, hat occafioned a great difbrder in the Fafti i 
by which the cor^ulates of at) thefe years are rendered 
extremely perpfcxed : Maxentius never was acknow- 
ledged by Galerius, who was head of the empire : 

vciA 
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mnd on the ocber hind, Galerius wks not acknow- 
ledged at Roms, where Mamntim ruled. Each of 
thde two princei appointed confuh, and would not 
allow of tbofe that were named by the other. Fnun 
thence oifued many intricacies^ which it U oftea 
difficult to clear up. But this -is not a place to enter 
into thofe difcullions. Such as are cutious to be 
informed of them, may confult M. de Tillemont. 

Mazimiao, decorated wtdi the oomind title ofMuimka 
jlt^jiast and the omfidc fliew of the honoun of a^^^ 
cxinfulfliip which was not acknowledged at Rome, *v^ >i>d>- 
fbon grew weary of ftayiM with Galerius. In tbe^'"^ 
year 308, be returned to &ul, iriicre Conftandne l>a<>>^ 
was always . ready to giTe him a fafe aiylum, not 
having yet learnt to miftrull his fatfaer-tn-law, and the 
iAcurable pafHon to reign which dire&ed all the anions 
of that ambitious old man ; who, the better to de- 
ceive Conftantine, now afl«i^pd an uncmnmiHi mo- 
deration, and quitted die purple a fccond time. He 
hoped by this to wipe off all fuffocion, and u length 
aaain his ends, by lb much the more certainly, as 
his machinations would be more private and concealed. 
Con^Hntine's eafy temper favouTcd the perfidious 
hopes of Maximian. The young em^ieror not onlyff*i>.fMxt 
enabled his fathcr-in-Iaw to enjoy an imperialopidence'^* •**" 
in his private iFatioo % but treated him with the utmoft 
deference ; infifted that ha fub^e^ flioald refpeA and 
obey Maitimian ; and peribnally fet them iw exam- 
ple, taking his advice, and confulting hit pkniure* 
fo as to leave himfelf little more thai dw bote honours 
<£ the fupreme rank, while the otiicT had the far 
greater fiiare of real power. 

Such generous trcauncnc would haw latisGed any 
man c&^le of the leaft modenuioo. But * as ait

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orator, whom I have quoted more than once, obfcires 
. on'this very occafioni no gifts of fortune can ever 
fatisfy the greedinefs of thofe whofc defires exceed the 
bounds of reafon. Thdr happinefs ferves only to 
lender them ungrateful. Always full of hopes, and 
never enjoying what they do poffefs, they lofe the 
prefcQt, in expeftation of future things. What diffe- 
rence, adds the fame orator, between Maximian and 
hifi colleguel This divine man, who firft eave to 
another a Jhare of the empire which he mignt have 
kept wholly to himlelf, and afterwards refigned it all, 
docs not repent what he has done, nor thinlc that loft 
which he has ceded voluntarily. Truly happy in a 
private ftation» he ia courted and revered by the 
mafters of the world. 

Some rime was necefiary for Maximian to difpofe 
matters fuitabiy to his views. He therefore remained 
quiet all the year 308, and part of the following. . 
MMimiaR j^ [he beginning of 308, Conftantine enjoyed the 
irrigs CO M- title of Auguftus only in the provinces that obeyed 
knawtedge hjm. Thc ambitlon of another man procured him 
(uftui, ind the advantage of being acknowledged in that quality 
cura^'h!"' '^y Valerius, and confcquently by the whole empire, ' 
(UK »i!»»i>- thofe countries excepted which were governed by 
•^^J^^- Maxentius. 

M>,fit. Hi/I. Maxinrin, who had been made CJfar three years 
lyj'tls. t^fofc by Dioclerian, at the requeft of Galerius, was 
3J. highly incenfed when he faw Lidnius promoted to the 

rank oiAttgttftns. He thought himfelf injured thereby, 
and his complaints were not without fomc foundation. 
As he was the eldeft Ctefar, he thought himfelf juftly 
authorifed not to yield up the pre-eminence to one of 
a later creation, and he wrote accordingly to Galerius, 
who was greatly exafperated at finding his nephew 
oppofe his will. He had raifed him from the duft, 
depending upon an implicit obedience from him ^ 

nee amilille fe putat, quod fpon- principum colunt obfequia pri- 
ce iranCcripfit. Felix beatulque vatuni. Eumtn. Pantg, Ceafi, 
\i. re, ^atfV vdtra taatoruiri Jug. 
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but in truth he did not deferve it. Hts own example 
recoiled upon him. After the violetice with which he 
had treated Dioclefian, he had no right to complain of 
any want of fubmiHlon in his own creatures. He 
infifted, however, on being obeyed j and returned 
for anfwer to Mazimin, that his regulations ought to 
be refpefted, and that, moreover, l.icinius's age was 
ft folid reafon for giving him the preference. Maxi- 
min infifled ftill more ftrongly : the afiair turned into 
negotiation •, and Galerius, beginning to give way, 
propofed aboliAung the name of Cafars, and giv- 
ing to Maximin and Conftantine, whofe caufe was 
the lame, the tide of fern of the J^uguii. This change 
of words _was a mere illuHon, which did not at all 
XeStxi the injury Maximin complained of. Not being 
able to obtain jufticc, he righted himfelf. His army, 
aOembJed by his order, declared him AuguHus ; and 
he fent the news of [his event to Galerius, reprefenting 
what had pafled as the fpontaneous sSt of the foldiery. 
I cannot omit any opportunity of Jhewing how great 
the power of the military people then was in the Ro- 
man government. Galerius yielded, and confented 
that the title and honours of vftf^o/liu.fhould be given 
to the four princes', himfelf, Licinius, Maximin, and 
Conftantine. Mazentius was ftiU looked upon as a 
itbel and a tyrant. 

From this arrangement, in which force had a greater 
ihare than the lawB, a diipute arofe concerning the 
ranks of the feveral Augufti. Galerius was indiiputa- 
hly the firft : but the other three fet up jarring pre- 
tenfions, contrary to each other. Licinius was fa- 
voured by Galerius. Conftandne was the iirft of the 
three who had borne the dtle of Auguftus. Maximin 
infiAed on his bang the oldeft Cxfar. Subfequent 
events decided the difpute. 

Conftantine diftinguilhcd the sera of his. increafe NewupWi* 
of honours by new exploits againft the enemies ^n^,t^"ft 
of the empire. The Franks had t^en up arms «''*Ftiak«.

z^ i^.y. march againft [hem ; when Maximian advifed him to 
take only a fmall part of his forces, which, bid he, 
would be mote than fufficient to mafter fudi ai.ene* 
my. Conftantine, aftivc, full of fire, uid loving 
atrave all iMngs to execute quickly whatever he had 
XO do, readily :^^roved of this advice, in giving 
which the treacherous old man had two very hnifter 
views. On om; hand, he flattered himfelf chat his 
fon-in-law, thus (lightly attended, might poflibly 
be killed in battle againft thoTe warlike natkuis ; ana 
on the other, that it might not be difficult to feducc 
the numertHJS troops left uncmf^oyed, when they 
fhould be no longer awed by thepceience of their prince. 
Full of thefe thoughts, the moment Conflantine wis 
gone, he fet about com^dng the officers and foldierst 
and as foon as he knew of his being arrived in the 
enemy's country, he threw oiF the maflc, refumed the 
purple for the third time, cau&d himfelf to be pto- 
claimed emperor, and, {eizii^ the pince's treafures, 
gave a largefs to thofe that were willing to fhare the 
Ipoil with him. Many, however, faithful to their 
lawful prince, refiifed his gifts. This happened in 
the country now called Provence. 

Conflantine,

Conftantine, who wis then upon the Rhine, was 
fixHi informed of thcfe f>roceedings ; and as Ix had 
already gained fome advantage over the Franks, by 
which things fccmed to be fecured on that fide, he 
flew imiricdiately to the greater danger, which threat- 
ened him widi ruin. The ardour of his troops was 
equal to hit own : all delay Teemed odious to them. 
From the borders of the Rhine they reached Challon 
oi the Saone, without reding at all in that long 
march. There Conftantine embarked his troopsj 
and tranfported them by water down the Saone and 
the Rhone to Aries, where he cxpe£)«d to find Ma- 
ximian. But the ambitious old man had left that 
place. Surprized by Conftantine's extraordinary dili- 
goAce, and not having had time to ftrengthen and in- 
crsafe his party, he fled for fafety to Marfeille, threw 
himfelf into that city, and prepared to defend it, till 
fuch time, fays Eutropius, as he Ihould find an oppor- 
tunity of cfcaping by fea to Italy, where he ftill hoped 
that his fon Maxentius would proteft him. The whole 
country which he abandoned, returned with joy to 
it's obedience to it's lawful mafter, and the trdops 
which had been feduced gladly renewed their oath 
of fidelity to him. Conftantine was beloved: and 
Maximian's whole force confifted now in the foldiers 
he had carried widi him, who were ftr from being at* 
tached to him, K the event will fhew. 

Th« redu^ion of fo weak an adverfary was no 
difficult iS&ir, Conftantine, prefenting himfelf before . 
Marfeille. directed a general aflault : but the fcaling 
ladders proving too fhort, he ordered a retreat to be 
founded, and wiA>held the ardour of his foldiers, who 
minded no diffiailtks, nor thought any thing im- 
pofTible for their courage to efftft. He feems to ha\'e 
Gefired to conquer with lefs danger and Icfs Hoodfhcd, 
by means of a firivate intelligence which he had with 
the city. For wbilft Maximian was upon the walls, 
ConftantirK, from the bottom of. them, entered into 
talk with him, and reproved him for his, conduft in 
D 2 gende 
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gentle terms, to which the old emperor anfwered with 

brutal inveftives. While they were thus engaged in 

words, the citizens opened one of their gaKs, through 

which Conftantine's troops fuddenly rulhed in. Ma- 

ximian was immediately feiztd and carrier', to his 

conqueror, who contented himfclf with giving him a 

verbal reprimand, and fpared bis life, outof relpcftfor 

the affinity between them. He took, however, the nc- 

ceflary precautions for his fafety ; ftripped the old man 

of the imperial purple, and kept him near his perfon. 

Maximian remained quiet during the reft of the 

year 309, to which the mad enterprizc I have now 

bcfn fpeaking of fetms to belong. But peace and 

tranquility were things contrary to his nature. In the 

next year, the jioili of thrift, he formed 9 new 

confpiracy, ftill blacker than the former, and which 

at lart di^w upon him the death he deferved. 

Ht Htcmpti Wickcdnefs blinds it's foUowas : and impunity 

ciXntiU for 3 firft crime generally leads a bad heart to commit 

■■dctraed In others. Maximian was impious and mad enough to 

•nil h'.n^ IbUicit bis daughter to deliver Conftantine uo to his 

Junfeif. fiiry. Intreaties, careflcs, and vaft promifes were 

employed to prevail on her to leave the door of the 

emperor's bed-chamber open at night, and to remove 

the guards from about it. Faufta was exceedingly 

perplexed. On one hand flie feared her father's rage, 

if (he rcftifed to confent to what he required of her j 

and on the Other Ihe was determined not to betray her 

z-r I. II. hufband. She promifed to do what was propofed, 

Uft'^Mi. ^^^ &^^ ^" account of the whole to Conftantine : 

upon which meafurcs were concerted between them 

10 convid the criminal by catching him in the faft. 

To this end an eunuch* whofe lite was not much 

valued, was put into the emperor's bed, whilft an 

affeftcd negligence throughout the whole apartment 

fecmed to invite the aflalTm to ftrike his intended blow. 

Accordingly, in the middle of the night, Maximian 

arofe, and finding the guards either aQeep, or bulled 

abijut other matters than their duty, made no doubt 

but 
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but that Fauila had kept her word. He advanced, 
^ent up -to the bed-fide, killed the perfon he found in 
it, and, thinking he had killed' Conftantine, began 
to exult with tranfpOTts of J07, when Conftantine 
hitnfelf appeared, furrounded by a troop of arihed 
men. Maximian's conftemation may be inorc eafily 
imagined than deferibed. Struck with terror, he 
remained dumb and motionlefs. No excufc could 
poffibiy be pleaded, nor could he expeft any favour. 
Conttantine thought it enough to let him chule his 
death i and Maximian ended with a rope, with which 
he huf^ hlmf(!lf, a life polluted with crimes. He was p:s. Ffii. 
fixtf years old, and perifhed at Marfeille, ■ ^*"*' 

Such was' the ignominious cataftrojAe of a prince 
who had rftgned with glory near twenty years. 
Whift he was dire^d by Dioclriian, his fortune was 
brilliant and happy : wheo -abandoned to himfelf,' his 
aft: became a tiflbeof rafli undettakings, crimes, 
and miifomines. A ftrong proof of the wifdom 
of him whole authority and counfels had contained 
within doe hounds a chara^Jter fo prone to every excefs. 
. Maxcnthis, willing to feem afflitted for a death «« !"»"''•* 
which probably gave him joy, wdered the ^otheofis |^j°"* h*. 
of Maximian, and made a god of that prince who """''. wii 
was detefted by heaven and earth. Conftairtinc was i^, ^ 
fo far from envying him the honours, of a fine flayed. 
:&neral, that he himfelf built him a magnificent 
tomb. Towards the year 1054, this tomb was T;ffl», 
though to have bcea difcovered at Marfeille. It 
was openad,.. and the body, which was found in it 
entire, was thrown irto the fea by the advice of 
ilaimbaud archbiihpp of Aries. 

It is pretty linguiai:, that Conftantinc Ihould ereft 
aa honourable monumeot ta Maximian, and at the 
rame dme wder his (btues and piflures to be pulled 
down. This laft operation, odious in itfelf, became t^^jf. <». 
(lill more fo by the outr^ it reacfted on Dioclefian, f/^/Jlj'i; 
whofe ilatues and poroaiti were generally placed clofe ij. 
by thofr of his collegue. Surely Conftantinc would have

• The death of Maximian h4ppened in the year 310. 

He had been a violent perfecutor of the Chriftians, 

tnd, as we obferved before, had begun to exwcife 

his cruelties upon them long before Dioclefian's edi^ 

9b]^d him in fome meafure fo to do. As the firft 

of the perfecutors, be periihed the firlt with all the 

marks of divitw vet^eanee. He was loon followed 

by Galerius, who bM been the principal mthor of 

the war folemnly declared againft the fervants oi God : 

and God puniflied him immediately with his own 

hand, without employing the rotniftry of men.

The huf- 
bandman and vine-drcflcr, whofe labour fumilhed 
Others with viduals and drinks were themfelves 
reduced to die of hunger and thirlL Befides the 
^its of the earth, gold, filver, and rich ftuf^ for 
the deosrations of the {hews, were exacted with un- 
paralleled fevciicy : fo that whilA the unhappy fubjeds 
of the emfure, by being ftripped of their natural 
riches, were deprived of all means of acquiring others i 
thole very things which they were difabied from 
getting, were infilled on from them. Thus Galerius, 
tor the fake of frivolous amulements, ruined all that 
had the misfortune to be fubied to his laws. But 
the Chriftians, befides the cruelties which they fuffered ^'fii- f^nt- 
in common widi odiers, were loaded with the addido- f^/' ''^"' 
nal weight of a violent perlecutiooi which latled feven 
years, and, far from being mitigued by that length of 
time, grew more and more furious from day to day. 

At ungth God took vengeance on this implacable OoJArikn 
enemy to nis worfliip, and i&uck him with an incura- ^Zam^ 
ble difeafe, the ieat of which gives room to think, ^''«>'^. 
as I oblervaj before, that it was occa^ned by de- 
bauchery- Eufebius, and more particularly I^a^n- £^«r. 33. 
^js, have left us a defcription of this dife^, which f^*'^)/' ~ 
none can read withooc belog ^led with horror. I 16. ' 
fhail only fiiy, that his tormenu lailed a great while ; 
thtt all the aid of phyfick, and all the art of furgery, 
afforded bun no ibrt of eafe i that the rotcenncfs 
baring penetrated eo his bowels, a frightful quantity 
of worms and maggots iflued fromthence \ and chac^ 
his whole form was inexpreflibly Ihpckii^. From the* 
waift upwards, a deep confumption had reduced him 
to a {keletoa; while x^ lower part of his bocly ^^ ^^ 
Iweijed, that no fhape c^ feet or legs could bediftinr 
guiihed, but they looked like fluns blown up with wind.

To reward his phyficians 

and I'urgeons for the ferviccs they did him, he put

''" c"?*' lafted a whole year, tamed him, however, at la(t, 

Iti^i'iffoM in and filled him with remorfe for the cruelties he had 

tdidioflap cxercifed againll Co many innocent perfons, Rufinus 

LV""'' fays, that one of his phyficians, who doubtlcfs was a 

^'^t'viii t-hriftian, helped him to make this refleftion, by 

is. boldly remonilrating to him, that his diHemperwas 

manifcftly a vifitation from heaven, and could not be 

got the better of by any human means. That he had 

long made war againfl the fervants of God, aiid that 

God had flretched out his hand againft him. Gale- 

■Uf}«M. & rius could not deny the juftice of this rcfieftion, which 

^'Z'*- the violence of his anguifh made him feel moft fcnfi- 

bly. Like Antiochus, he was rouchcd with a fort of 

repentance j but lefe pungent and lefs fincere than the 

contrition of that old offender. His pride would not 

fuffer him fully to own his error ; but in the edid 

which he publifhed to ft<^ the pcrfecution, he ftili 

endeavoured to glofs over his paft conduct. 

£;<>*. H^j. Xhis edift, though his own work, carries with his 

fjf' ^ ' name thofe of the emperors Conftantine and Licinius. 

Maxentius is not mendoned in it, bccaufe he was not 

acknowledged by the other princes. But no reafon 

appears why Maximian was not named. PrcJjably he 

has been omitted through the negligence of copifts.

Galerius begins with boafting of his good intention* 
to reform abufcs, according to the ancient difciplinc of 
the Romtns. He ranks the Chriftian religion arnong 
thofe abufcs, and calls the followers of it blind men, 
who had forfaken the maxims of their fathers, that 
is to fay, idolatry. He acknowledges the fruitlefs 
tiolence of bis endeavours to deftroy Chriftianity, and 
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at the fame time does juftice to the fortitude of the 
Chriftians. feveral of whom had fuffered death, and 
others, after their temples were fhiJt up, would never 
go to thofe of the gods of the empire. He fays, that 
moved with pity for their fituation, and commife- 
rating their being without the exercife of aoy religion, 
he, out of kindnefs and indulgence, permits them 
to renew their aflembHes to worfliip God after their 
own manner i and he ends witli enjoining them to pray 
for his prefervation. 

The reader will eafily fee the difference between 
fuch a declaration as this, and an exprefs acknow- 
.ledgmcnt of the injuftice of die perfecution. Galerius's 
iHnefs makes him alter his conduift, but cannot force 
him to condemn what he has done. Some good, 
however, rcfulted from it. The churches enjoyed 
peace : numbers of perfons, detained in prlfon on ac- 
count of their being Chriftians, were fct at liberty; 
and the temples of the true God were reftored. But 
Galmus did not deferve to be rewarded for a peace 
granted in fuch a manner as this was. The cdift v/as 
publifhed at Nicomedia, on the thirtieth of April, 3 1 1, He Hn. 
and the emperor died the month following, probably '^*^"'- ss- 
at Sardica, the capital of Dacia, his nauve country. 
A little before his end, he recommended his wife and 
his natural fon Candidianus, to Licinius, who, inftcad 
of being their protcftor, as he ought to have been on 
all accounts, proved, as we fliall fcc, their moft bitter 
enemy, and in a few years put them both to death. 

Galerius efteemed and loved Valeria, whofe name PinJtaiju 
he gave to a fmall diftrift of Pannonia, which he^™™"*"^ 
cleared and rendered habitable, by cutting down 
large forefts, and draining the water of the lake /*«■»/. rr*. 
Peifon • into the Danube. He loved his native 
country Dacia even to a fault, if it b^ true, as Lac- ua**i.ij. 
tantius fays, that he. had thoughts of illuftrating it, 

• If this }akt vKu drained i^ SfufitUir-Zit . and liri ititvfea 
C.nhriHj, it hat fincc rrjamcd i/'j tbt ciiUs B/VicHna and Al*. 
ffjl farin. It h i-itit (ailed tht 
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■wiut jiidj- by abolifliii^ the name of the Roman empire, and 
befo^ fubftTcuting chat (^ the Dacian eni|Mre. A]l that hi- 
cTj^chi- fl;ory has recorded of this prince fpcaks him a man 
fond of extremes, and never knowing how to keep 
within proper bounds. Even if he had not been an 
ardent and cruel perfecutor of the Chriftians, his 
ambition, harihnefs* and tnjultice in other matters, 
mull have made us look upon him as a bad man. 
He was ungrateful towards Dioclcfian, unjuft towards 
Conftantine, and tyrannical towards his people. His 
Ihining part was war : but even in that he did not 
fuccced againll Maxentius. He reigned nineteen 
jears, two months, and fome days, rcckoi^ing from 
the time of his being made Cxfar ; and fix years and 
fome days ftom that of his being railed to the rank of 
Auguftus. 
H''W"i^ Though we arc not told of his having made any 
tawt^ u- teftamentary difpofal of his dominions, ic maybe 
conjcftured, with great probability, that his defign 
was to leave them to Licinius. But Afia Minor, 
which he had poflcfled, lay too convenient for Ma- 
ximin not to excite his cupidity. Tire moment he 
at. 36. was informed of Galerius's death, he refolved to feize 
on that 6ne province ; and taking nd^antage of the 
flownefs of Licinius, who remained ina^ive, he 
marched into Bithynia, being received every where 
with joy, becaufc, to gain the afieiftion of the people, 
he abohlhed the grievous, taw of the cenfus, to which 
they had^ been fubjeci:ed. Licinius, at length, ad- 
vanced againll him, and the two princes, mutually 
threatening, and equally afraid of each other, drew 
up their troops on the oppofilje (hores of the Streights 
or Bofphorus of Thrace. The difpute was ended 
by a pacific agreement. Licinius gave up all that his 
competitor, mpre active than him, bad already pof- 
fefled himielf of, and agreed that Maximin fliouid 
keep Afia, with the Eaft, and Egypt. For his own 
fliare he had lilyricum, with Thrace, Macedon, and 
Greece, which were in a manner annexed to it. 

By 
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By this arrangement de enopire was dtvufe d iA r<m pnnca 
fi^Iows. Conftandne, Licinius, and MaumtUt ac-^j,^.''* 
knowledging each other is Ji^ufti^ but dieting the 
p(Hnt oi iHe-i;mincace in that (^tUity, roigoed, the 
former in Gaut, Spain, and Bmain ; the feccHid io 
Illyri^m \ the third in Afia, die £aft, and £g7P<- 
The center of the empire, that is n> &y, Italy» and 
A£-ica, were in the Imnds of Mazentius, whom tiw 
three other princes calledan ufurper. 

Maiientius began, as I. faid be£}re, with fetztng M«rntiM, 
Rome. It was in thu lame year, 311, that he re- JJ^*^^ 
united to his other dominions Africa, which had -at likmnfe r. 
firft refufed to acknowledge him, and where one ^^jj^jj;^" 
Alexander had afiecrwards ctufed himl^f to be pnor Atna, \^ 
claimed emperor, and enjoyed that tide upwards ^^^ 
of three years. Zofimus gjvcs us die beft account of Aimnder, 
this revolution, but ftiil with that mixture of per-it^*i^ 
plexity and obicuriry which never fvh to charade- ihrten»n. 
rile the narrations of that writer. ^'■^' '' "' 

Maxentius, having got the better of the attacks 
made upon him by Severiis and Galcrius, and findipg 
his power well eftablilhed in Italy, claimed Africa, as 
being dependent on it, and part of the dominions of 
Severus whota he had cotujuered. Accondingly he 
fcnt thither his ftatue, or portrait, which was the 
form t^ taking p(^effion. This occaruHied a divifion 
between the- tnx^ then in Africa. Part of them, 
end even the greatell', fubmitted to Maxentius : but 
others, out of attachment to GaJmus, would noc 
pramtie to obey his enemy. As thefe laft were the 
weakeft, they rcfolved to retire to Alexandria, where 
,Maximin, who reigned in Egypt, would have fhel- 
tered them from harm. But their communicatioH 
with that place was cut 0^ and they were obliged to 
return to Carthage, there to fubmit to the law of the 
Arongeft 

Maxentius, who did not rely much on this forced 
fiibmiilion, had thoughts of going to Africa himiclf, 
m nuke the inbaUcants of that country acknowledge 
1. . him 
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him in pcrfon. Cruelty and revenge were another 
inducement to him to take that ftep, in order to piinifh 
thofc whom nothing but force of arms had been abk 
jitrd. r,B. to fut^eft to his laws. BeHdcs all this, he miftrufted 
* ^'/* Alexander, who cwnmanded in Africa in quality of 
vicar to the prietorian prefed:. Alexander was,- how- 
ever, by no means formidable ; having neither courage 
nor fteadincfs of m^d i but being, on the contrary, 
effeminate, indolent, and old. But even with theft 
defefts, Maxentius was ftill inferior to him in every 
refpeft. A fuperftirious belief in the anfwers of the 
aruffices, or perhaps his own cowardice, which he 
chofe to conceal under that fpccious veil, made him 
drop an expedition of the utmoft importance to him. 
Upon a report of the priefts, that tlie entrails of the 
viftims they had facriBced did not afibrd any favoura- 
ble prcfages, he gave up the defign of going to 
Africa, and abandoned himfelf entirely to the plea-i 
fures of Rome. 

That he might, however," have fome fecurity againft 
Alexander, he demanded of him his fon, as an holtage. 
Alexander, fearing left the youth, who was handfome, 
Ihould be facrificed to the tyrant's Ihameiul and brutal 
luft, refufed to fend him : upon which Maxentius, 
highly incenfed, employed alTaflins to murder Alexan- 
der privately. This odious ftep was the very thing 
that haftcned the revolt. The aflalTins were dilcd- 
vered : and the foldiers. juftly enraged, and calling 
to mind all the old reafons they had to hate Maxen- 
tius, ftiook off his yoke, and invefted their chief with 
the purple. This happened in the year of Chrift 308. 
Alexander, notwithftanding his incapacity for bufincfs, 
enjoyed the imperial power in Africa, urtmolefted, 
for three years, bpcaufe he had to deal with none but 
the wretch Maxentius. 

In 31 f, Maxentius at laft awaked from his !«• 

thargy, and prepared to make war upon Conftantine. 

But firft he reiolved to reduce Africa; in which he 

met with no great difficulty. He fent thither his 

'praetoriaa 
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praetorun pitfefk, Ri]£tu Volulianus, with a fmall 
number of trcx^, and one Zenas, a man otherwife 
little known, but thcx^c to be a good officer, to be 
bis co,unfellor and afliuant. Thefe two commanders 
debated Alexander, wbo was taken prifoner, and 
ftrangled; and Africa thereuptMi fubmittcd to Ma* 
xencius. , 

In this little war, or in th« commotions which pre- Ar«/. »'#- 
ceded it, the city ot Cirta in Numidia Tuftained a 
11^ ; but whetl^ for fidiog with, or taking part 
againft Alexander, is more than we can fay ; the ex- 
|»einon of the original, author bicipg equivocal. It 
fuflfered greatly from the flege, and. was afterwards 
repaired by Conftantine, when it took the name of 
its benefai^r, and was called Conflantina. 

The conqueror Maxentius abufcd his good fortune h< ai*i[« > 
with all the cruelty of a groveluig foul. He ruined ^,'',j;^^'^ 
Africa by tyrannical refearches, for which Alexander's 
revolt was made the pretext. Informers had a Bne 
c^portunity, fays Zofimus, which they improved to z<./.af .An-, 
the utmoft, to accufe whomfoever they envied, on ac- '''^' 
count of their birth or riches, of having favoured that 
rebel- None were fparcd. Numbers were put to 
death, and confifcation of their eSeSts was the moll 
favourable treatment any met with. Maxcntius wanted 
even to deftroy Carthage, and thereby deprive the 
Roman empire of one of It's fineft ornaments. He 
triumphed over it, as if that city had ftill been the 
rivaj of Rome. But he had not time to complete his 
vengeance on that unhappy place \ doubtlefs bccaufc 
the war againfl Conftantine feemed to him a more 
imponant obje<S;. 

He pretended, as I faid before, to be extremely h* prtpaia 
exafperated on account of his father's death, and to ^^^. 
be determined to have fadsfaftion for it. But the real zif. »t«a. 
motive that animated him, was ambition, andadefirc*'' 
to enrich himfclf with the fpoils of Conftantine. He 
did not do himfelf jyftice in daring to meafure his 
ftrength with fuch an adverlary. Deceived and de- 

fjnfcd. 
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(piMy he Btacked a prince vho was bdoved aod 
cAeemed bj all his ftib^efb. 
nannof The Chnftun writers are not the only ones who 
ki»»ictt. paiHt Maxentiu! with the blackeft ooloun. The Pa- 
gans ate not more favourable to him. Ztrfimus avers* 
that Maxentius eiKrcifed all Tom of cnielcies and de- 
baucheries in Rome^ and throughout all Italy. To 
theft odious exoeflbs Aufelius Vidor idds cow:irdicc, 
limidity, and fiich exccffive floth, as, according to 
A»>.p«>;. A pinegyriit of thoTe times, did not fuller him to lee 
c-/. Jut. 1^^ f^^ beyond die walls of his palace. He was a 
ftranger to aH milital^ aftirs. The field of Mars 
never faw him. His excrcife was confined to the 
delightful walks (^ his gardens, or his marble porticos. 
To go but to one c^' his villas, was, with him, a 
great expedition. He prided himfclf upon this 
flumeful inadton i and was not alhamed to fay, that 
he was the only emperor, and that the other princes 
fought for hifn on his frontters. So great was Ma- 
xeiMhis's idlencfs and effeminacy. As to his other 
vices, we find, in a Chriltian author, a detail of 
what Zofimus and Victor have fummed up in two 
wonis, 
Ei,jn.mji. Manentius, fays Eulebius, when firft he became 
'"&^!"' *^^^^ ^ Rome, eo give an advantageous idea of 
^. /. "j! the miMaefs of his government, ordered the perfccu- 
*34- tion agftinft the Chriftians to be flopped. But that 
was only an afltfied [»ece of lenity : and if he had 
not the religion of his firfiers fo much at heart as to 
dilplay his cruelty in d^nce in it *, his paflions, to 
wiuch he gave an unbounded loofe, made him com- 
,_mit the moll horrid violence ^inft all his fubjefts 
withotit diftinAion. Brutally debauched, he forced 
wives away frt>m their husbands, and afterwards fenc 
them back polluted and diihoooured. Nrtr was it 
the lower clafs of people only that he treated in this 
manner : his outrages extended to the families of 
fcnators, and to all that was tiioft eminent in Rome. 
Nothing could conquer the fory of his dofires, which, 

always 
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ahvays reviving thMnomcnt after they had been fatis- • 
fied, flew £rom one objedt to another, without leaving 
any virtue fafe. He fiiled, liowever, in his attempts 
jigainft th« of tl» Chriftian wotnen, who, fearing 
death lefi than they did the iok of thdr honour, bid 
defiance to the tyrant's utmoft raejc- ^ifebius men- 
tions one of them in particular, who, with an herDifm 
wtuch the morakisf fN^nifjn would have authorifed, 
but which the law <rf the gofpd does not permit us 
to praife, killed herfelf to Oivc her honour. 

Sophronia *, a Chriftian latty, married to one of 
the moft iltuftrious of the fenators, had the misfor- 
tune to pkafe Maxentius. The tyrant's fMetlitcs had 
already belet the houfe, iuid her timid hufband was 
ready to let them carry off their prey ; when Ihe, de- 
firing a few momeiite to drefs herfetf, went into her 
room, took ttp a kntl^, and plunged ic to her heart. 
We are not told whether this tr^cai event occaficMied 
any diftiirbantx in Rome : but it did not mend Ma- 
xenttus, who perfiftcd in his inftmy as long as he 
lived. 

His cruelty was equally great in every other relpe^ 
Infatiably rapacious ; whoever was rich, was fure lobe 
criminal in his eyes ; nor could the polleflbrs of any 
thir^ that excited his cupidity, dbape death. Pa- 
tience, mildnefs. Mid fubmiffion never difarmed his 
wrath ; and-ftil! lefs the rank or dignity c£ the pcrfon. 
It is impoflible, fays Euiebias, to reckon up the num- 
ber of Jenators whom he pat to death under various, 
but-elways falfi; pretences. 

Following the maxim of the bad princes, be put 
all his tnift in the foldiery, to enrich whom, he ex-' 
haufted the public finaocrs. " Enjoy yourfclves, faidA«.p«ij. 
** he to them, fpend, and Iqaander away what you 
** pleafe : every thing is yours." In a quarrel 
which arole between the pec^le and the foldiers, hcEt/a.^ 
gave the latter leave to kill the former, and accord- '*"'* ^* 

• Eufthiai Jmi Mel name this lady. It u from Hnfinas tbit tut 
Itam 'Oihofot ivoi- 

1 ingly 
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Ingly vaft numbers of than were murdered. By 

i>Am,p«i<x- thus indulging the troc^ in every licentiouthefa, 
- he lecured to himielf creatures ready to execute his 
moll defperate orders; and not only Rome, but. all 
Italy, was filled with the minifters of his tyranny. 

F.M.fi . The public fuods could not long fuffice for the 

^,1. Fia. enormous expences by which he bought the afieftion 
ot' bis truups. Unjuft confifcations, taxes upon all 
the orders ol the ftate, even the peafants not excepted, 
and the plunder of temples, were added to them. The 

'■/<*■ confequentx of fo bad an adminiAration foon was, a 
want of ev€n the aeceilkries of life, and lb violent 
a famine, that the oldeft man then living did not 
remember ever to have feen the like in Rome. 

To render his charader completely infamous, Ma- 
xentius joined to his other crimes impiety and m^tc. 
Eufcbius charges him with having ordered, when he 
was preparing for the -war ^ainft Coftantine, abo- 
minable lacriBces, in which women big with child 
and tehder infants were the victims ; in .hopes of dif- 
covering in their palpitating entrails, what would be 
the fate of his enterprize, and of turning upon them 
the misfortunes that mig^t threaten him. 

OMihntiae After this pifture of Maxentius, it would be need- 

JJJll^'^Iefs to obfcrvc, that nothing was lefs like him than 
Conftantinc, who not only nad all the contrary vir- 
tues, but, when the quarrel between them broke out 
into open war, cleared himfelf of the only fault he 
had in common with bis enemy, by renouncing ido- 
latry, and becoming a ^vorlhipperoi the true God. 

Warlike and beneficent, Conftantine was equally 

careful to oppofe his enemies abroad, and make his 

jVK.'Pof.fubjeds happy at home. The Franks furnilhed him 

ot-ji. A-[. ^ith perpetuaj caufes of triumph. Mod of the people 

that compofed this league, the Brudteri, the Chamavi, 

the Cherufci, and feveral others, united together, in 

the year 3 10, to make a mighty effort, and prepared 

to enter Gaul, where they had already tried in vain 

to gain a fctdement for upwards of fixty years. Con- 

. Hantine 
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ftantine marched againft them, and, bdbre he gave 
them battle, did a Hiing, which, thong^ highly 
brave, dcfcrres rather to oe condemned, than com- 
mended, in a prince. Difguifing himfelf, and tak- 
ing with him onljr two attendants, he advanced to 
the enemy's camp, and entered into conTerfadon Tirith 
ibme of iht foldiers, in order to be informed of their 
dellgns. More fortunate than prudent, he returned 
hock without being dilcovered ; and attacking the 
Franks afKrwards with advantage, he totally defeated 
dicir army. Thus die union of the principal forces 
of the league ferved only to accelerate Cbnftanrine's 
vifiory, which would have coft him much more time, 
if he had been obliged to conquer all the dif^rent na- 
tions that oppofed him, one after another. M. de 
Tillemont thinks it was for this important exploit 
dtat Conftantine took the fumame of Maximus or 
Greatly which was aforwards confirmed to him by 

He wdl defcrved it on every account ; thourfi fUn 
Sefs for his fuccefs in war, than for his care andgood- 
flds tomrds the people that lived under his empire. 
He fuppre6ed informers by fcvcre laws, and put an .««..Pm^ 
tod to thofe horrid vexations to which the beft of'*?'-'*** 
men were perpetually expofcd by their means. He 
Vifited ilia provinces, reformed abufes, and eftabliflied 
good order every wh^e, making them enjoy alt the 
neOings of peace. Eufebius ^eaks of a journey f./.^^. 
whidi Conftanrine took to Britain, with the fame *^A '• «i- 
inttnt. We learn from the panegyrift Eumenes, '■•■.r^x^. 
that Treves, where this prince ufually rcflded, and*^'^* 
whidi httl fufiered greatly from incurfions of the Bar- 
barians in former times, was reftored and embellifhed 
bf his care : and that he built there a great circus, a 
fqusre, bafiHcs, and a public court of juftice. This 
ontor wiifaed his native country Autun, no greater 
lntppine&, than that Conftanune might vouctuafe to 
dtRci his fteps thither.

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£>«. CMC. His dcTircs were accompIiQied. Conftandne went 
^w^* to Autun in the year 31 1, and was moved with com- 
panion when he law the miferable condition to which 
the ravages of war, and the weight of grievous taxes, 
had reduced that city and the country round about. 
Refolving to apply a Ibeedy. and effet^ual remedy CO 
thefe evils, he did not fo much as give the fcnate and 
other orders of the city who had come out to meec 
him, time' to lay their complaints before him ; but 
prevented them, by alking what they thou^t would 
DC ncccflary to make them eafy and happy. Tranf- 
ported with joy and gratitude, they threw themfelves 
at his feet. Condantine could not refrain fiom tears 
at fo moving a fight; tears, fays Eumenes,. happy. 
for us, and glorious for tlie prince who Ihed them. 
He inquired into their fituation ; and immediately, 
without making them wait for the favour, remitted 
them five years arrears which they owed to the trea- 
fury, and abated upwards of a quarter part of thdr 
ufual annual impofis. The city, to honour fo good 
a fovereign, aflumed his name, and puSkd a decree 
ordering that it Ihould be thenceforth called Flavia. 
But this name did not prevail over that of Augufto- 
dunum, which it had borne Dnce the days of Auguftus, 
and which it ftill retains. 
Thenipiure It was ID this fame year, 311, that the rupture 
breaktouc broke out between Conftantine and Maxentius. They 
Mwti^tiu. had never been fincerely united, though they had 
.nj Con- ^Qt proceeded to war, but acknowledged each other 
jiw^V^y. as collegues, at leaft for a time. What makes rae 
Cm^ fuppofe this, is that Cpnftantine's ftatucs fubfjfted, as 
we (hall fee, and were revered in Rome, of which 
Maxentius was niafler. But the difference between 
their charaders and principles was too great not to 
produce a real divifion in their hearts, notwithftand- 
ing all appearances of peace, 
■Ak^w..& Maxentius firft lifted up the ftandard of war. Con- 
a'-^t '^°^' ft^ri^'"^ refpeftrd the appearance of union between 
& zV- ' them, and therefore avoided coming to cxtremides. 

He 
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He even made advances to his father-in-law, inviting 
him to live in peace and harmony : but his overtures 
were iruitlefi. Maxsntius, puflFed up with pride, and 
as full of ambition, as he was dcftitute of talents, re- ' 
iiiicd his offers, rejefted his propofals. Proud of bi» . 
numerous armies, .he thought of nothing leis than 
' conqiiering ail Conftanrine's fliare of the empire, and 
perhaps that of Licinim too. He did not openly de- 
clare war againft this laft ; but he provoked Coa&aa- 
tine moft outrageouny, by ordering his ftatues to be 
pulled down and treat^ with ignominy. This infult 
was a manileft 3& of hoftibty : and the prince againd 
whom it was committed, feeing no longer any prof- 
pe& of preferving peace, refolvcd to go in earneft to 
war with his equally audacious and dtitpicable enemy. 
He was even glad to find that the circumftuices of £</' <'^<»>- 
things were fucn as forced him not to fuffierRbme to be ^^- '• **■ 
any longer harafled and opprefied by a dcteltcd tyrant. 
To&cibtate hisfuccefs, he fecured the Aiendlhip of Li- 
cinius, by then propofing the marriage, which after- 
wards took place, between his fifter Conftantia and 
that prince. Maxenrius, on his fide, ennrcd into an 
alliance with Maximin. But neither Licinius nor Ma- 
zimin took any adual part in the quarrel, which was 
ended between Conftantinc and Maxentius. 

This war was r^liy a great one : not on account laipartince 
of it's duration, for that was fliort ; but by reafon of "^ 'tuww. 
the importance of it's object, the formidable prepara- 
tions for it, and the great variety of exploits which it 
occafioned. But what renders it infinitely more con- 
fiderable with refpet^ to us, is the miraculous manner 
in which the Almighty was picafed to intervene, and 
it's being the epoch or the converfion of Conftanrine, 
who reftorcd peace to the church, and put an end to 
the continual perfecutions under which flie had la- 
boured from her very cradle. 

Thofc who fpeak moft modeftiy of Maxcntius's stwnph of 
forces, fay he had an hundred thouland fighting men. com'^ini 
Zoflmus makes his infantry amount to an hundred prioca.

and fcvtntf thouiand, and his cavalry n dghtcen 
Ltatai. 44. thoufand. Sevcrus's army, <^ which he became 
maftcr, bad fiimiOied him widi great nmnbcn, which 
be afterwards increaled by new leries in Italy and 
Africa. For the fuMftance of thefe numerous troq» 
he had provided Taft quantities of con, whidu bong 
refcrved kx the foUiers only, mluced the reft of his 
fut^c^ to ezttcme want and mifcry. Acconfiiv to 
the Gune ZoTimus, Conftantinc fet out 6t)m Gaol 
with ninety diouTand foot and dght thouliuid horf: 1 
and this wc fi^ipofe to haTc beoi the cafe, widiouc 
minding the language of panegyrifts, who, to add* to 
the ^lendor or the vidory, by lefibning the forces 
. with which it was gained, lay Conlfauuine hod &wer 
troops than eren Alexander had ivhcn he undertook 
the war againft the Perfians, that is to fay, not forty 
thouJand men. What we readily believe upon their 
authority, is diat Conftantine could not take widi Inm, 
in this expeditbn againft Maxentiua, all die tramis he 
had then on foot, becaufe he was oU^ed id Jem 
part of them in Gaul, to defend that country againft 
the ncurlions of the Germans, dnriag Yas abfence. 
•Tbtcmm. Conftantine was thoroi^ly lenfibK of the advan* 
&^til^u' ^^ ^^^ enemy had o»cr him in point of ftrength : and 
chiiftiuiity, God made ule of his uneaiiiie& in this rdTpetft, to 
wean him from the woHhip of impotent idols, and 
bring him to the knowledge of Hb Truth. To this 
£«/. dtvit. great end, things had been long prepared. Conftantine, 
~ii.i}.ll bornofafather who efteemedai^ loved riieChriftians, 
—60. had imbibed the iame Icntimenis in his early years. He 
faw with horror the cruelties which DiodcGan and other 
princes exercifcd againft them ; and took, particular no- 
tice of the divine vengeance lb vifibJe in the punilh- 
ment of Maximian and Gakriut. la confcqoencc of 
theft: imprcfllons, he was always favourable to tho& 
that followed the law of Chrift v ard the very firft ufe 
he made of the im penal power, waa, as wt ftid before, 
to aboliili every ivmnant of pcrlecwion. But ftill he 
had nu; got rid diin ^Ue ideas in which he had bMs 
educated. 
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^ucated, concerning a multiplicity of gods. He 
allowed every one to worfhip his own ^ wfailft he 
himlelf p«d honuge to ihofc he bad been uught va 
revere ; not knowixu that the true God will be bo* 
bound alone, becsirie he atone defetres our worfhip. 
The grettodsof the danger t» whidi he was going to 
be cnofed in fighting againii Maxcntius filled him 
widt Miens refleoicMiG. He knew that his enemy had 
recoorfe to magic charms and ^crifioes, to procure 
die ftfljftance of the powers of hell. He, on me con- 
truy, inroked that God whom he ta yet knew but 
in a confvi&d wd imperfed manner, and prayed him 
to luiniielt himfelf unto him, and to be his prouAor. 
God heard his |>rayer, which proceeded from a fincore 
heart i and, with a gt>odnels of which not wily Con- 
ftancioe was the obyeSt, but of which the effed; was to 
extend to the whole Chriftian church, gruittd him 
a flgnaj prodigy, which, lays Euftbius, it would be 
difficult to believe, if ic was not very ftrongly atteflsd. 
But, amtinues that writer, I have the account ^m 
the emperor himfelf, who has averred the truth of ic 
to meimon oath. 

Conmntine, as he was marching with his vmy, 
toward* owning, when the day began to decline, faw* 
in the Iky, juft over the fun, the figure of a iumi- 
nous crcHs, with this infcription, '' By This thou 
*' Ibale conqxKr." His army law, as well as himfelf, 
this miraculous pheoomenon, which Uruck all the 
beludder* with great aftoniOunent. Conllantine, 
thou^ be lived in the midft of Chriftians, and was 
cxtremriy kind to them, had lb little notion c^Chri- 
fliam^, dut he did not know ttu nieaning of this 
crolj. A dream infivaHd him of it. In the night, , 
Jefus Chrift appeared tt> him with his crofs, and com- 
manded him to have a reprelentation made of that 
which he then faw, and to ufe it in all his battles 
S8 a fine defence ag^nfl: his enemies. Conftantine 
, obeyed. The ijioment he awaked, he fent for work- 
men, W whom he defcribed the form of the crofs he 
E 3 had 
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had fecn, then' made dicm draw a (ketch of it, and 
afterwards ordered them to execute it mi^ificendy. 
The following is the defcripuon which Eufcbius gives 
us of it. 

A long pike, covered with gold, was traveHed 
At a certain height by a piece of wood which made 
it a crofs. To the upper part, which tofe above 
the arms, was fixed a crown of gold and precious 
ftones, inthe middleof which appeared themonogram 
of Chrift, formed by the two letters X and P, crtrfs- 
ing eacli other in this wcU-known manner, ^. From 
the two arms of the crofs hung a purple ftandard, 
covered with embroidery of gold and jewels, fo rc- 
fplendent, that it daztled the eyes of thofe that faw it. 
-Under the crown and monogram were placed the 
bufts of Conftantine and his children, of gold. This 
trophy of the crofs became Conftantine's' imperial 
Sa:«B. 1. 4- ftandard- The Roman emperors had always had 
■their peculiar ftandard, which was called Labdrum i 
and which, loaded with rcprelentations of frffe gods, 
was looked upon by their M-fnies as an objeft or reli- 
gious veneration. Conftantine, by ftibftituting upon 
his Labarum the name of Chrift inftead of the images 
of the pagan gods, difaccuftomed his foldiers from 
an 4mpious worftiip, and brought them by d^ecs 
to pay their adorations to that Being to which they 
B-j. it mi. are due. This precious enfign was committed to the 
c^fi. It. s. f^^j^ gf f^f^ pf jjjg emperor's guards, chofcn from 
among the ftouteft, bravefl:, and moft pious ' of that 
body, who were charged to forround and defend it, 
and to take it by turns upon their (houlden, when 
u. iUd. I. any of them ftiould be tired. Conftantine had feveral 
31.1v.il. .others made after the fame model, not fo rich, to be 
the military enfigns of all the troops that compofed 
his army. He ordered too that even the arms of 
his ibldiers ftiould be marked with a crofs, and that 
they ftiould likewifc bear it upon their ftuelds and 
helmets. • 
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: The ciaft place where this miraculous crofs zp-TiBm. 

Sared to Conftantinc is not known with certainty, 
ut the fequel of fads in Eufcbius determines us, as 
well as M. de Tillemont, to think it was in Gaul 
diat this celeftial prodjgy was wrought. The time' 
was certainly the year of Chrift 311, when Conftan- 
tine was making preparations for the war againll 
Maxentius. 

The truth of the fad, atteftcd by Conftantine him- 
lelf, cannot be doubted. Ic made a great noife } 
and an orator of that very time, a Pagan by religion, jv«s.j>m«. 
mentions, it plainly, though he difguifes and drelles *^' ■*'* 
it up after the manner of flie ancient febulous ftories. 
Nazarius lays, that a celefttal army was feen heading 
chat of the prince, and that the foldiers of both the& 
armies mumaily exhorted and encouraged one another. 
Even ibis account, thus altered from the real fad, 
contains a manifcA acknowledgment of a miraculous 

- a0Hfaince-fent from heaven. 

I have already observed how litde Conftantine was 
tcquainicd wirfi the firft principles of Chriftianity. 
As foon as the miracle I have been fpeaking of had £r/.d<Wr. 
determined him to embrace our holy religion, he ferit '^' '* ^*' 
for bofliops to inftrud him in the fundamental articles 

' of the Chriltian belief. It is furprizing that Eufebius 
does hot name the matters of fo illuftrieus a profe- 
lyK. Zolimus has been more explicit, merely out of z^. 
malice. This writer, full of gall ^ainft Conftantine 
and duCiuiilians, afcribathis change in the emperor, 
'which he ftiles impious, to the leiTons of an Egyptian 
who came to him from Spain : a vague defcripticui ; buc 
in wluch, by Separating the truth from what is falfe, 
it is eafy to know Ofius, the greateft man then in the 
eburch. Oiius was not an Egyptian, but he was 
biihop of Corduba in Spain : and the extraordinary 
marks of efteem, confideace, and affection, which 
Conftantine never ceafed to beftow upon him as long as 
be lived, concur to give us room to chink that he re- 
ipc^ted in him the apoftle ofhisconverfion. 

£ 4 Conftantine, 
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Tijim. Cooftantinc, becoming a ChriQian himielf, brought 

< his family over to the profefTton of the true relig^. 

He brought his children up in it. His motho'-in-i 

Uw Eut^opil^ the widow of Maximian Hercukt, hit 

wife Faqfta, and his lifter .CtHiftanda, embraced 

Christianity. But his moft gloriois cooqueft of tliifl 

Hind was his mother Helena, who, to her fiudi in 

Chrtft, joined an cxa& practice of the precepts ai the 

gofMl, and. by her eminent piety, hat juftly deferred 

to be raniced «mong thofe modeh which the church 

hpnours and pK^fes to her children. 

2t^H^, '^^'^ alTurance o( being protected by heaven was a 

uidpiiuie'fb'ong encouragenKCt to Conftaatioe in the war he 

^om°' ^^ underuJcQo againfl Maxentius. Befides this, the 

MucatiM'i number of tto^ ejn^pted, he had all forts <tf advan- 

*'~^ Cagn over his rival, both with rcfpeft to their periortal- 

qualiBcattons, and to the juftice and merit of their 

4;aufts. Ev£n if we aUde by Zofimus's acooiuit 

alone, it is manifeft that the good of the empre te* 

quired that Conibuidne Jbould remain conqoeror. 

He took the neceflary Raps to be ib, marching 
every where at the head of his troops, whilft Ma-> 
xenlius, indolently fluit up in Rome, made war only 
Af. 's by his lieutenants. Cooftantine Brfl prefented himftlf 
Ogfi^A^' before Sufa, which is one <£ the keys of the Alp* 
and of Italy- This place, which was men very ftrang* 
and provided with a good garrifbn, re^ilixi to fubmic 
without fightii^, though ofiemd in that cafe the moft 
favourable treatment : upon which Conftantine, who 
was not difpofcd to lofe time in befiegiiu; it in form, 
ordered hi? fcoling ladders tp be placed ^unfl dM 
walls, and fet fire to the gates. The flam«s fpRad 
with fuch r^dity and violence, that both the uha- 
bituits and the earrifon were foon glad to implore 
the clemency of Kim whoie offers they bad beware re- 
jeded. The conqueror heand their prayers. Entering 
Sufa, he immediately ^ve orders to extit^pu& the 
fire, which would otherwife have confiimed the whok 
place ; and being now nufter of the pals of ltaly> he - 
advanced towards Turin. There 
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There he fotmd in army waiting in good order* 
K»Ay to give him battle. A body of horie completed 
armed after the manner of the Eafternctvahy, was- itrs 
prifldpal ftrength. Conftantinc attacked' the enemy 
ootdly, poftii^ hltirfelf over asainft thcle cuirafliers. 
The Gfftt was obftinate, and the (laughter grcac 
Theddeat of the enemy's horfc fcems w have been 
•mhMt decided the general fate of the battle. Con- 
ftantine, who knew that, confined as they and their 
horfes were in their armour, they couH only advance 
forward, utd that the leaft motion cither backward or 
on cither fide was extremdy difficult to them, opened 
his ranks to rcoave them, and afterwards cloling 
lapan them, his felcBcrs, with great chiln, k'nockm 
^wn both h<»4e3 and riders, and IdUed them all,' 
without lofine a ftigle man on their fide. After die 
tleRhi6Hon (a this body, in which Maxentius had 
placed his greateft hope, the reft of his army fooii 
gareway, and fled towards Turin. But that city (hot 
it's gates againft them, and this occ^fioned the greateft 
fltughter of the fugltiTCs. Turin received tjic con- 
mcfor widi joy, and gave the (igna! to all Gallia 
TnuH*p«dana to cfpoule the cauie of Conftantine^ 
T^iis prince entered M^lan (bon after; 'in the midft c# 
trtatti|4iaM: fhouts atul acclamations ; and the whole 
eaaHfij on dre left bf the Po, from Turin to Brefcia, 
idtDOwledged his I^Ws. His cfctnency helped greatly 
to facilitate his concjDefts. He was not one of thoK 
iMRighty e«Miquerors who mark their progrefs with 
terror and devsftatton.' The cities which fubmitteif 
•0 Mm had caufc to blefs their fete, experiencing from' 
him nothing but benevolence and eooahefs. 

At Brefcia he was again oppofea by a great bodyol 
horie, which was alfo put to flight, ahd retired to Ve^. 
rona, where a new army was afwmbling by MaxcntiuW 
order. Ruricius Pompeianus, a commander of great 
repute, headed It, and thought to ftop Conftantinc 
baore that city, which he hoped to make the barrier 
of that conqueror's rapid progreft. He not only waa 
mifuken. 
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miftakao, but iet out with a fault, which (hews that 
he Utt^ deferved the character he bwe. He oi^hc 
carefully 4x> have guarded the b(»'ders of the Ad^, 
which the enemy was obliged to pafs in order to reach 
yerona : but by his negleSing to take that abfolutely 
nece/lary precaution, Conltantine, by fending a de- 
tachment higher up the river, where it was narrower* 
lefs deep, and not at all ddfended, (Gained an eafy 
and unmolcfied pa0age» after which he.immediueiy 
■ invefted Verona. 

Ruricius, a^r making feveral fallies, none of 
which fucceeded, fearing left the city ihould be at 1^ 
taken by Horm, lelt it privately, and railed a fupply 
of frelh troops, widi which he returned, deternuoed 
either to fi^t Conftaodne, or make him raifi}' the 
Ij^e, The emperor was by that means between^ihc- 
city which he befieged, and an army of enemiea 
whoTe numbers were confiderable. In this lituadon 
he formed his plan with equal bravery and judgment^ 
leaving part of -his troo(» in his cunp to continue the 
fiege, whilll he, with the reft, marched againft Ru> 
riciua. He had fewer- men dian his adveriary,' and 
was '&rced to draw his whole army out in oiily.one 
line, in order to make a front equal to that of thf 
enemy. But his prudence and valour made amends 
for his want of numbers. As foon as he had ai,v6ti, 
his orders, he threw himfelf into the midft ca xhi^ 
battle, being always foremoft in the moft dangerous- 
places, with lb little care of himfelf, that his principal 
^cers could not help complaining of it to him ancr- 
the vid:ory, afkiog hun *, " why he had oidangered 
f^ them all by eapoGng his own perfon to fuch immi- 
** nent peril j and why he did not let them fi^t for 
" hiai, inftead of his fighting for them ?" The 
battle began in the evening, and lafted till the night

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was Hr fpient. Ruricius was killed upon the (jxit, 
his annf was deftroyed, or difperfed, and Verona, 
having; no longer any hope <x refource, fubmitted ro 
the difcretton of the con^uercv. Conftantine ufed his 
advantage with moderation. He did not take away 
the life of any one chat fubmitixd ; but he kept the 
foldiers as prifoners of war : and as their number was 
too great to be ealily guarded, he ordered them to be 
put in chains made of their own fwords : fo that, ai 
the pan^rift observes *, thdr arms, which had not 
been able to defend them in battle, fecured them as 
captives. 

Aquileia and Modeiia fc^owed the example of Ve- usiMdc, 
rona, and the whcde country quite up to Rome was j^^^^ 
opened to Conftantine. But Rome itfelf would not have MucMiM 
been an eafy conqueft, if Maxentius had perfil^ in r^*^^ 
keefnng himfelf mui up in that city. No event had 
bkmrta been aUe to detennine him to leave it-, and 
his refource againft fo many di%races, heaped upon 
him one after me other, had been to fupprefs, as much 
as he could, the news of his bad fuccefs. Upon the 
enemy's approach, he altered his relbiution ; lefs 
throu^ reafon, than through a blindneis in which the 
Paguis themltdves have acknowledged the hand of 
God. He fUttercd himfelf unch hopes of debauching 
Conftandne'a army by the lame artiBces with whkn 
he had fiicceeded fully agunft Sevcrus, and partly 
againft Galenas : and beudes this, the foodi-lucra LmAm. 4]. 
^d the boc^ of the Sbyls, which he conjlilced, had ^^' 
agreed in foretdling him that the enemy of Rome 
would perifh in the battle he was gping to fight. An 
equivocal anfweri bat which be interpreted in his 
own favour }-not'doubcing but the pcrfon who was 
coming to attack Rome with an army, muft be the 
enemy meant by the prcdiAion. Perhaps too Mi 
courage might juft then be heighteoed by a fmalt 
di&dvantage which Conftantine had fuffered in a

opedy reproached him with his cowatdioc, he marched 

out of tComc at the head of hn army, and encamped 

along the TUxr, between the bridge Mulvlus and » 

jkr. r,a. {^«ce called the Red Rocks. Thoe he him&lf pre- 

^i*aX V"^ ^ ^'^^ '^ inftnimentof his ruin. He built 

/ js. over the river a bridge compoTcd of two paru iaitened 

'^' ttigether only by iron pins, which were eafily knockgd 

4>ut, and then the bridge opened and fimned a wide 

chalm in the middle. His defign was to entice Cbiv> 

•* ftantine upcm this bridge, and then to have it open, 

that Iw m^t fall into die river and be dnnmed. 

But his artifice turned againft himlelf. 

Conftantine, fiipportra by joft hopes, enooon^ed 
by hia paft fucceft, and animated by his confidence in 
the God he adored, received a frefh proof of the pro- 
tection of heaven, a titde beftifc die battle. He was 
U8*M. warned in a dream to mark the arms c£ his fi^dien 
with the lign of the oofs, or the nwnt^ram of Cfar^ 
which hadhitherto beenplaced onlyupoa tfaei^dmk- 
and it was upon this dut hf eftabUked the holy 
pra&icc aS which I hoely antidpatEd die mention. 
Tm^jr- He was greatly rgciced to iat Maxeadua come out 
ta meet him, in order &> truft his fortune to the de- 
dfion of a batde. To fight, and to conquer, he 
doobted not would be the fame. Accordingly, as 
fi)on as he drew near the enemy, he raiwcd his troops 
in proper order. Mauntius was likewiie prepared oa 
his fide : but he had taken his meafiires tiadty. He 
had left himielf fo little foaoe, that his hiod ranks 
were quite cloft to the Tibert fb that if tfaey were 
pifhed ever fo little, they muft of oecdHty £jl inm 
che liver. 

Conftantine, as ufual, did die duty of a fbUier and 

a general. He drew up his army advaot^eoufly, 

gave proper orders, fought valiandy himielf, and was 

well feconded by his troops, alvays vidorious when 

luaded 
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facadod bj him. ThtA of Maxendni were nomcious, 
and brave t but they wanted a better kader. Tbcir 
ccantnaiider had neither fkill, cxnuagp, prdeoce of 
mind, ot tdburce. Conlequaitly they coiud not long 
difpute the vi^ory. They were broken at the fim- 
onjet. The branft ftood their ground, and were 
killed : the reft, fiapified and Uioded, ducir thsm- 
felvti inco itx Tttxr, when moft of tbem were 
fwallowedup. Mxxemkis himfelf fled tohii bridge :ib/-.tfz^. 
but* iriiether it was owing to the moMcude oat 
cpde ay o u itd to fa& over wth him, or to Samt 
other acciden, me budding, idiich was but weak, 
broke, and all tfaic were upon it fell iou the river. 
A fiew elcaped bf fwiminuig : but Mucntiu* was 
drowned. 

This happened on the t«Kntyr«[hth of O&fAm { 7t&>. 
on which o^ fix yean bc&R he had feizcd on Rome, ^■^- ^*' 
and uforped the imperial pufj^. With him wa» ex- 
tmffiiihtd, or at leaft buried in total obfiniricy, alt 
that bcloi^;ed m him. Hb wife, whether the daawh- 
ter of Galtfiui, or another, was alive whenhepenlh- 
ed, as was alio a fim of lus. Bucfiromthenipeaf hir 
death no farther mentim is mad* of other of them 
in hiftory. His firft Ibn Rwnidus, vhom he had 
made Cidar, and twice conlul, died before bhn % and 
we have medals of this young prince from which 
we learn bis apotfaeofia. Thu u all we know (^ 
him. 

The day after his viAory Cmiftantine made his cmiiw. 
triumphant entry into Rome, where the joy of all p^t »r7 
the inhabitants was equal to hb own. The terror '<"*« 't°^- 
of Maxentius's name was fo gteat, that petude would pt^r. 
not at Grft ^ve credit to the news of his death, for 
fear of his vengeoce in cale it fhould not pvove tnic 
But die body of the tyrant, which lay iaane tune in 
the mud, having been found and known to be 
his, hb head was cut off, and Conftantinc ordered it 
to be ftuck iqxuialance and carried before him in his 
triumph, as a proof of the deliverance <^ the Ro- 
3 mans. 
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mans. This fight> frightful in itfelf, was to the 
people, an object of feflivicy and joy ; nor were the 
pale and bloody remains of the deceflsd tyrant con- 
templated lefs eagerly, than the face of the conqueror 
rayed with glory. 

The orator Nazarius ttkbrates the pomp of this 
great day with an eloquence which heightens it's 
iplendor, and difplays the folid motives of the public 
joy. *' Never*, fays he, did any day ihine upon 
" the Roman empire, happier than this, Gnce the 
*'firft building of the dty. Not one of the boafted 
" triumphs of andquity can be compared to this of 
** Conftanttne. No captive generals ,were led in 
•* chains before the^ conqueror's chariot ; but it was 
** preceded by all the Roman nobility, freed from- 
'* the fhackles they had borne. No barbarians were 
<« thrown into prifon ; but confiitars were rcleafed. 
** Foragn captives were not the ornament of this 
•* gjrat feftival ; but Rome reft»rcd to Hberty. She 
** gained nothing from the enemy ; but fhe recovered . 
** herfelf. No plunder added td her riches, but Ihe 
** ceafed to be the prey of a tyrant ; and, which is 
** the height of glory, in lieu of fenritude Iherefumcd 
** the rights of empire. Inllead of prifoners of war, 
** every one Bgured to himfclf another Ibrt of captives.

Conlbuidpe crowned his glory by the noble ufe he Nubie ■(• 
made of his viilory. Zofimus writes, that he pu-j^tL*^' 
Dtlhed none with d»th except the ptincipal paruzans "*^ *f 
erf the tyrant. Some moocms have oiought thatz^"*^*' 
Maxendus's fon was of this number. But the fileoce ^f^ 
of hiAory with regard Ip that infant prince is no 
proof that Conftantine took away his life. I chule 
rather to abide by the teftimony of a co-temporary 
oratCM', who fays eirorcfsty, that * the conqueror's 
fwtffd was not unlheamed after the ending of the battle, . 
and that he fpared the heads even ci thoie whofe 
deaths the Romans demanded. 

J find but one well-attefted a£l of feverity on the T*** P'""" . 
part of Conftandoe after hts viOory over Maxentius,!^''','!^, 
and that without e0ldion of blood, and for a-Tery.'«°pde. 
yi& caufe. The pnecorians, thofe troops fo corrupted ^^ y 
and enervated by the pleafuxcs of Rc»ne ; fcditious to ^*^- ^<^' 
excefs i fo pfKn ftwied with the blood of their em- 
perors i who had fcarce ever been able to fuffer a good 
prince to reign, and had placed fo many bad ones upon 
the throne v had late^ attached and devoted themfelves 
to Maxentius. Conftantine broke them, and dellroyed 
their camp, built, as we obierved before, by Sejanus, 
under Tiberius. By breaking the pnctorians, he did a; 
fervicc toRonie and to the empire, and at the fame time 
he did not deprive himlelf of the neceilary guards about 
his perfon : for other bodies had been already infti- 
tutea to that end by former emperors under the names

pnWiLf caittiniied, for the fafety of die piritlic. 
.am.p«« 1'hc other troops that renuined of the tyrani^ft 
ctm^-yiv- annjr could doc but be ti«bte to ftrong fufpicsons. 
Conftantine thcrefiDre, not chufine to keep them near 
faimt lent them oo the R-faine and the Danube, there 
to forget the plci[£irei c^ Italy, and ^hc agakift the 
Burbuiani. Ferhs^ he tncorporottd among tbetn 
the bvken pnetorianst thereby ledudng them ep the 
levd of JegioiMry fc^^cn. 
tvAn. The ftnue, which had been cruelly haraflikl and 
^'**^ apptcSBgA by Mamulus, ibund a dcllveicr in Con* 
tht'^d^ftandnc. We hm already feen the orator Nazanot 
]|^^ rcckotdng at the fiocft ortiamaK of ihte generoua 
iaJZ com]uerar*9 trkunph, the nobles and ODnAilara adeea 
■ ^y- out of the priibns into which the nriftnt had tbnnm 
iKw.'j>Mf , then. Ccmfiantine likeitife recalled the bn^hed, 
^^ and reAoied to their eftases thofe who had been vBt- 
ljiw'43>'}0&iy deprived of them. Bcfidn thefe t&i of benefi* 
ccncc towards great nmnben i^ prirate pcrfons, he 
txpte&i, bodt by bis fptecbes and his ad^ionSf aq 
aroenc zeal for the bonobt c( the femtt in genenl, 
winch he re-ioitand in i^a andeas rights, and ren- 
dered more iUaftriotia than before, 1^ adding to it 
the greaieft men of Uk ditfemu provnces* that dib 
sugoft aflembly lei^ eoncain the efaekeft flowers of 
the whofe empii*. 

He made the peo(de love him, without flatlerinc or 
corrupting diem. The pocv ftk hb Hbmrfitks of ^ 
kinds, h^d, aSakACy and eafy of iuxeb, faeehf 
and m^efty were pictured in Iris cotOKeisuice. Know^ 
hig how fond the Romans were of fhrm, he treated 
than with games, at which he afflfted in pctfon t 
carrying his complaiTance In thai refpe£t beyond the 
bounds prescribed by CkriAianiiy « o^ which be petft^ 
did not yet know all the feverity. But, on the other 
hand, he was ever watchful to prevent every licentiouf- 
nefs that might have diftarbed the tranquilinr of tho 
city. He kept the people witbratbeboundaoftfadrduty 
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hy a prudent firmneft, ard as much through their 
afiaftion and Kf^€t for him, as through the fear of 
puniftiBicm 

The embellifhing of the city was likewife an objefl a^,/. rw. 
of his care. He built baths, and decorated the great ^'''■"* 
Circus with new and magnificent ornaments, and fe- 
veral porticos. In thefc expences, his modefl7 was 
apparent ; as the honour of the buildings ftill re- 
flected more on their original founders, than on him 
■who only adorned them. 

One of the moft detefted parts of Maxentius's ty- 
ranny was his unbounded debauchery and luft, which 
Tcfpe£ted no law, nor made any fcruple of employing 
violence when feduiftion could not compafs his ends. , 
Conftantine, 'always temperate, always chafte, knew 
none but lawhil pleafiires. Under his • ettipire, no 
handfome woman had caufe to repent that nature had 
been bounoAi! to her. Beauty was not in his eyes 
an .incentive to licenuoufnefs, but the ornament of 
modefty. 

I haye already faid, that Conftantine made a hw^m^c*^. 
againft informers. A revolution bmiight about by a*'' ^'* 
civil war was a fine opportunity for thofe pefts of 
ibdecy to avail themfclves of. How many relearches, 
how many accufations, would they not have fct on 
fooc, if the conqueror had been difpoftd to liflen to 
them? Conftantine prevented the evil, ready to fpring \ 
Wp anew, by laws more fevere than the former, con- 
demning informers to fuffer death, if they failed to 
prove any part of their allegation. 

Another law, well worthy of the juftice and huma- 
ruty-of a great prince, provided for the relief of the 
poor, whom the colkoors of the public money often 
loaded with heavier taxes than rell to their Ihare, 
purely chat they might favour the rich. Conftantine

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made a new regulation to prevent this odious and ty- 
lannical partiality. 

By a conduft fo prudent in every refpcft *, he re- 
paired, ifwe believe a panegyrifi:, in only two months 
that he (laid at Rome, the evils of a fix years tyranny : 
or, if these beany exa^eration in this exprefiiont ac 
leail he cannot be refiifed the praife of having put that 
city in a way to recover the flourilhing condition which 
became the capital of the world. 
Mtrki rf So many virtues fucceeding an afiembl^ of every 
rf'thf^b^ vice could not but fccure to Conftantine the admira- 
liciowd. tion, refpcfl:, and love of the people, who accortfingly 
^u^^"' ran from all parts of Italy to fee with thrir own eyes 
iftx.Pmig. the benefaftor and deliverer of the empire, in whom 
the moft valuable qualities of the mind and heart were 
accompanied by the perfonal advantages of a graceful 
body, a pleafing countenance, an eafy deptfftment 
mixed with a becoming dignity, and thefirtnodsc^a 
man blended with the bloom of youth. 

Africa, which Maxencius had reconquered, as I 
faid before, and re-united to his dominions the year 
before bis fall, fubmitted with pleafure to Conftan- 
■ tine's laws. The head of the tyrant, who had defo- 
Jated it by his vexations and cruelties, was &nt thi- 
ther. A pleafiiig fight to the inhabitants of that 
province, and a ftrong invitation to them gladly to 
receive the laws of the prince who hwi avenged thdr 
caufe. 
£.««•■(, 44,. The fcnate Ihcwed it's gratitude to Conftantine, by 
afllgning him the firft rank among the AugufH. Ma- 
ximin was indeed intitled to that pre-eminence, as the 
elder alTociate to the honours of the imperial dignity. 
But the virtues of Conftantine juftiy determined the 
fenate to decide the queftion in his favour. 

That was not the only mark of the public affi^oa 
for this prince. Every means were employed to (hew 
it ; and to eternize his memory : ftatues, Ihields, and

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crowns of gold and fflvcr ; and edifices were Confe- 
crated to his name and glory, diough bAilt by Ma- 
xencius. I have already faid that the dty of Cirte m 
Africa, which he helped to recover from the mjnrics h 
had fuffercd from that tyrant in the war againft Ale- 
xander, afibmed the name of Conftantine. But thi 
nobleft and moft lafting monument of the vKlory 
gained over Maxentius, is the triumphal arch which 
the ftnate and Roman people ercftcd to Conftanime; 
and which ftill fubfifts to this day. ' The infcriptioii 
opon it deferves to be inferred here.

That a to fay : To the Emperor Ctfar Fiavius Cea- 
ftantine ^gufius, the Greateji, the Pious, and the Hapjrf^ 
tohoy iy the in^ratien of the Divinity, and thegreatttefs 
of bis cottrany with the help of his armf, avenged thi 
repubBc hy his ju/t arms, and at the fame time refcued 
it from the tyrant and all hisfaSion; the fenate and 
Rman people have dedicated this triumphal arch, as a 
monument of their gratitude. 

On one fide of the arch are the words iLiBERATORf 
ORBis, To the Deliverer of the dty i and on the other 
FuMDATORi (lyiETis, To the Founder of public 
tranquility. 

It is to be obferved, that we do not find in this in- 
fcription the ancient titles which the emperors had ufcd 
to take. No mention is made in it either of the tri- 
bunitian power, or the proconfular power, or even 
of Conftahtinc's confuilnip. We may therefore the 
lefi wonder at the omiffion of the quality of high- 
pricftf which would otherwife delerve fome attention. 

F 2 The 
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The natniug of the army, and giving it a Ihare in 
the honour of the exploit and of the monument, was 
the confequence and efieft of the enormous power 
which the foldiery had obtained in the empire. 

Andquarians obferve that the bajfo-relitvei and 
other carvings upon this arch are of two different 
kinds of workmanfliip. Thofe on the uppcr^part 
are good, and feem to them to have been borrowed 
and removed from Trajan's Square. They think 
they fee in them the tafte of that emperor's age, and 
fome of his exploits. I'he others are of the fame date 
as the arch idclf, and prove by their clumnnefs how 
much the polite arts were decayed in the days of Con- 
ftantine. 

The decree for erefting this arch was, doubtlefs, 

palled immediately after ilie defeat of Maxentius. But 

It appears from the monument itfelf, that the building 

was not finifhed and dedicated till the tenth year of 

Conftantine's reign, that is to fay, till the year of 

Chrift 315, or 316. 

Stitw of The eflendal part of the glory of a Chriftian prince 

c:<«»««i« would be wanting in Conftantine, if he had not af- 

^uiDt^n cribed to Chrill a vid:ory which he owed to his divine 

*^.'"i!^th * protcdlion. But he acquitted himfelf faithfully of that 

Riigi'oiu in- great duty. He was neither puffed up by the endlefs 

^E>tA°Hi9 P'"'"'"^ ^^ received, nor by the profufion of honours 

£«;. jx. 9. that were heaped upon him ; and that they might be 

direded to their proper fource, he ordered that a 

ftatue which was erected to him in the molt frequented 

part of the city, ihould hold in it's right hand a crofs, 

with an infcription, in which he himJelf addrefled the 

Roman people in thefe words : By this salutary 

SIGN, THE TROPHY OF TRUE VALOUR, I DELIVERED 
YOUR CITY FROM THE V0K.E OF THE TYRANT, AND 
RESTORED ^H£ SENATE AND RoMAN PEOPLE TO 
THEIR ANCIENT SPLENDOR. 

We fliould have Been glad to give this infcription 
■ in it's original language : but we have only Euftbius's 
trandation of it into breek. 

It 
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It was likewife a duty of religion incumbent on u\a p,u 
Conftantinc to deliver the Chriftians, his brethren, {j;^"_ 
from the oppreiTion they had groaned under for ten Coaiiuuine 
years paft. He had granted ihcm liberty of confcienccjj/j;™'"' 
in his dominions, in the beginning of his reign. He fti»M. 
found them in pofiefnon of the fame privilege in thofc 
he conquered from Maxentius : and Licinius, now 
his ally and his friend, could not fail to proteft them 
at his requeft. But they had flill an enemy in Maxi- 
min, who, after fufpending the perfecution againft 
them in confequence of Galerius's edift, foon renewed 
il with great fury, as I Ihalt have occafion to relate 
more folly in the fcquel of this work : befides this, 
Conftaniine looked upon him as his fecret enemy, and t<ff.43.44- 
Maxentius's papers had dilcovered to him their mutual 
intelligence. However, as both fides diflembled, and 
ftill kept up an outward Ihew of friendlhip, Conftan- 
tine made no doubt but that decency on one hand, 
and fear on the other, would oblige Maximin to con- 
form to the defire of his coUegues. Upon this fuppo- £•/**. m/i. 
fition, before he left Rome, he ifllicd in his own name ^"'- '^- '• 
and in that of Licinius an edi6b, by which, after am- 
plifying tlie former favours granted to the Chriftians, 
he permitted them to ;iflcmble publicly and build 
churches. 

He fcnt his ediA to Maximin, who was extremely Miximin u 
mortified at Jecing it. He hated the Chriftians, and ^),^'" 
did not like to be forced by his collcgues, whom he it, Miatt 
confidered as rivals, to aft in his own dominions in a '" p*'*- 
manner contrary to his inclination. On the other hand, 
not to grant any part of their demand, would be de- 
daring war againft them. In this perplexity, he took a 
tniddle way,and,ina rcfcriptaddrefled to hisprfetorian 
prefeft Sabinus, after mentioning Dioclefian and •Ga- 
lerius, whom he calls- his lords and fathers, he at firfl: 
exprefles a defire to maintain, in imitation of chcir

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example, the worfhip of the gods of the empire. But 
afterwards, confidering the great namber or the Chri- 
ftjans, and that the ftate would be deprived of ufeful 
fubjeds by banifliing or profcribing them, he forbids 
any ill treatment to be ufed towards them, and de- 
clares that his defign is to bring them by carefles and 
mitdnefs to what he calls the right way. Such was 
the mitigation which Conftantine's piety procured to 
the Chrittians oi Afia and the Eaft. Their enemies 
ceafed to make war againfl them, but they did not 
enjoy the free excrcile of their religion ; nor. indeed 
were they totally exempt from the danger of being 
uam. %%. killed : for if Maximin found an opportunity oi hav- 
ing a Chriftian thrown privately into the fea, he never 
The endof mifleij it. Howcver, as all public executions cealed,

Neweiin While they were together at Milan, they made a 
th."hri'.* new edia in favour of the Chriftians, to explain and 
*™' enlarge that which was dated from Rome. They 
'^' '^^ added to "it an important article, permitting them to 
take poffeflion, without any proceedings at law, and 
without 
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wkhout ptying any thuie, of the churches and ccetne- 
teiies 01 which they had been ftrippcd : and as thofe 
places had paflcd, by fale, or by donation of the em- 
perors, into the hands of private perfons, the edi£t 
Ordered the treafury to indemnify fuch proprietors as 
fliould be difpoflefled. 

This edid, however, was not confined to the Chri- 
ftians only. It granted Hbeity of confcience to the 
profclibrs of any religion whatever. There are even 
cxpreflions in it not over orthodox, and much more 
agreeable to the uncertainties of the Pagans with regard 
to the divine nature, than to the clear and poutive 
fyflem of Chriftianity : from whence it follows, that 
Conftantine was even then not well informed, and that 
he thought he might lawfully fhew a very great degree 
of cc»nplaifance for a collegue, who never was a Chri- 
ftian ; and for .fubje^s, m which the greatell' part' 
adhered ftrongly to their ancient errors. 

CoDflantiDC did not flay long at Milan. Early in a 
the fpring he was upon the borders of the LowAr Rlune, [J^^^ 
whither he was called by a new danger which threaten- uui g>tM> 
ed Gaul ; and his arrival hindered the Franks from '^^^^^ 
pAQiitt die river. But his plan was not to remain jtmn-r^ti. 
pofted over agwnft tltfm, merely to guard it. He ^ ■*** 
waoced to g^ve them fuch a leflbn, as fhould cure them, 
at leaft for fome time, of the defireof making incur- 
fions upon the territories of the empire. With this 
vicwi he laid a fhare for them. He fpread a report. 
that a fudden comntotion upon the Upper Rhine 
oblig^ him to go thither to check it : and in effeft 
he removed to fome diftance, leaving upon the IpoC a 
number of troops with orders to keep thcmlelvcs con- 
cealed as much as poIBble. I'he Franks, deceived by 
^pearances, and thinking none were in the way to 
v^oSt them, pd&d the river, and began, as ufual,. 
to ravage the couQtry : upon which ConAantine, who 
had a fleet ready,'ltnmediately fell down the Rhine to 
the place where they were, and at the lame rime his 
other troops lallying out from this ambufcade, fell 
F 4 upoa 
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upon the plunderers, who, having no rdburce either 

by land or by water, were foon cut to pieces. Bc- 

fides a great number of dead, which they left upon the 

fpot, the Romans took many prifoners, on whom 

ConHiantine inRided the fame punifliment as he had 

before fubjeifted others of tlieir couDtrymcn to on ft 

like occafion. They were exptrfed to wild hearts: a 

cruel treatment, if it was not abfcrfutely indifpenfable. 

piinfui Whilrt Conftantinc uiumphed over tyrants and 

D'jtfiM, Barbarians, Uioclefian was at length punilhed for hit 

.f f. 1 it.i.i hatred of Chriljianity, and ended by a painful death, 

truub"! a life in which he had not had one moment's peace of 

mind fince the fatal edift by which he kindled up the 

perfecution againft the worfliippers of the true God. 

From that moment, he was ftruck with a long and 

frievous illnefs, of which he never rightly recovered, 
orced afterwards to flrip himfcif of the empire, 
much againft his will, his retirement feemed to pro- 
mile him feme tranquility : but he found it filled with 
i4fl«(. 41. thorns. His lUtut-s beaten down with thofc of Ma- 
ximian Hercules, by the fide of which they were placed, 
gave him the firft caufe of uneafincfs. But the me- ' 
lancholy fateof his.wife Prifi:a, and of his dapghter. 
Valeria, overwhelmed him with bitter grief. 

They had enjoyed the honours due to their rank 
during the life of Galerius, to whom Valeria was 
married, and at whofc court Prifca remaned with her 
]j. daughter. Galerius dying, recommend^ his witi; to 

Licinius, in whom he had a great conBdence, foimdad 
on the many favours this laft had received at his hands. ' 
50. But Licinius, whole heart was bad, inftead of refpeft- 

ing the widow ot him to whom he owed every thing, 
quarrelled with her about her dower, and ufed her 
)$— 41. very ill, in order, as afterwards appeared, to force htr 
to marry him. Valeria chinking K> find better treat- 
ment from Maximjn, who was married, fled into his 
territories with her mother, her hnflwid's natural fon 
Candidianus, whom Ihe had adopted, and Severianus, 
tjie fon of Sevcrus. She was greatly miflaken in her 

hopes. 
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hopes. Maximin, whole pafTions knew no bounds, 
and who, bcfides, thought perhaps of turning to his 
Own advantage the pretenfions which the daughter of 
Dioclelian might have to the whole empire, no fooner 
faw her at his court, than he follicited her to many 
faim, ofiering to that end to repudiate his v/ift. Va- 
leria, who was virtuous, and had retained, from her 
former attachment to Chriftianity, at leaft the ftriftnefi 
of it's morals, was -thoroughly fenfible of the inde- 
cency of Masimin's demand. She therefore anfwered 
refolutely, that it would ill becoine her to lillen to a 
propofal of marriage while Ihe was yet in mourning 
fcr her hufband, the adoptive father of the very per- 
fon who wanted to fucceed him : that Maximin's 
offering to divorce his wii«, Ihewed him to be of fo 
unfeeling a difppfition, as could not but give her room 
to an>rehend thai fhe herfclf might be treated with 
equal inhumanity, if fhc ever put herfclf in his power* 
and, in fliort, that a princcfs of her rank ought noc 
to think of a fecond marriage. Maximin was highly 
incenled at this refiilal, for which he revenged himfelf 
upon Valeria witfi all the cruelty of a tyrant. He 
ftripped her of her eftate, and took from her the ladies 
diat attended her, fome of whom, cipecially thofe 
which were her greateft fivouritcs, he even condemned 
to death, upon a falfe charge of adultery. The eu- 
nuchs that waited on her were put to the nioft cruel 
torments ; and flic herfclf was banillicd with her mo- 
ther, fomerimes to one place, and fometimes to another, 
riieir exile being never fixed to any particular fpot. 
Valeria, from the remotcft part of the deferts of Syria, 
informed her father of her fufferihgs. Dioclcfian 
felt them feverely, and begged, both by letters and 
mefRngera, that his daughter might be fent to him. 
But his requeft was difregarded ; and he had the addi- 
tional mortification of being no longer able to relieve, 
ftom mifery and bondage, all that was deareft to him 
in the worid.

ceremony of Conftaxuia's marriage, he excufed himlelf 
oa^ccpuatorhis age and infirmities. The two princes 
thereupon wrote liim menacing letters, in which 
they accufed him of having favoured Maxentius, and 
ofhaving then an under&anding with Maximin. The& 
r^>ro3Ches have not the leaft Ibadow of truth> and I 
wiHi it werepolGble to Jaythe blame of them uponLi- 
cinius, rather than upon Conftantine. Dioclelian was 
alarmed by them, and feared for his life. His head. 
Weakened by old age and illnefs, could not fuftai^ 
tMBM. ^t. t^is violent blow. He was feized widi fuch an agita- 
tipn of body and of mind, as did not lutfer him to 
reft either day or night ; but he rolled himlelf fome- 
times upon his bed, fometimes on the ground, and 
&ent his whole time in fighs, groans, and tears. A 
E-fii. nyi, utuation like this could not but foon bring a weak old 
ttti.Fin. man to the grave. According to fome authors, he did 
Uftm. V ROC wait for that effed ; Iwt either ftarved, or poifoned 
t^a.Efk. lymfelf. A memorable example, which ougjit f« 
ever to have cured all fovereigns of the thought of ab- 
dicating their power. In the judgment of men, Dio- 
clefian may feem to deferve pity. In the eyesof (jod, 
he merited the greateft hunuliation for his pride, and 
an unnatural death for his cruelties againft ttie faints. 
na. Efit. He died in his retirement at Salona, in the ninth 
year after his abdication, the iixty-eighth of his age, 
and the 313th of Chrift. Great honours were paid 
..«i». Mft. [o his memory ; and a magnificent tomb was er^tcd 
^ ^'''' to him, which was ftill covered with purple in the 
time of Conftandus the Ibn of Conftantine. He was 
xirtf. ranked among the gods : a pren^tive, lays Eutro- 
pius, which never was belhiwed upcHi any other man 
who died in a private ftadon. This apotheofis, equally 
milplaced and irreligious, cannot be laid to the charge 
of Conftantine, who then profefied himfelf a Chridian. 
It mull be imputed to Licinius and Maximin} who 

had 
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bad offended Diodefian whUft he lived, and whom jil 
coft nothing to honour him after he was deacj* 

This was perhaps the veiy laft thing the& tSKOi 
^incesdid in coocert. War brc^e out between ttwun 
fhortl^ after, and made a new change tn the empire. 
(rf" which it will now be proper to yiew the 0tu3tion ac 
the tiroe we are fpeakiog of. 

By the de&at and death of Maxentius, the -Roman stitt ef ibt 
empire was Ihared between three mailers : Conftaotine, t^'^^ 
who p(^efled all the Weft, except lUyricum; Li'«nddath</ 
dnius, who reigned in Illyricum, under which Thrace, *''"*°'"*' 
Macedonia, and Greece, were included -, sod Maxi- 
min, who held Alia Minor, Syria, and Egypt- Con^ 
fiaodne and Licinius were allied, Maxtinin feigned a 
defire to keep up a good underftanding with his col- 
legiies : but in fa& he hated them, and was fufpe£ted 
by them. Befides his conneftions with Maxenttusi, 
other caufes of enmity made an a&ual divilion betweco 
them, nqtwithftanding the outftde fhew of harmaay 
and good will which policy induced them reciprocajl^ 
to keep up. The reader may remember thai' Maxi* 
miu was made Cxfar in [ucjudice <^ Conftanlloc, and 
that Conftantine, in his turn, was declared the firfl 
AMguftui by the fenate, in prejudice to Maximin. 
An open war had been very near breaking out' be- 
tween Maximin and Licinius on account of the fuc- 
c;eSkn to Galerius, and the treaty of paitidon to' 
which they agreed out of i>e(;efl1ty, and through fear 
of tSKii Qther, had neither decided their pretcnfions, 
nor ended their animofides. Even Chrillianity be* 
came « fubjc<a of ftrife and hatred among the three 
pnnoes. ContUntine pro&fled it, Licinius piotefted 
it, and Maximin was it's implacable enemy. This 
l«ft Vtkh requires fome explanation and detail. 

Maximin, the nephew and creature of Galerius, Th* cbri> 
COiJd not fail to efpoufe the fentiments of his-uncJe "™^^ 
and benefa^r. He was, of himfelf, fo bigottcd to Muimin. 
^perftition, as to create new priefts and new pontife ^^tt'y"it 
ip almoft iUl the cities and towns of his dominions, <>. 14. ar 

and ^^- '-9- 
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idgMi. j« And blindly to put an intire confidence in roothfayers 
— 3'* and aftrologers, with which he filled his court. This 
was more than enough to render him an ardent pcrfe- 
eutor of the Chriftians, whofe virtues he likewife hated, 
becaule every vice was centered in his own pcrfon. 
Hisunboundcd avarice rained the provinces: his ex- 
ceflivc drinking deftroyed his rcafon, and often made 
him give Orders at night which he repented the next 
morning : and his horrid and tyrannical debaucheries 
were fuch, as no modeft perfon can even attempt to 
defcribc. Crowning alt thefc dctelHblc qualities with 
an equally mad and fluMxim attachment to idolatry, 
heatfirftlhed torrentsof blood ofgood and holy men: 
but binding afterwards, that the mofi. cruel kinds of 
death ferved only to increafe Chriflianity, inftead of 
deftroytng it i he took another method, which he 
boalled of as a proof of his mildnefs and indulgence, 
and which confifted in putting out the right eye, and 
ham-ffainging the left leg of all the Chriftian prifo- 
ners, and then fending them to work in the mines, 
where they were treated mth inexpreflible barbarity. 
The edid publiflied by Galerius juft before his death, 
ordering the perfecution to be flopped, forced Maxi- 
min to grant the Chriftians fome rcTpite. But it did 
not laft long. Again mafler of his anions, by the 
death of that emperor, and at liberty to follow his 
own inclination, he renewed his fury againft them, 
with this only difference, that, not to contradift him- 
felf openly, he now fought for pretences, and endea- 
voured aitfuHy to cloak his violences. 

To defame Chriftianity by attacking it's author, he 
indufbioufly publilhed falfe accounts of the death of 
Jcfus Chrift, newly fabricated with fuch confummate 
impudence and ignorance, that the death (rf our Sa- 
viour, ordered by Pilate, was by them placed under 
the fourth confulfhip of Tiberius, that is to fay, full 
five years before Filatc ever entered Judea. Yet 
« thefc afts were full of abufe and blaffAemy 
i^tnft Chrift, Maxitnin fet a great value on them. 
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commanded that they Ihould be polled up in all the 
• public places of the city and tn the country, and otr 
dered all ichool-mafters to make their fcholars leani 
them by heiut. 

At the fame time a duke (</«*,) or ^neral of the 
Poman troops in Syria, having taken up two women 
of bad fame at Damafcus, forced them by menaces to 
fwear that they had been Chriftians, and, as fuch, 
wttnefles of the abominations which the Chriltiaiu 
pra&ifed in their aflemblies. He drew up a verbal 
procefs of this declarauon, and fent it to the empn-or, 
who triumphed in it, and ordered it to be publifhed 
throughout the whole extent of his empire. 

Though men thus traduced might appear, to 
thofe who knew no better, objefls worthy of public 
chaftifement ; yet Maxtmin, ftill continuing to brag 
of his pretended mildncfs, and to a£t in conlequence 
thereof a feigned part, would not proceed agalnft them 
as of his own accord. But he inlbgated the cities of 
his dominions to demand the ezpullion of the Chri- 
ftians, whofe numbers, he made them fay, polluted 
and defiled them. Antioch fct the example, which 
was foon followed by all the reft. It was the way to 
pleafe the fovereign. Maximin returned a favourable 
anfwer to their petitions, of which he was himfelf the 
lecret alithor, and ilTued accordingly -an ordinandi' 
which was engraved on plates of brais, and fixed up 
in al) the cities, to perpetuate the Ihame of thofe he 
hated. 

In this ordinance, which Eufebius has preferved, 
Maximin boaftcd of the happinefs of his reign, call- 
ing it the reward of his zeal for the worfliip of the 
gods. He congratulated himfelf on the fidel\^ of th^ 
earth, which, laid he, reftored with ample interefl: 
the feed intrufted to JC i on the conlbint order of the 
fealbns, which did not fuScr any alteration, prejudicial 
to the health of the body ; and on the profound peace 
which his dominions enjoyed. But the divine Provl-, 
deoce thought .proper to confound this haughty and 
impious 
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tltot>iDQ3 langjuftge, by fending barenhcfs and famino' 
^hich defblated the country ; a conta^us diAemper* * 
^i^h depopulated k, and which attacked particu- 
larly the eyes, as a palpable vengeance for the many 
Chriitians whofe rigne eyes the tyrant had ordered to 
be put out; andlaftly, an unhappy war,'to which Ma- 
xinun*s own rajhnefs firft gave birth^ and of whkh the 
bad fuft*efs was but the beginning of his misfortunes. 

This War is particularly remarkable for having been 
die &i& thA was undertaken on account of religion. 
Wduld to God it had alfo been the laft ! Maximin, 
flirough one of thofc odd turns of mind which cannot 
be accounted for, not fatisfied with perfecuting the 
Oiriftians in his own dominions; extended his furious 
zeal to Jf people who were not fubjefts of the empire. 
ChriiHanity flouri/hed among the Armenians : though 
ire cannot fey exaflrly when or how they firft received 
ft. The Roman emperor declared war againft them, 
in order to fc»re them to return to idolatry : but all 
he got by it was fetigue and difgrace to himfelf and 
ftiii arifly. Terrified by the union <rf' Conftantine and 
lUcinius, and judging that he muft either dcnroy 
them, or perifh himfelf, he defifted from thc.profccu- 
tion of this expedition. 

The wrath of heaven not only avenged the Chri- 
itians, but turned to their honour and advantage, by 
iffoMing them a glorious opportunity of exercrfmg 
their pious charity. Amidft the horrors of the pcfti- 
lencc and famine, they alone fhewed a true tendcmefi 
Mid coiripaiTion, burying thofc that died of the infec- 
tion, and dillributing bread to the famifhed poor. A 
behaviour by which they made even the Pagans them- 
fclves praifc and blefs the God whofe worfliippers ful- 
filled lowell the duties of humanity. 

Such was the fituation of ^airs with r^ard to the 
Chriftians, who began to be looked upon in a more 
fevoiirable light, when their perfecutor recdvcd fromf 
Conftantine and Lictnius the edit^ pailed at Rome id 
chfir behalf} to comply vith- which, at Icaft in part, 
. ■ he

he pubHfhed the order of which I before givie the Tub* 
ftance. Itwas much ^(linft his will tbM he mitigated 
his rigour: and he looked upon the ncceffity which 
his coU^iUes laid him andsr in that Fe^)e(%j as a nevf 
injut7 done to him. He di^mbled, howerer, his 
rdentment ; and leered/ made preparations to attack 
l.kinius, and ^1 upon him« if polBtirfe, when he 
' Ibould neither expert it, nor be prepared to receive 
him. 

He was very near fuccceding. Whilft liciniui Muimm 
wis at Milan, ior the ceremony of his marTiM;c, Ma* *^^'j^ 
ximin put himfelf at the head of an army of leventy nms'tbe 
thoufend men, which he had aflemWed in Bithynia, J^^J^ 
pailed the Streights without oppolttion, took Byzan- K-f.ix. kk 
tium after a fiege of eleven days, forced Heraclca to t!j^' ** 
fubmit, and was marching on, when Licinitn met 
him. This prince^ upon the iirft notice of the danger, 
had h^ened with only a few men fr6m^ Italy to An- 
drinoplc, from whence he gave immediate orders for 
colleding the neighbouring troops, and having got 
together thirty thoufand nwn, he put himfelf at their 
head ■, le& with a defign to 6ght the enemy with fuch 
uncqu^ forcea, than barely to ftop his prtgrds. 

Maximin was full of ctmfidence. The number of 
his troops, and his firft fuccefles, elated his courage. 
But above all he depended upon the predictions of his 
prielb and aftrolf^rs, who promifed him certain 
vidlory: and in theenihufiafmof his fuperftitious joy, 
he made a vow to Ju^HCer to extirpate Chrillianity, 
af^er he (hould have conquered Licinius. He even 
flattered himfelf that he (hould not have occafion to 
Bght: hoping that his prodigality towards thefoldiers, 
on one hand, and Licinius's more levere government 
of them, on the other, ^uld bring his adverfary's 
army over to him voluntafily. His projeAs did not 
end there: for hepurpofcd, after deftroying Licinius, 
to march ^ainft COnftahtine, to ftrip him, and fo 
make himfelf m^er of the whole empire. 
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But Licinius was prote&ed by heaTcti. Of this 
there can be no doubt, fmce he remained conqueror. 
Whether we ought to believe upon the credit of Lac- 
tantius, that ao angel appeared to him in a dream, 
and diluted to him a form of prayer, which he re- 
membered, and made all his officers and foldiers get 
by heart, and by repeaung of which before the battle, 
he gained the day, is what I fliall not pretend to de- 
termine. That'fo fignat a favour Ihould be granted 
to a pagan prince, and elpecially to one whom we Ihall 
foon fee become a cruel periecutor of Cbriltianity, 
would indeed be very wonderful. 
Kt'ueoK What is certain, is that the two armies engaged on 
JJ^ ^ ^^ *^ft ***y of April, in the plain called Serena, be- 
dtorbra tween Andrinople and Heraclea, and that Licinius, 
2^j||^ notwithftanding the inequality of his forces, gained 
a complete viftory. The greateft part of Maximin's 
army perilhed : the reft abandoned him •, and he 
himfelf, di^uifed in the habit of a Have to conceal 
his flight, did not think himfelf fafe till he had left 
the Tea between his conqueror and him, and was ar* 
rived at Nicomedia. Nordid he ftay even there: but ■ 
continuing his route towards the Eafl, the firft place 
he flopped at was in Cappadocia, where he aflembled 
a frelh body of troops, with which he thought he 
might b6 able again to try his fortune. 
2«flM. 4t. Licinius crofTed over into Bithynia ; but did not 
hurry himfelf to purfue a fugitive who could not ef- 
capehim. He was ftill at Nicomediaon the thirteenth 
of June, when he publilhed there the edift which he 
and Conftantine had made at Milan, granting liberty 
of confcience to all the fubjefts ot the empire, and to 
the Chriftians, in particular, feveral advantages. 
JJioclefian's firft edid of*perfecurion was publifned 
in the lame city, about ten years and four months 
before. 
gt^. The peace of the church was now fiiU and general. 

For Maximin, convinced that his priefts and gods had 
deceived him, Hrlt vented his fury upon them, 
mafiacretng 
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AiaH^crein^ thofe that were about him ; and after- 
wards didjuftice to the ChriftianSr by an edi^ greatJy 
in their favour. 

But his penance was as infinccre as that ctf Galcrius : 
nor was ic more effe^ual to dilarm the vengeance of 
a jufUy incenfed Deity. Upon the approach of Li- Ltaau. 49, 
cinius, whawas advancing to compleat the ruin of his*'' ^•■''*' 
adverrirX) Maximin retired toTarfus in Ciiicia, leav- 
ing his belt troops to guard the pafles of mount Tau- 
rus. He had not the courage to put himfdf at the 
head of this body, which was his laft refource : aniT 
.when he learnt the news of it's defeat, he gave himfelf 
up to delpair, refolved upon death, and after eating 
and drinking as much as he could by way of bidding 
a laft faffwel to pteafure, he fwaltowed poifon. Th« 
viifluajs with which he had loaded his ftomach, hin- 
dered the venom from taking a fpeedy effeA. It's 
operation became flow, and was attended with dread- 
iful torments. For feveral days he felt a violent 6re in 
his bowels, which preyed upon and afbually confumed 
him, till he was quite dried up, and looked like a 
burnt carcafs. That his punifliment might have the 
nearer affinity to his crimes, his eyes dropt out of his 
head i and when blind, he thought he faw Jefus Chrift 
ready to judge him. He begged for mercy, implored 
his forgiveneis, and died amidft thefe dreadful tor- tiiimi 
ments of body and of mind, towards the month of 
Auguft in the year of Chrift 313. 

The canqueror Licinius exterminated the family of Hi< tmHf, 
this unhappy prince, and all tliat remained of the race "^'^ti'*/ 
of the periecjjtors. Maximin's wife was drowned in them, or 
the Orontes : a death to which (he had fenienced num- J„',f^^™; 
bers of innocent and virtuous ladies. Her fon, eight mjnud by 
years of ^e, and her daiighter, who was but feven, i^J";,,. 
and was then betrothed to Candidianus the fon of Ga- f^J'*' 
ierius, were put to death. Candidianus himfelf, and ' "' 
Severianus die fon of Severus, likewife loft their lives, 
upon a fufpicion of their intending to afTeri their claims 
10 the empire : and laftly Prifca and Valeria, one the

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widow, and the other the daughter of Dioclefian; af- 
ter being hunted and purfued for Bfteen months, - 
during which they perpetually changed their retreat* 
to avoid falling into the hands of their implacable ene- 
my, could not cfcape the vengeance of heaven, of 
which Licinius was only the inftrument. They were 
dilcovered at Thellalonica, condemned, and puUicly 
executed, and their bodies thrown into the fea. 

Wc arc not told what crime was imputed to them. 
Probably they were accufed and convicted of cor- 
refponding with Candidianus and Severianus, in whom 
they might well repofe more confidence than in Li- 
cinius, who had always ufed them ill. Their real 
crime before God was their having had the weakn^ 
CO renounce the truth after having known it* aad to 
defile thcmfelves with idolatrous Tacrifioes, contrary 
to the light of their own confcience. It does not 
appear that they ever attoned for this fall j bat, on the 
contrary, there is great reafon to believe that they 
■profeffed the impieties of Paganifm to their death. 

Maximin had not even the poor advantage of being 
honoured after his death : a diftindtion which had 
been granted to the other perfccuring princes. As he 
was fucceeded by the perfon whoTe arms had conquer- 
ed him, his memory was ftigmatized by the moft 
di/honouring decrees. He was declared a tyrant and 
a public enemy : his honours were deftroyed, his mo- 
numents razed, his Hatues thrown down, and his 
pictures torn or defaced. Every kind of ignominy 
was hea]wd upon him ; and he by fo much the more 
deferved this treatment, as he had newr fhewn him- 
feif in the leafl: worthy of his ufurped grandeur. 
SwuiiT Zofinius obfcrves that the year of the third conful- 

ort^Hfrj. ^'P ^^ Conftantine and Licinius, which was that of 
^•/. /. //. the defe.it and death of Maximin, ought to have been 
diftingui/lied by the celebration of fecular games j an 
hundred and ten years having elapfed fince thofc that 
Were given by Septimius Sevcrus. He takes no no- 
, tice of thofe of the emperor Philip, of which he per- 
_ , * haps 
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haps was ignorant. But, like 1 zealona idolater, he 
is very angry with Conftantine for omitting that im- 
portant ceremony, of fuch eflential confcquence, fays 
be, to the happinefs of the Roman empire. This is 
a (hong teftimony in favour of the piety of Conftan- 
tine, who either aboliflied the moft folcmn feftivals 
of the Pagans, or countenanced their being difufed, 
and confequently dropped. 

There now remained but two princes in the empire, wir bc- 
Conftantinc and Licinius, who had hitherto been y^"[J^°"j 
clofcly united, but whom difference of fcnoments; Licinim. 
temper, and intereft, foon divided. Zofimus attefts, ■^■"'- '^''" 
that Conftantine demanded of Licinius a new parti- 
tion trf the empire, after the death of Maximin : and 
I do not in this fee any thing either difficult to believe, 
or unreafonable to be aflced. As they were the only 
two remaining Augujii, their territories ought to be 
equal. But if Licinius added the countries which 
had obeyed Maximin, that is to fay, Afia Minor, 
jhe Eaft, and Egypt, to Illyricum taken in it's full 
extent wliich I have already defcribcd more than once, 
his (hare was much greater than that of Conftantine, 
-who had only Italy, Africa, Gaul, Britain, and Spain. 
It would have been idle in Licinius to alledge the right 
of conqueft : for befides that Conftantine might have 
claimed a (hare in the viftory, as having fccured the 
tranquility of Licinius's operations, by defending the 
irontiers of the empire agaihft the Barbarians of the 
North J his right was fixed by the nature and confti- 
tution of the ftate. He and Licinius were not con- 
federates, or allies, but collcgues. Their dominions 
were not parted or fevered. Though there was not fo 
grfeat and frequent an intcrcourfe or communicatioi^ 
betweal them, as had fubfifted between Dioclefun 
and Maitimian, yet they were, two heads of one and 
the faiiie empire. Confequently all things ought to 
have been equal between them : and he that had the 
Iea(f or weakeft (hare, was not only interefted, but 
hnd a real right to-demand fuch an augmentation as 
G 2 flioukl 
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fliould rcftore a perfe£t equilibrium between them, i 
cannot thcrejfore Tee that Zoiimus has the lea(t fort of 
fcafon to accufc Conftanrine of injuftice wid perfidy 
on this occafion ; unlefs there was fome prior agrce- 
nient between tfiem, which that autlior does not 
explain. 

Licinius was far from relifhiog Conftantine's de- 
mand. The bare mention of diminifhing his domi- 
luons affi'oiited him highly : and as he was brave and 
experienced in the art of war, he was not at ail alarmed 
at the neceflity of having recourfe to aims. 

Such was, undoubtedly, the true caufe of the war 
which broke out between Conftantine and Licinius 
the very year after the death of Maximin. It is added, 
that Licinius favoured a confpiracy carried on in 
Italy againft his cotlegue. If fo, Conftantine is Itiit 
farther juftified. 
Atn. Vthf. The two emperors, each at the head of his army, 
*f.Ammm. jjjgj j^gj^ Cibalis in Pannonia. This city lay between 
the Drave and the Save, not far from Sirraium. This 
pofition Ihews that Licinius had let his antagonill gee 
the flart of him, and bring the war into his country. 
He had a vigilant enemy in Conftantine, whofe afti- 
vity was fuch, that whilft he-undertook and conducted 
in perfon a difficult and dangerous war, he direded 
the holding of a council at Aries, for the affairs of 
the Donaufts. But this laft tranfa&ion does not be- 
long io my plan, to which I therefore confine myfelf. 
'i he two armies foon engaged, and the battle was 
fharp and obftinate. It laftcd from morning till 
night : when at length Conftantine*s right wing, getting 
the better of it's opponents, led the way to acompleat 
viftory. Licinius, conquered, and finding no re- 
fource, fled to Sirmium, and from thence, after 
breaking down the bridge which was in that city 
over tlie Save, to Andrinopic, there to raife new ibrccs 
in order to ftop the progrefs of his enemy- 

Conftantine, mafter of the field of battle ^nd of the 
camp of the vanquilhcd, went to Sirmium, repaired 

the 
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the bridge which Lic^lnius had broken, and imme' ' 
diately marched in purfuit of him. He croflcd the 
Upper Mcefia and Aurelian's Dacia, being received Am. rthf. ■ 
every where as conqueror, and arrived atPhilippopolis 
in Thrace, where he was met by an ambaffador from 
Licinius, with propofals for an amicable agreement. 
But he himfelf had rendered this imprafticable, by a 
new and extraordinary ftep, the motive of which it 
not eafr to be^ gucfled, and which could not but in- 
cenfe Conftantinc to the higheft degree. Licinius, 
after the battle of Cibalis, created a Cxfar, and his 24. 
choice fell upon Valcns, a man otherwifc little known, ^''"^ 
of whom Conll&ntine fpeaks with the utmoil contempt /w^/. 
in an anfwcr which Peter Patricius has preferved, and ^ 
who was probably deftitute of recommendation, or at ' "^' 
leaft had none by his birth. The degrading of this 
rival was a preliminary on which Conftantine infifted 
before he would hften co any terms j and on Licinius's 
refiifing to agree to it, a fecond battle was fought near 
a place calledMardia, between Philippopolis and An- 
• drinople. 

Neither of the parties could claim the victory, nor z^. 
could either of them be faid to be vanquifhed, in this 
engagement : but their nearly equal loffes facilitated 
an accommodation. 

Conftantinc, however, gave the law. Valens was Tmiy of 
depofed, and even killed by order of Licinius, who V,"^^^ cjn- 
had raifed him in hopes of promoting his own inte- ftiatiiM to. 
reft, and who facrificed him without the leaft diffi- J^ni^l 
culty the moment he found him hurtful to his views. ™ofideribiy. 
A much more fenfible mortification to him, was his ^'■'^■*^"'' 
being obliged to relinquifh great part of what he 
poflefled in Europe. By the treaty that was now con- 
cluded, he refervcd to himfelf, on this fide of the fea, 
only Thrace, the Lower Moefia, and the leflcr Scy- 
thia towards the mouth of the Danube, and aban- 
doned all the reft to Conftantine, who by this means 
gained by the war a confiderable increafe of power, 
great part of lllyricum, Macedonia, and Greece. 

G 3 This 
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Thit pacf* . This peace, though concluded .upon very unequal 
hAi tiehi terms, -had not the fiite of moli: forced peaces, Vhich 
generally are only a Ihort interval fpent in preparationg 
^r a new war. It lafted eight whole years, and con- 
iequently gave the lioman empire time to recover, in 
ibme degree, fiom the continual fliocks and convul- 
jions it had liifFered ever Hnce the death of Conflantius 
Chlorus. The two emperors were fufficiently power- 
ful to refpca and fear each other, and they fccmed to 
live in pcrfedl harmony for a confiderable time. Three 
TiZfaB, ■. years after the peace of Andrinople, that is to fay, in 
tf^jriAt. the year of Chrift 3 1 7, they, mutually agreed to r^fe 
their fons to the dignity of Csefars. Conllantine had 
two ; Crifpus, born of his firft wife M inervina, and who 
was then entering on the age of puberty ; and Con- 
ftantine, the cldcft of his children by Faufta, and who 
fcems to have been born in the preceding year, 316. 
. Licinius had by Conflantia a fon, who, at the time 

we are fpeaking of, was but twenty months old. Thefe 
three young princes, the two iafl: of which were but 
infants in the cradle, were created Casfars, and ap- 
pointed confuls for the three following years : and the 
better to fignalizc the union of the two imperial fami- 
lies, Licinius took the confulfliip with Crifpus Cxfar, 
and Conftantinc with the fon of Licinius. 
Liciniut jn the year 321 the feeds of difeord began again to 

Kech'r grow Ijffitween the two emperors. This I judge from 
'''d"''if'd the alteration in Licinius'sconduft with rdpea to the 
buiVfiM." ' Chriftians. .Till then, he had proteded them ; but 
«Mtd. in that year he drove them.from his palace. A proof 
"E^y.cirtM. that he no longer councd or valued the friendfliipof 
%^ T' Conftancine, whofe zeal for his religion, and atfedlion 
—56, fcf*/. for thofe that profeffed it, he well knew. But that 
ij I. very circumftance, indeed, was one of the motives 

which induced Licinius to iuiped the Chriftians. He 
imagined that all his fubjtifb of that perfiiafion were, 
in their hearts, attached to Conflantine, that their 
prayers were for him, and that they wilhed to fee him 
their matter. Yet he could not accufe them of the 

leaft 
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Icaft feditious behaviour. Hiftory docs not fay that 
any ope Chriftian conTpired againfl: Licimus, or re- 
fufed to obey him in matters purely temporal. But- 
he was determined to believe that tSiey hated him ; 
and in confcquence of that belief he hated them, and 
would have declared open war againfl: .them, had he 
not been with-held by his fear of Conftantinc, Thus-' 
divided between two jarring fcntiments, he took a middle' 
courfe, and, not daring to break the law by which he 
himtelf had agreed, jointly with his coUegue, to allow 
the Chriftians the free exercife of their religion, ' he 
refolved, without ordering a perfecution, to hara& and 
torment them in fuch a manner as jhould produce the 
fame effcft. 

With this view he publiflied a law, by which he 

Erohibited all intercourle among the bilhops, and for- 
ad their viliting one another, and efpecially their- 
holding aOemblies and councils to deliberate upon the 
common affairs of their churches. " This, fays Eu- . 
*' fcbius, was a well invented artifice to find a pre- 
** teace to periecute us. Of two things, one could 
*' not but he the dafe. Either we muft difobcy this 
*' law, and thereby render ourfclves liable to punilh- 
*' ment j or, by fubmitting to it, we muft have vio- 
" lated the laws of the church. For it is not poflibia 
*' that the weighty affairs of religion can be detcr- 
*' mined otherwife than by councils." 

At the fame time Licinius removed, as I faid be- 
fwe, from about his psrfon and palace, alt fuch as 
profefled Chriftianity. Old officers, probably eu- 
nuchs, or freed-men, whofe long fer\'ices had merited 
important polls, were not only driven away with ig- 
nominy, but ftripped of their eftaies, which the prince 
confifcatcd to his own profit, and given as flaves to 
mafters of his chufing, who made them fuffer all 
the hardihips of the meaneft.fervitude. 

To authorife the infamous calumnies that were 

publilhed againft the Chriftians, this emperor, though 

in fa<£t abandoned to the m6It Ihocking debaucheries, 
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and guilty of innumerable adulteries, pretended at> 
extraordinary zeal for purity of manners, and under- 
took to reform what wanted no rctbrination. By a 
fecond law, he forbad the Chriftian women toaffem- 
ble in the fame churches as the men, or to go to the 
fame places of inftruAion -, infifting that the biftiops, 
inftcad of explaining themfelves the dodlrine and mif- 
teries of their religion, fhould appoint women to cate- 
chifc the women. ■ This regulation was manifeftlj^ im-' 
prafticable, and tended to deprive one half M the 
world of the moft neceffary of all 'knowledge. THs 
law was therefore not more refpcfted than the former: 
upon which Licinius, in the fame fpirit, made a third, 
ordering, for the convenience of the public, faid he, 
that the Chriftians ftiould hold their afrembUes» not 
t witiiin the cities or inclofed places, but in the fields 
and in open air. 

The non-obfervance of thefe ordinances furnifhed 
Licinius with the pretence he wanted, to throw off 
the made, and vent his fury upon the Chriftians. He 
began with tliofe that were employed in the garrifons 
of the cides, whom he commanded to facrifice to 
idols, on pain of being caftiicred. He afterwards 
attacked the bifhops, not by a general and open per- 
fecution -, but, without appearing in it himfelf, bj[ 
fiirring up againll the moft illuftrious of them the go- 
vernors of provinces, who, upon accufations as falfe 
as they were atrocious, ufed them cruelly, imprifoned 
them, and often put them to death, with the addi- 
tional di^race of having their bodies cut in pieces and 
thrown into the fea. The ftiepherds being thus dc- 
ftroyed. the flocks difperfed, and forefts, caves, and 
defarts became again, as in Dioclefian's perfecution, 
the afylum of the faints. It was chiefly in Pontus 
that thefe cruelries were exercifed : and at the fame 
time that the biJhops were killed, the churches were 
either (hut up, or demolifiied. To this time alfo be- 
longs the glorious viftory of the forty martyrs at Sfr- 
bafta in Armenia. ' 

It 
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Ic is proffcr to obferve that the Chriftians were not 
the only people who had rcafon to complain of Lici- 
nius's government. He was the curie of all his fub- 
jefts. Luft, r^ine, cruelty, and every vice cen-* 
tered in him. Thence arofe endlcfs afts of oppref- 
fion, dreadful violences committed againft the beft 
and moft rcfpeftable of women, and horrid condem- 
nations and profcriptions of the firft men of the ftate : 
nay, fo for did this barbarous prince forget all fenti- 
rnents (rf" humanity, as to punifh even thofe who pi- ' 
tied' the misfortunes of their fellow creatures ; ena£l< 
ing, by an exprefs law, fevere penalties againft fuch 
as Jhquld carry food to the prifoners, or procure them 
' any kind of relief. 
■ A prince of this difpofnion, who had refolved the 
ruin of Chriftianiry, was not likely to defift from hig 
purpofe. After having laboured at it for three years, 
be at length detefmined, towards the beginning of the 
year 323, to give it a final blow, by oraering a per- 
fecution like thole of Dioclefian, or even more fcvere, 
when war broke out anew between him and Con- 
ftaniine. 

It is difficult to fay which of the two was the ag-Tlwwir 

f-eflbr. The language and exprefTions of Eufebius ^mtioiK*. 
em to imply that ic was Conftantine, who, after co*ftioiiM° 
having repeatedly, but in vain, warned Licinius to JT*'^'"'"'* 
fprehis faithful fubjcfts, at laft refolved to vindicate a;(i. «"'.' 
Oie caufe of the pcrfecuted and opprefled fervants of 
God. According to another writer of that time, Li- jbm. r,hf. 
cinius firft broke the pretended friendlliip of which •f^'*"^ 
he had lb long affefted to wear the appearance. He 
found fault with Conftantine's having entered his ter- 
ritories, or at Icaft approached too near to them, with 
an army, in order to repel an invafion of the Goths; 
complaining of it as an infraftion of their treaties, and 
obftinately inlifting on having fatisfa<fl:ion for it. This 
would have been a poor realbn, if it had been the 
only one. Let us rather fay, that the two princes 
were bent upon war ; that the zeal of the one, the 

fears 
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fears of the other, and the policy of both, concpned 
to render the rupture inevitable ; and that it is of little 
confequence to know which of them began that which 
they both defired equally. 

We do not find that Licinius had been engaged in 
any war fince the treaty of Andrinople. Conltantine, 
during the fame interval, was chieHy bufied with pa-^ 
cific cares. In the year 315, he celebrated at Rome 
fealts for the tenth year of his reign ; on which occa- 
Bi^f. /.4S. fion Eufcbius attefts that this pious prince, leaving ta 
the people their prophane rejoicings, addreOed his 
devotion and thankfgivings to the only living and true 
God. He alfo made a great many laws, of which we 
may have occafion to Ipeak hereafter, . But his arras ■ 
had not remained quite idle, nor his troops without 
A'ni.PM^.exercife. In the year 320, Crifpus Cifar, his fon, 
^A ^f gained a vidory over the Franks. He himfelf, two 
years after, fought ievcral times, and always with 
advantage, in Pannonia and Mcefia, agMnft the Sar- 
matians, who had paiTed the Danube ; and after ob- 
liging them to quit the Roman territories, he followed 
them over that river, and defeated them in their own 
country. I have fpoken of his expedidon againft the 
Goths, which perhaps covered a greater defign. What- 
is certain, is that in the beginning of the year 323, 
all his preparations were made for the war againft 
Licinius. 

As he knew the greatnefs and importance of the 
naval forces of his adverfary, who had in his depart- 
ment Egypt and Fhcenicia, countries always fameus 
for their flouriOiing marine, he had taken care to be 
able to difpute the empire of the fea, by having a con- 
£derable 6eet ready to oppofe him. He collected 
what Ihips he had, and built fo many new ones, that 
lus fleet, when joined in the harbour of Piria, where 
it's general rendezvous was, amounted to two hundred 
fliipsofwar, and twothoufandtranfports. Hisland- 
forces, confiding of an hundred and twenty thoufand 
foot and ten thoufand horfe, aiTcmbled near Theflalo- 
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nica, where he bimfelf was. So numerous and weU- 
^ifcipliaed an army might eafily have fwelled the va- 
nity of a lefs religious prince. But Conftandne placed r-yu. n. 
his chief confidence in the trophy of the croft, which *' *' 
he ordered to be carried at their head } and defired alfo 
to be accompanied in this war by holy minifters and 
bifliops, whom he looked upon, fays Eu&bius, as the 
guardians of his Ibul. 

Licinius, on the contrary, redoubled his zeal for 
idolatry. He multiplied the number of facrifices, 
and confulted the priefts of his falfe gods, divinerst 
oracJes, and magicians. He made his quarrelaquarr 
leJ of religion : and having aOembled the principal 
officers of his troops, in a wood, he declared, by z 
Ipeech' which Eulebius has recorded, that he meant to 
avenge the tnfulted gods of the empire, and that the 
iflue of this war Ihould determine whether they, or the 
God of Conftantine, ought to be adored. He ihoughc Zif. 
he might the more fafely give this kind of challenge 
to Chriftianity, as his numbers were fuperior to thofe 
of his adverfary. His fleet amounted to four hun- 
dred and fifty fhips of war, and his land-army loan 
hundred and fifty ihoufand foot, and fourteen thou- 
£and horfe. He ftationed bU fleet at the mouth of the 
Hellefpont, and went himfelf to Andrinople at the 
head of his army. 

He there met, or Waited the coming of Con- Tht bwtie 
ftantine, who, always careful to make the enemy's "[t*^'^"'^ 
country the feat of war, advanced from Theffaionica Lielaim » 
thither, with his army. Licinius was encamped on '"^'V'"'^ 
an eminence which covered Andrinople, having the 
Hebra before him, and keeping himfelf upon the de- 
fenfive. Conftantine longed to attack him : but the 
river was an obftacle, and the two armies remained 
in fight of each other f»r fcvcral days, without cn~ 
gaging' This ina&ion was far from fuiting the fire 
and vivacity of Conitantine, who, to put an end t9 
it, refolved to furprize and deceive the enemy. 

He 
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He ordered wood to be cut, and cables to be pre- 
pared, as if he had intended to throw a bridge over the 
Hcbra : and whilft Licinius's men were employed in 
trying to hinder the progrefs of this work, he, with a 
fmall detachment went higher up the river, to a place 
where he knew it to be fordable, pafled over himfelf, 
and was foon after followed by his whole army. Li- 
cinius, thus unexpededly attacked, and unable to re- 
treat, was forced to Bght. 

His troops behaved but poorly. Difconcertcd with 
fhame and confufion at having fuffered themfclvcs to 
be thus furprized, their fpirits drooped : whilft thofc 
of Conftantine, highly elated, looked upon the fuccefs 
. with wliich they had paffcd the river as a pledge of 
victory. The event anfwered their hopes. Licinius's 
army was routed, and entirely defeated, his camp was 
forced and taken, and he hjmfelf Acd with all poflible 
fpeed to tiyzanrium, leaving thirty-four thouiand of 
his men dead upon the field of battle, and the reft 
difperfed in the neighbouring woods and mountains. 
Bij. n. lo. The next day, and the following, all thefe vanquilhed 
fugitives fubmitted to the conqueror, and were kindlj 
received. 
Licinigt'i Conftantine immediately purfued Licinius, blocked 
«"'!d« '^'"' "P ^y ^*"^ '" Byzantium, and at the lame time 
thcmauth fent orders to his fleet, which was commanded by Crif- 
HtlkfwBi P"^ Ca?far, and had removed from Pinea to the ports 
z>}\ er of Macedonia, to go in queft of that of the enemy, 
Aw. ymitj. ^jjjj ggjjj i(_ Crifpus accordingly fwled to the mouth 
oftheHellefpont, where Licinius's admiral, Abantus, 
then was. Both fides prepared for battle : and as the 
. fpace was narrow, Conftantine's commanders Judged 
tnat eighty of their bcft (hips would be as many as 
could engage without embarrafling the fight. Abantus, 
holding them in contempt, bore down upon them 
with two hundred (hips, thinking eafily to furround 
them. But the precipitation and dJlbrder which ge- 
nerally attend prcfumption, and the difiiculty of tack- 
ing about in a confined channel, turned againft Li- 
cinius's 
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citiius'S people the advantage they dioughc to reap 
from their fuperior force. Their fljips ran foul of 
one another, broke their oars, and were loon difaWed 
from refilling the enemy, who advanced in good 
order, undilhirbed in any of their operations. Several 
of Licinus's ^ipa, pcrifhed, fmking with the troops" 
on board them. The advantage was, however, not 
decifive on the other fide, when night came on and 
feparatqd the combatants, who retired, fome to Elaus, 
a haven of Cherfonefus, and others to- the port of 
Ajax, towards Afia. . 

The next day Abantus, hoping to have his revenge, 
fet fail with a north wind, in order to try another 
battle. Conftantine's admirals remained in the road 
of Elxus, perhaps becaufe they fore&w what was 
likely to happen. Towards noori, the wind turned ' 
^m north to fouth, and bleW a violent ftorm, which 
entirely deftroyed Licinius's fleet. An hundred and 
thirty fliips were wrecked, and five thoufand foldiers' 
drowned. Conftandne's fleet, whofe batde the winds 
had fought, Having then no longer any obftacle in it's 
way, failed round towards Byzandum, to block up 
Licinius by fea, as he was already befieged by land. 
. Conftantine had carried on the fiege with vigour. "< Hit* 
He had crtflsd feveral great works, and among the l7„H.fm't« 
reft a platform, or terras, as high as the walls of the<=hiind«i. 
city, with feveral wooden towers upon it, filled with"J,^Vft- 
archers and flingcrs, who annoyed the befieged in fuch eo"* ">"« 
manner, that none of them dared to appear upon thep"[,^^''^" 
walls which he was now preparing to batter. In this 
extreme danger Licinius, plainly feeing that he uiuft 
inevitably be undone if he ftaid till the enemy's fleet 
arrived, took the only ftep he could take, and fled to 
Chalcedon with his belt troops j not defparing of be- 
ing ftill able to raife in Afia a fufficient force to try 
his fortune again. He likewife thought to incrcafe 
bis ftrength by creating the grand matter • of his /'.fl--.'--^- 
houfhold, 

• Tbt tliU »f tint eJE-* itiat ww wAi/W ail mimjsn nla- 
jnagillcr officiorum. Mj oScia tit/* « tb* firviu of ibt' i<in(t. 
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houHiold, M. M«rtinianU9, Ciefar : and as foon as her 
" had affociated him to the fovcreign power, he fent 
him to Lampfacus, to prevent, or at ]ea& retard the 
paflage erf" the enemy. He hoped by this to ^in 
■ time to look about him, to recolleft himfelf, and to 
raife forces enough to enable him toAand another 
battle. Nor was he quite midaken in his plan: for 
we find that he was at the head of an hundred antt 
thirty thoofand men, when his adverfary crofifed the 
Slrcight. 

Conftantine had, however, not loft any time. The 
moment he knew of Licinius's retreat to Afia, he rc- 
folved to follow him. To that end he made all die 
nccdlkry pftparation3, aflcmbling his fleet, -on boanj 
trf which' he embarked his army ; and qBitting the 
Cege of Byzantium, which was no longer of the fame 
importance ro him, he landed at the Sacred Promon- 
tory, fituated at the entrance 6f the Euxine Sea, two" 
hundred ftadia, or twenty- four miles above Chalce- 
don. There he drew up his troops, antj offered battle 
to the enemy. 
x„f. JiT-it. Eufcbius tells us, that Licinius then propofcd terms 
C"A^^-*S' of accommodation ; and, which is ftill more difficult 
to believe, that Conftantine liftened to them. He 
docs not fay what the conditions of diis agreement 
were to have been : and it certainly isnot eafy to guefs 
what they could be between two princes, one of whom ' 
was in a fltuation to demand whatever he pleafcd, the , 
other not yet fo far reduced a? to be forced to give up 
every thing. The fame author adds, that Licinius 
had a treacherous intent, and that it was owing to 
him that the treaty broke off. I cannot help obierv- 
ing, that the whole of Eufebius's work upon the life

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of Conftantine is a panegyric, and that no fitiaH care 
and attention is requiped to diftinguifli in it what may 
be relied upon as truth, Aom thac which cannot. I 
fee, for example, no reaibn to doabt what he fays of 
Conftantine's reU^ous (Waftice of having a tent ereft- 
ed, ji^ without his camp, for a crols whieh was depo- 
fited there ; or of his retiring thither, and fpendfng a 
confiderable rime in prayer, before tke beginning or a 
baule. But can any one believe, upon the word of 
Euiebius, that thii prince, in whofe Me we fhall fbon 
find llatns of the Uackefl dye, was favoured by hea- 
ven during his a£b of devotion, even with prophetic 
revielationsi It is pity that a wriur, fo valuable in other 
refpedls, lias net joined to the many advant^es he 
had for wriibg a good hiftory, the cflential. merit- of 
ItriA fidelity. The truth is, that his writings are of a 
piece with his life. Ambition and flattery ruled tua 
adtions and alfo directed his pen. 
■ However it may have been with regard to the pre- Z'f 
tended negotiation between the two princes, certain it 
is that their quarrel was at Ia(l decided by arms. Li- 
cinius, finding that all Bithynia fided with Conftantine 
and acknowledged his laws, recalled Martlnianus from 
Lampfacus, and rather than perifh without drawing a 
fword, chofe to hazard a battle. The armies en- 
gaged near Chryfopolis, which was a fort of fuburbs Swraf. /,4. 
and the fca-arfenal of Chakedon ; and Licinius was 
totally defeated. Of a hundred and thirty thoufand z^/. 
men which he had, a hundred thoufand were killed or 
taken prifoners. The reft difperfed j and he himfelf 
fled to Nicomedia, deftitute of every relburce but th* 
very doubtful hope of moving his conqueror by fub- 
mifiion and prayers. 

He employed to that end the intereft and follicita- He obcu'o) 
tions of his wife, the fitter of Conftantine ; and only i,"f;n^';o"^ 
defired fafcty for his life, which was promiled him, on rhstri. 
condition that he fliould renounce all pretenfions to ""'"' ^ 
the empire, and put himfelf in the power of his 
brother- in-law, now his lord. The agreement was 
• 3 executed. 
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executed. ConfUncine advanced towards Niconjedia, 
and Licinius went out to meet him, diveftcd of every 
mark of the imperial dignity, calling him lord ancl 
mailer, and beeging| mercy and forgivencfs. Con- 
flanttne repeacecThis tormer promife, and fent him to 
Theflalonica. He fpared, with greater reafon, the 
life of the young Licinius ; but Itripped him of the 
title and honours of Caefar. As to the new Casfar, 
Martinianus, he put him to death : and this a£t of 
rigour, which may be loOKed upon as neceflary, was 
the only one he committed after his viftory. The 
reft of the vanquished were treated with clemency, as 
■is attcfted not only by Eufebius, but alio by Aurelius 
Viftor, who aOiires us, that the conqueror received 
graciouHy, and prote<fted all who had borne arms 
againft him, and even continued them in the p<^(Iion 
of their dignities and fortune. 

Conftantinc's generofity contributed greatly to gain 
him the hearts of all. Byzantium and Chalcedon 
opened their gates to him immediately after the battle 
of Chryfopolis, and all thepeopleof Afiaand theEaft 
foon acknowledged turn. 
HipiMneTtof It muft have been a great fatisfaftjon to the Romans 
w'o'^" to fee the civil wars at lall ended, and the whole em- 
ondn the pire happily re-united in peace under one monarch. 
Slm'of *"' I have already obferved, that from the death of 
conftMtine. Conftantius Chlonis to the fall of Maxentius, and 
i"^"Vfi/.' afterwards to that of Maximin, that is to fay, during 
ij.aexs. ftjll feven years, diforder, riot, and confufion, pre- 
vailed every where. The ftatc v^as deftroycd by 
forced partitions between princes eidier jealous of each 
other, or at open enmity ; die nccefiary intercourle 
between the feveral pans of the empire was cut off; 
travellers found no fafety either by land or by fea : 
continual wars, or preparations for war, the raifmg of 
troops, fabricating ol arms, equipping of fleets, cruet 
uxes, horrid vexations, battles, murders of princes 
followed by the ruin of their familirs and friends : 
diefe, and many others, were the dilbial calamities 
• which 
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which the empire fuflered in that unhappy dme. By 
the death of Maximin, there remained but two em- 
perors, Conllantine and Licintus, who fcemed to be 
united : and the people began to breathe. But neither 
the apparent harmony between thefe princes, nor the 
public tranquility, which was the fruit of it, was, or 
could be ca long duration. Either Open wars, or, 
which was almoft equally ^tal, perpetual heart-burn- 
ings and miftrufts, the necel&ry concomitants of an 
infidious peace, filled up the tax years during which 
they enjoyed the empire joindy i and nothing but ' 
the ruin of Licinius could at laft eftablifii a perfca 
calm. Conltanrine then, fole mafter of all the vaft 
extent of territories which acknowledged the laws of 
Rome, made the whole world taftc the fweets of a 
firm and Iblid peace. The people then forgot their paft 
fijfierings, and vied with each other wtiich Ihoula be . 
fcxeracsx to exprefs their gratitude towards a prince 
born to make them happy. The Chriftians in parti- itjittht 
cular had great caufe to rejoice in the complcat triumph zl^SJI^,'* 
of their holy religion, the exercife of which now took wkc^^niu ' 
place throughout ail the empire. Thofe of the weft ^^ 
nad enjoyed peace for fome years. But we have fecn 
with what rigour the Chriftians of the Eaft were lately 
treated by Licinius, and how he renewed againfl them 
the violences and cruelties of Dioclefian and of Decius. 
Conftantine did not content himfelf with barely putting 
sm end to the perfecurion. He was detirous, as much 
as in.,him lay, to repair the mifchief it had done: and 
to that end he publilhed an ediit which gave the 
faithful of the Eaft caufe to rejoice for their preceding 
humiliatioo. 

Thjs cdiift, which Eufebius has tranfmitted to us, e./.Ji^i. 
contains the moft favourable orders in behalf of the '^''^- "-JJ- 
con^bflors of the name of Chrift. The emperor be- 
gins with exprcfiing a profound veneration for their 
virtue. ** 1 know, fays he, that they whofe hopes 
•* are in heaven, and who have eftabliftied thofe 
** hopes upon foHd foundations in the holy and eternal

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** city, want not the favour of men ; and that tbsf 
'* enjoy a glory by fo much greater, as they are 
*• rsufed above all terreftrial weakneffes and affedtions. 
*' But it is my duty, as well as intereft, to protect 
*' them ; and it would be (hameful in a prince, who 
*' profeffes himfelf the minifter and fervant of God, 
" not to beftow upon them all the honours and ad- 
" vantages that are in his power to grant, to make 
•' them fomc amends for their long and grievous 
*' fuiferings under die enemies of the true rcligiwi," 
Accordingly he revokes all condemnations pro- 
flounced againft the confeffi^rs, whether fentenced to 
banilhment, confined to iflaods, fent to work in the 
mines, or fubjc^ed to painful and fervile labour. He 
orders, that chofe who have been degraded from the 
military lervice on account of their profeffing Chri- 
itianity, ihall have it at their option either to be re- 
ftored to their former pofts, or to receive an honoura- 
We difiniflion, with a provilion for the rcraaipder of 
their lives. He returns them their forfeited ppffeffions, 
and reftores them to all the rights and privileges of 
which they had been unjuftly deprived. 

' As feveral had died by martyrdom, or by various 
accidents of human life, Conflantine orders d\at their 
inheritances (hall defcend to their lawful heirs, or, in ^ 
default of heirs, to the churches of the places where 
, their eftates or other eflFeds are fituated. The pof- 
feflbrsof thefe eftates, howfoever they may have ac- 
quired them, ate commanded to give a juft and 
true account of them, and to quit their poUeflion, 
but without being obliged to repay pall arrears, 
which might fall too heavy upon many. The ex- 
chequer is not treated more fitvourably in this refpcft, 
than private perfons. Several lands, gardens, build- 
ings, and otiier things of value bad been tajcen &om 
the churches, and united to the imperial demefnes. 
The emperor's intention is, that all Be reftored, cfpe- 
ciallythe places coniccrated by the burial of the 
martyrs : and U' any one has purchtfed fcom the trea- 

fury. 
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fiiry, or received as a gift any poffeffionj of this kind, 
though he blames the grecdincfs of fuch parchafers, 
he nevcnhejefs promifes lo ufe them whn mildnds 
and equity. 

By theic means Chriftianity flotiriffied univcrfally, 
and the Chriftians were reftored to their former pof- . 
leflTions, whether the property of individuals, or that tS, 
of their commanity in general. Encouraged and af- 
fifted by the prince, they repaired their churches, atid 
built new ones, lai^er than the former, 0,1 account of 
the vaft numbers of profclytes that were made by the 
freedom dwy now enjoyed of cxcrcifing their religion : 
and comparing this peaceable and happy ftate with the 
CTranny under which they had lately groaned, they 
thought they never could fufficiently praife in the firft 
place God, riie awthor of their deliverance, and next the , 
man whom the divine irrercy had been plcaicd to make 
ufe of for that glorioas end. 

- I know not whether this great profperity dazzled 
Conftantine, 'and made him forget the moderation he 
had pratSifed till ther. But certain it is, that the 
laftre of his glory was loon after tarnilhcd by aftions 
which hiftoricaj fidelity obliges us to relace. 

When he conquered Licinius, hepromifed him that TbedMibof 
Ws life fhould be fafc : but the very next year, at far- ^f'^J,'^,''fJ^"_°' 
thdl:, he put him to death, by ordering him to be 
ftrangled. Zofimus and Eutropius accufc him ofz*/. 
perfidy in this affair, and St. Jerom, 'in his Chronicle, 
has not fcnipled to copy the words of this laft. So- 
crates fumidies us with a defence in favour of Con- s«'*/. /. 4. 
ftantine. He feys that Licinius, in his banithment, 
carried on intrigues with the Barbarians in order to 
recover the throne- The thing is in itfelf not impro- 
baUe ; and the authority of Socrates is fufficient to 
coxinterbalance that cf Zofimus and Eutropius. But 
one tigly circumftance ftill remains againft Conftantine, 
(For wc are ftating the evidence for and againft him) 
We may iafilyfuppofirthatConftantine was influenced 
by a cruel and fu4)idous policy^ when h% ordered the 
H 2 death 
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death of Lidnius, if we confidcr, diac after deftroying 
the father^ he killed the fon, who was hl^ own nephew, 
a young prince upon whom hiflory does not throw 
the leall fhadow of blame^ and who indeed is fully 
juftified by his tender age, being but eleven years old 
when he was put to death. The young Licinius pe> 
riflied in the year of Chrift 3x6, and thereby delivered 
the family of Conftantine from it's only lemaining 
rival. 

The &t3l cataftn^he of Licinius a an example 

which Ladandus would have added to his catalogue 

of the tragical deaths of the perfecutors of Chriftianity, 

if he hadl>roug^t his work fo low down. The dtf- 

afters of this unhappy prince did not end entirely 

even with his death ; for his memory was branded 

by a law of Conftantine, in which be is called an 

uiurper, and his edi£ts are annulled. 

K The conqueror migtit, doubdefs, have Ihewn more 

E^*cUdi^ gcoerofity towards an enemy who had been his brother- 

cri^ Cm- in-law arid his coU^ue. But he was an enemy, frran 

tl^^ll^. w^o"" he himfclf might have expeAed the fame treat- 

z*f. ' ment if it had been his fate to be conquered. Be it ib. 

FiUf^M. — jj (^j,^ however, not excufc, what is in itfelf ab- 

iui^. folutely inexcufable, the cruelties which Conftantine 

r,a,<Mtrpu. mcrcifcd upon his own family, in putting to death his 

eldeft fon and his wife, without tucing time, though 

the lives of perfons who ought to have oeen fo dear to 

him were at (lake, either to examine the accufations 

againft than, or to let the firfi tranlbort of his wrath 

lubfide. 

In the year of Chrift 326, Conftantine had four 
Ions : Crimus, by his firft wife Minervina ; Conftan- 
tine, Conliantius, and Conft^ns, by his fecond mar- 
ri^ with Faufta the daughter of Maximian Hercules. 
Or thefe four princes, the three cldcft were Czfars. 
Crifpus and Conftantine had been decorated with that 
title both at the fame time, intheyear of Chrift 317. 
Confiandus had received the fame honour in 333. 
Cooftans did not attain to it till long after. 

So 
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So numerous and fiourifhing a family ought to 
have been the happinefs and iupport of the prince 
who was it's head and father. But die difference of 
mothers, and the uncertainty of the fuccclTion to the 
throne, fo long expofed to be the prey of the Brft in- 
vader, filled the houfe of Conftantine mth miftrufts, 
jealoulies, and all the crimes that follow thofe fatal 
pafllons when hdghtened by expet^tions of vaft 
intereft. 
Crifpus was inferior to his brothers, in that his mother 
was not a woman of great birth : but in every other 
refpedt he was evidently their fuperior. He was fix- 
teen years older than the eldeft of Faufta's fons, and 
had given remarkable iiroofs of his valour, not only 
in the wars againft the Franks, but alfo in that which 
ruined Licinius, and re-united the whole empire Under 
die power of Conftantine. His charafter was amiable, 
and promifed great things t and his education had 
been direAcd with uncommon care by the famous 
LaiStantius, the greateft mailer of his age. Eufebius 
and the orator Nazarius praife him, and hiftory does£^.f.cer. 
not charge him with any one fault, at leaft ^at is 
proved. 

His merit was the very thing that ruined him. 
Faufta, whofe eldeft Ton was then but ten years old, 
looked upon Crifpus, not as a brother, but as a dan- 
gerous rival to her children : and in confequence of 
this (he refolved to ruin him with his father, by throw- 
ingupon him the moft odious fufpicions. She accufed 
him of having endeavoured to corrupt her, in order to 
open his #ay to the throne by inceib. Faufta might 
iall be young enough to give {bme fort of colour to 
this accufation, which Conftantine received with an un- 
pardonable credulity. He was then at Rome, to which 
city he had been carried by the defire of celebradng 
in his capital the twentieth year of his reign. He ba- 
niOied Ms unhappy fon to Pola in Iftria, and foon afters-. Mmt. 
caufcd him to be put to death there either by the (word,^ *^''- 
or by poifw. 

H 3 This 
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This firft a£t of cnieky brooght on a fccond. He- 
lena, the mother of Conftantine, was extremely 
afHidted at the violent and unjul^ death of her grand- 
fon. She inquired into the caufe of it, deteftcd 
Faufta's wickedncls, and informed the emperor of the 
truth of the affair. This dii'covery gave room to watch 
Faulla's conduift: and it was found, that whilft fhe 
affeiSed fuch bitteV zeal againft the pretended incelhious 
propofal of Crifpus, lbs was in faft guilty of adultery 
with the meaneU ol&cers of the palace. Conftantine, 
again unable to moderate liis rage, carried his ven- 
geance to the utmoft length. Faufta was, by his 
order, put into a hot-bath, and fuSTocated by the 
fteam. Such was the end ot this princels, the daugh- 
ter, wife, and filler of emperors, and the mother of 
three princes who attained to the empire. But the 
family from which fhe iprung was as much deBled 
wicb crimes as it was diflingujlhed by grandeurs ; 
and in the detrftablc intrigue by which fhe deferred 
death, we plainly fee the daughter of Maximian Her- 
cules, and the niter of Maxentius. 

So tragical a fcenc could not happen in the imperial 
family, without involving numbers in the fame ruin. 
Accordingly Etropius fays that it coH: the lives of fe- 
veral of Conftantine's friends : and a fcvere diflich was 
then handed about, taxing the prince with luxury and 
cruelty, to this efFeft. " * Why fhould we wilh for 
" the golden age of Saturn ? That which we live in is 
" of pearls i but fuch as Nero nfcd." We are fbrry to 
find in the life of the firft Chrittian emperor aflions lb 
contrary not only to the holinefs of Chrifttanity, but 
even to the laws of human virtue. Such is the imper- 
feAion of our nature, that religion does not refonn 
thofe who content themfelves with embracing only it's 
outward forms and practices, without taking it's fpirit. 
Conftantine's attachment to Chriftianity feems to have 
depended gready upon the temporal pro^rities widi

which 
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which God bad been pleafed to -favour him. Of this 
we have ftrong prooft in his fpeeches and letters rt- 
corded by Eukbius, where he often infills, and lays a 
great ftrefs upon, the vifible punifliment of thofe 
princes who had been perfecutors ; and where few 
traces can be found of the inward virtues which con- 
flitute the efllence of our holy religion. God forbid, 
bowever, that I fhould pretend to judge a prince to 
whofe piety every ChruUan' is indebted, and whole 
offences the facred waters of baptifm, which, as 
I obferved before, he received towards the end of 
his life, are fufficicntly efficacious to have walhed 
away. 

There is even room to think that Conftantine did 
penance for the moft inexcufabie of his crimes, the 
death of his fon. A modern Greek, but who quotes 
more ancient. authorities, fays that Conftantine, re-c»J«.orif. 
proaching himfclf with his injuftice towards an inno- ^' '■ 
cent fon, fafted, prayed, and wept; and made a pub- 
lic acknowledgment of his fault, by erefting to him 
a ftatue with this infcription : *' Such was my inno- 
" cent and unfortunate fon." I fee nothing in alt 
this but What may have been very true -, and the pu" 
itJfhmem: of Falifta proves beyond difpute, that the 
death of Criipus was a fubjeit of bitter grief to 
Conftantine. Eufebius's filence, the rcafon of which 
may eafily be gaefled, does not at all diiprove what 
Codinus fays : and as to the other cotemporary writers, 
either they are not exaft, or they have been too much 
curtailed. * 

The fabulous tale advanced by Zofimus, and re- ribie .a- 
ftited many ages ago by Sozomen, docs not dcferve ^^^^^'[„ 
our notice. That writer, wliofe envenomed pen isrtpnUoUi* 
always dipt in gall when he fpeaks of Conftantine ^"^^!^ 
and of Chriftianity, fays that this prince, confcious line-t ton- 
of the greatnefs of his crimes, applieti to the pagan 2^7'//. 
pricfts in order to matte attonement for them j ands«™. /. 5- 
that upon their declaring that they knew of no means 
ID their relig?tm by which it was poflibie for him to 
H 4 exi>iare 
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expiate fuch offences, he had recourfe to the Chri- 
ftians, who were more tradtabte ; and tbis* according 
to [hat hiftorian, was the origin of Conftantine's con- 
veriion to Chriftianity. Every part (rf this ftor^ is 
fajfe. Faganifm allowed of, aiid promifed expiacon 
for, the moft atrocious crimes, as thefiibulous hillory- 
of the heathens proves by many exvnples. But an 
abfoiute evidence of the falfity of Zofimus's calumnious 
invention, is that Conftantine was a Chriftian fourteen 
years before Crifpus was put to death. So grols i- 
blunder is worthy of a writer who confounds the 
Tanais with the Danube, and makes Maximian Her- 
cules die at Tarfus in Cilicia. 
ConfttDtine What may in fome fmall meafurc have contributed 
iXb^uuT *° nwke Zbfimus miilake the date of Conftantine'B 
«r Rome ij Chriftianity, is that this prince gave a remarkable 
MiKh'e proof of his zeal againft the praiSiccs of idolatry, 
Aewi for during his flay at Rome in the year 326. In a folema 
SSiI"o7?i' ^^^ which he then celebrated, perhaps on account of 
finifm. it's being the twentieth year of his reign, the troops 
^^' of the emperor's guard ftiould, according to an an- 

cient cuftom of the Pagans, have gone up to the Ca- 
pitol in great pomp, there to ofter facrifices to Ji4>iter. 
Conftantine not only abftuned from thole im^ttous 
fuperftitions, but openly ridiculed them, and, to u& 
Zofimus's own words, trampled them under his feet. 
This drew upon him the hatred <^ the foiate and 
people of Rome, who were tugotted to their old 
errors. They murmured againft the emperor, and. 
Ht tabu 1 loaded him with odious epithets. He was infonned. 
Km,^ of it, and thereupon took adiflike to Rome, to which 
«X-" fi° ^^ ^*^ "** attachment able to counterbalance his now 
i^Ke'dre-" j"ft diflatisfaftion and rcfentment. 
wfctre. Conftantine was bom at Naiflus in • Mcefia, and 

^nt the greateft part of his youth at the court of 
Dioclefian in the Eaft. It was in Britain that his 
father's army proclaimed him emperor : and almoft at 
die fame time Italy was invaded by Maxentius- He 

thcre- 
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diercfwe prcdnbly (aw Rome ibr the Brft time, when 
he enecrea it in tnumph ai conquoor of that tyrant. 
He then made Ibmc Ih^ there i but never fixed his 
refidenoe in that city : and from that ome* down to 
the twentieth year of his reign, we always find him, 
by the datts of his laws, and by other hillorical mo- . 
numentB, both in war and in peace, either at Milan, 
at Aries, or in lUyricum ; and if he did fomctimcs 
▼ific Rome, it was only for a moment, juft to fliew 
himfelf. He therein followed the example of his lafl: 
predecellbrs, who had looked upon their capital with 
an eye of indi^rence. It is therefore not to be 
wondeRd at, if the obfbnate attachment of the Romans 
to their idolatrous praAices weaned Conftantine entirely 
from a city which he was otherwife not fond of, and de- 
termined him R> fcek a relidenoe where he fhould no 
longer behold the Ihocking exercife of an impure 
worihrp : and as he had a tafte for magnificence, be 
purpt^ nothing lefs than building a ^cond Rome, 
equal to the firft in beauty and magnitude, or at leaft 
not much ^fimor to it. 

Whedtcr this defign was conriftent with found 
policy, is a point which I fhall not undertalce to de- 
Eennine. Tne Roman empire already contained in 
idelf the feeds of great divifions ; which furely could 
not be leflened by giving it two capitals. Another 
, inconvenience, then too diftant to be forefeen, but which 
afterwards proved to be of very great |conlcqucnce, con- 
cerns the ecclefuftical government. Thcbimopsof new 
Rome could not brook being fubjefted to thofe of the 
ancient city. Thence arofecontcih, quarrels, and rup- 
tures, which, though patched up for a time, ended at lalt 
in a dqilorablc fchilm between the Greek and the Latin 
churclMS. uth^ 

This was a misfortune which ConAantine n^'^fj^j^fj^ 
thou^t of. Full of his idea, which he believed iw%fcn 



would even be of fervice tt> Chriftianity, he began to ^- ^ 
build in the plain between ancient Ilium and the fea, stJm.n. 
on the very fpot where the Greeks had fixed their 3-^ ™^ 

camp yj.'xv'. 
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oatilp vihtn tbey bcfieged Tfojr. We are not told 
what were his reaf<Hts for chufir^ this pJace. Bdides 
the beauty of the cHmBte, and the adrsntages of the 
fituadon, one may, pcrhapG not unrcafonably» be 
allowed to conjecture, that looking upon the country 
of -the Trojans as the cradle of the Roman nation, ho 
intended to execute a plan formed long before by Julius 
Czfar, and which Augoftus it likewiie tbought * to 
have adopted- A more pcrfon^ motire might alio 
weigh with Conftantine. He drew bis paternal ori- 
fan from Dardania in Europe, where his grandfiuher 
Eutropius had held the firit rank, and wheie be 
bimiclf was bom. Now the Dardanians of Eunipe 
may pals for a colony of tbole of Phryata t and, as 
we obKrved before, fome fabricators of genealogirs 
endeavoured to derive the pedigree of Claudius II, 
the firft author of the rife of uio reigning iamily, 
from the ancient Dardanus. Upon thu foppofition, 
Conftandne, by building near Ilium, rafed a AKmu- 
ment which re- united the ori^n oF his family and that 
of Rome, and revived the ancient claims of kindred 
between the emperor and the nation. Whoever oon- 
fiders bow much the generality of princes and great 
men are fufceptible of luch chimzras as thele.wtll, per- 
haps, not think my conjcAure altc^ethcr imprcAiable. 
This plan, however, was not carried into execution. 
The foundations were laid, the walls railed, and fotne 
of the gates of the intended city already ijuilt, when 
C<mftantine left the work imperreft, Byzanthim jtiftly 
Cti. Ttni. appearing to him a more prc^r place. He fays, in 
J^- ^- one of the laws of the Code, that he zQcd on this oc- 
■ ' '■ cafion by the order of God. But this vague exprcf- 
iion, fu&eptible of feveral meanings, cannot induce 
us to believe, upon the faith of Sozomen, that God , 
warned him in a dream to prefer Byzantium. The 
Greeks, pofterior to the founding of Conftantinople, 
were paflionately fond of magmfying and extolling

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the fplendor (rf' that city, and endeavoured to en- 
hance it's glory, by making it the objeft of mira- 
cles. In diis rpiht Philoftorgus tells us, that whilft PtiUfl. m. 
Cooftantinc bhnfelf was marking out tlie bounda- ^• 
lies of the city, fome of thofe who attended hinn 
thinking he took in, too great a fpace, alked him 
lA^c compaTs be intended to indole ; and that Con- 
ftantinc anfwercd, " as much as fliall be direftod by 
** himtfaatgoesbcftiremc:" as if an angel bad guided 
him in that operation. But laying afide all l^tries^ 
tbe fituadon <^ Byzantium, the finell perhaps of any 
in the world, both for convenience and for plcafure, 
was a very fufficient motive to determine Conftantine; 
This city, as every one knows, occupies the en- 
trance of the channel through which the Euxine Sea 
empties itfelf into the Propontis. Confcquendy it 
Aandi near three feas, and is equally well fituatcd to re- 
ceive tbe produfts of Afia and thofe of Europe. Its 
harbour, the circuit of which, according to Procopius, Pm. jej^ 
is forty ftadia, or five chpufand paces, opens to the '• !• 
eaft, and is lb well fheltered frum all other winds, 
that (hips ride there in perfeft eaTe and fafety, except 
when a ftorm comes from that quarter, ProcofMus, 
however, does not riike even that exception : but 
launching out into a kind of enthufialni, which rather 
dnninHhes the weight of his teftimony, he aflerts that 
the bafon which torms the harbour is always ferene 
and calm. The boifterous waves, fays he, refpeft 
their barrier at the entrance of the port, and, as if 
awed by the prcfcncc of the city, go no farther. Even 
if the foL runs high beyond the bar, and the angry 
winds exert their grcateft power, as toon as a Ibip, 
continues he, has entered the haven, it proceeds for- 
ward without being ftesred, and without the leaft 
.danger. The bafon is every where a fafe port : it is 
every where deep enough for any (hips, and they can 
lie fo clofe to the fkore, that while their ftems are 
afloat, their prows reft upon the land : as if the two 
elcmeiK* dilpnted the glory of fervii^ the queen of 
cidcs. But 
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Bat fettiiigalide the exaggerated embcllilhments with 
which this writer has decorated his defcription, the pott 
of Conftantinople, as formed by nature, is certunly a 
moft noUe one : and this great advantage is what 
chteAv gave rife to the ftory of the ancients concerning 
the rounders of Byzantium. Upon their confulring 
the oracle of Apollo> fays the fable, where they fhould 
fettle I they were told to build over againft a city of 
blind people : meaning the Chalcedonians, who were 
fo called, bccaufe being the BKt poOefTors of thole 
countries, and at liberty to chufe their place of habita* 
tion, they had pitched upon the worft. For there is 
no comparifon between the fituation of Chalccdon in 
Afia, and that of Byzantium in Europe. 

Byzantium was ^ways a confidenible dty, and is 

frequently mentioned in the Grecian and Romaa hi- 

ftones. We have fpoken of the ficge which it fuftaincd 

i^inft Severus, and Conllantine himfelf bcfieged it 

' in the war againft Licinius. It therdbre was a place 

of confequence, though not of the firft order: the 

afliftanoe of a great prince was ftill requtfite to enable 

it to enjoy all the advantages of it's happy fituation. 

Ttteiiniidi- Conftantine enlarged its circuit. Tne ancient By- 

^tii^ zantium occupied only the point of the promontory 

z<f.v ' next the channel, where the fultan's leraglio now 

^'**'* ''■'■ ftands. Confequently it flood entirely upon die 

Euzine Sea. Conflantine extended it's walls fifteen 

Itadia ferther, to the other fea, thereby inclofmg the 

whole neck of the ifthmus. This . fpace alfo was 

enlai^d by his fucceflbrs. Buildings wcie created 

even in the fea, mxin piles ~; and Conftantinople, in- 

creafing rapidly, foon became what it now is, one of 

the largeft cities in the world. 

At we iame time that Conftantine rufed his new 
, walls* be likewife built within them, erefting among 
other cdiSces a magnificent palace for himfelf, a fine 
fquare furrounded with porticos, a circus or hippodrome 
for chariot-races, fountains, and all other buildings 
neceilary either to adorn or be of fcrvice to a captal. 

He 
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Ne alfo built fine dwelliog-houfes in difierent parts of 
the dcy, and made prefencs of them to the lords of his 
court, to induce them to fettle there with their fa- 
milies. He uled every means to draw inhabitants to. 
his favourite city, Uviihing privileges, largefles, and 
daily diftribuoons of corn, oil, aod meat. Eighty 
thoufand bufhels ofcwn, brotu^t irom Alexandria, j;M«t.ir. 
were diftribuced every day: for C<Hiftantine employed JJl 
the Alexandrian Beet in vi&ualUng new Rome, leav- 
ing to old Rome only that of Africa. He hid the 
peopling of this infant city fo much at heart, that he 
not only bellowed prerogatives and favours on thofe 
who fetdcd in it i but even enacted, by a very rigoroui 
law, that neither the inhabitants of Alia, properly fo Od. vini. 
called, nor thofe of Pontus, fliould be awe to leave ^'^; '*■*•* 
any kind of lands to their heirs, if they had not a houle 
in Conftantinople. This fevere order remained in 
force an hundred years ; at the end of which it was re- . 
pealed by the younger Theodofius, the city then no 
longer wanting any ujch fupport. 

Among the buildings that were to adorn the new s*end 
city, Conftantine's [wety could not fuiftr him to forget ^^'. 
thofe which are devoted to the puipofes of religion, nopie u> i»- 
He converted the temples of the idols, of which he Jj^'^^"* 
found Icveral in old Byzantium, into churches of the 
true God: he enlarged die church of Peace *, or of 5i>«^./.i6. 
St. Irene, which fublifted before, but was fmall and 
homely} and he entirely rebuilt that of the Apoftles, 5«Mi.jr.]. 
with extraordinary magniBcence. He furrounded it £>/•». j, 
with porticos, under which he chofe his place- of fe- ^^ '*'■''■ 
pulture, in order, fays Eufcbius, to partake, even 54.'^/^' 
after his death, of the prayers that Ihould be addrefled **■ i'- *°- 
to the holy propagators of the gofpel, for whom he 
had always had a lingular veneration. He likewife 
railed Icveral other facrcd buildings. The middle of

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the deling of the fineft room in his p^ace was enriched 
with jewels fct in the form of a crofs, which he looked 
upon as his protedion and fafeguard : and the faW 
lign of oar redes^ion Ihonc in ieveral parts of the 
dty. In other places were ^buntaias embellilhed with 
repreientations of the good fhephcrd, of Daniel in the 
lions den,' and. of other fubjefts taken from holy writ. 
In ihort, Conftantinople became an entirely Chriftian 
city : and if all it's mhabitams did not immediatdy 
tenounce their okl fiqjeritidoas, every veftige of ido- 
latry was at leaft baniihed from it. No images 'of 
faife gods were worlbipped in the temples, no altars 
reeked with blood, no vi&ims were burnt with fire, 
nor were there any pagan feftivals. Conftantini^le 
was never defiled with thofe unhallowed rites, except 
during the fluHt dme that Julian reigned. 

The care which Conftantine thus took to purge his 
nor dty &om. every fymptom of idolatry, fmngtherM 
■what we have already obferved, after Zofinras, oxi- 
cerning the principal motive which made this religious 
prince take a dillike to Rome. 

He even made the vain and frivolous objedb of the 
fuperllitious veneration of (he Pagans ferve to adorn 
the triumph of Chriftianity. He removed to Con- 
ftamioople Ieveral of the ftaxaes of their falfe deities, 
of which be changed both the form and ufe. Zoft- 
mus, Uke a zealous Pi^au, laments a Cybele disfi- 
gured by ojder of the prince -, images of Caflar and 
Pollux taken from their temple, which was deftfoyed, 
and placed by way of ornament in the Hippodrome ; 
and the tripods of the Delphic oracle. EufeWus fpeaks 
of a Pythian Apollo, and an Apollo Sminthius, ex- 
pofed in Conftantinople, not to the worfliip, but to 
the ridicule of the people. Thefe were the things 
which made it be faid of Conftantine, chat he robbed 
all the cities of the empire to adorn his own : and it is 
pretty fingular that St. Jerom fhould have ufed this 
very expreflion in his Chronicle. 

Conftantine

honour. He gpttnted so the inhabitants of Conftanti.^fc-^""^ 
DWh the r^rne e^cempUons and invBunion as ■wenTrZ^.a^. 
Ciyoyed by fbQf? of Rome; uiftead of the laws by"*'*?- 
which Byzantium hftd been governed, as a Groqk city, 
he fubftituted the Roman civil law, and ordered that 
all affairs ftiould be judged by it : the general po- 
lice of the city, it's inagiftracies» aad tribonals, wera - 
Fcgulated after the fame manner as in Rome : and 
uSly, Conflojitinopk had a fenate, which it's founder 
inveited with the fame titles and honoun ai thn trf' 
Rook, but which, however, never aixained to the 
fame degree of fplendor. In later times, when tho 
pcirution of cbe Roman territoiies into an EafWn and 
a Wefterm empire was thcaoughly fettled, the cod^ 
fuUhip was alio divided between the two imperial 
cities : Rome furnilhed <kic confide and Conftantioo- 
pic the other. 

The railiDg of ConftantiDcmlc to the point of gran- Dediotion 
dcur which I have been focaking of in this Ihort de- '^. "^ *"^- 
^Hptioo, was the work of many years, and of feveral 
princes- But all diac could be done at the time of 
buildiog it, waa executed with great difpatch. The 
foundations of the wall which was to inclofe the city 
on the fide next the land, were not Taid till late, in the 
year 328, and thc'folemn dedication of the city waa 
performed on Monday the i ith of May, 330. Con- 
fiantine, like mofl: other princes, was willing to enjoy. 
But he could not force the laws of nature. His build- z./. /. it. 
ings, too haftily run up, wanted folidity : and the J^"' "'■ 
church of the Apoftles ftood in need of being repaired 
in lefs than twenty years after it .was finifhed. 

The ceremony of the dedication was both religious £»/*«>. 
and civil. Eufebius fays that Conftantinc, by the*^"^-*'* 
churches which he built in Conftantinople, at the fame 
'time that he honoured the memory of the martyrs, 
3 confecrated 
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confecrated his city to the God of martyre. This was 
folemnly accompliibed in the ftilival of it's dedication. 

'm,m. The public rejoicings came afterwards; when the 
prince gave games in the Circus, and diftributed pro- 
vifions to the people. The annivcrfary c^ this great 
day was ordered to be celebrated for ever» both in the 
church by a particular fervice, and in the city by 
chariot-races and a fuTpenfion of all proceedings at 
law. 

It was doubtlefs during the folemnity of the dedi- 
cation of the city, that Confhindne changed it's old 
name of Byzandum, and gave it his own, calling it 
the Gty ef Cenftantine, lL»nTa.i\m creAtr, from whence 
we have made Cenfitaitin^le. He likewife wifhed 
to have it called the New or Second Rome, and made 

■m.tti. to that end an exprefs law, which was engraved on a 
' pillar of fione etefted in one of the public Iquares, 
near his own equeflrian fbitue. 

Thus far I have traced the (teps by which Conftan- 
tine rofe* through his virtues and the protection <^ 
heaven, to the higheft pitch of human power. This 
prince was not only a warrior ; but he alfo po&efied 
every quality becoming his fubtime rank. He was 
a wife legilUtor : zealous for the prmK^tion of Chri- 
ftianity, and ardently deftrous to aboliih idolatry. In 
thefe laft lights I Iball now endeavour to defcribe him.

" any one, fays he, of what rank or condition fo-L'"^'"'*' 
" ever, is confident that he can prove plainly and 
" mantfeftly any injuftice done to him by thofe who 
" cicrcife authority in my name, whether they bo 
*' judges, counts, miniftcrs, or officers of my palace, 
" let him apply to me pcrfwially : I will hear him 
*' myfcif, I will take cognizance of his caufe ; and 
** if I find his allegations true, I will avenge myfelf 
" on the man who Ihall have deceived me by a falls 
" appearance of integrity ; and, on the contrary, in- 
*' critic the wealth and honours of him, who {hall 
" have difcovercd and proved the crime. So may 
*' the fupreme Being ever favour and protect me, and 
** keep the republic fafe and flourilhing." 

Such was the prince's intention, attefted even by 
oath, in regard to the firft officers of the ftate, who 
were accountable to none but him. As to the in- 
ferior miniftcrs of juftice, who were crfrcn guilty of. 
^tntUy great mifdemeanors, and that with lefs caution 
IX fear of Ihame, Confbuitine orders their fuperiors 
to check and ftop them ; and in cafe of negligence 
on the part of the magiftrate, he direAs the parries 
aggrieved to have recourfe to his fupreme authority. 
The words of the law are very remarkable, and 
threaten the utmoft rigour. " Let the officera be- W. tw.

" fined within the bounds of a moderate recompence.

•* complaints before the commander of the province, 
•* or the prsetorian prefeft, in order that we ourfelvcs, 
** being informed of the crime by on? or other of 
** them, may order death to be inflidbcd upon the 
•* offender." 
la rekiiM Thc adminillration of juftice requires care and vi- 
'j?''!*"^ plance. Conftantine knew it, and nothing is finer 
liUn. IfV.than the laws which hej)refcribed to the judges in rc- 
ji.ifg.t- card to the excrcife of^ their fiinftions. He requires 
them to be armed with unwearied patience ; to bear 
both fides with ftri£t attention i to give them time to 
CKplain themfclves ; and to inttrrogate them himfelf, 
in order to be more fully informed. But he does not 
thc lefs infill upon quick difoatch, which was by lb 
much the more neccffary then, as the Roman law 
limited an abfolutcly fixed time, within which ail in- 
ftruftions relative to any fuit were to be given in, and 
after which none were allowed to be produced, but 
judgment was given by fore clofiire. If this delay 
happened through the fault of thc party concerned, 
he could blame none but himfelf j but if it was 
Til. 6. i^f.owing to the judge, Confl:antinc orders the fufierer 
■• to be indemnified out of the poflefTions or eftate of 

that judge. 
Afninft the I havc mentioned leveral times, in the courie of 
hrftonlw-'Ji'S hiftory, efforts made to curb thc greedinefs of 
yen. the advocatcs, who, ftriftly, were not allowed to re- 
ceive any thing at. all from their clients. The exe- 
cution of this injundlion was difficult, and perhaps 
impiadi- 
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impracticable in its full rigour. Accordlingly, Con- 
ftantine did not pretend to revive it ; but he thunders th. 10. 
againlt the infamous bargains of thofe advocates, ^* '• 
who, examining not the right, but the wealth of thofc 
that wanted their alliltance, obliged their clients to 
make over to them by ftrong deeds the bell and feir- 
eft part of what they were worth, either in land, 
cattle, or (laves. The emperor declares fuch advo- 
cates as fliall make this odious traffic of their talents, 
unworthy to be admitted into the company of honeft 
men, and he excludes chem from the bar. 

We fee by thefe regulations how attentive Con- For Ae 
ftantine was co maintain the order of juftice, and thc^^^^^ 
obfervance of the laws. He rcfpefted this double *« of jur- 
objeft to lb great a degree, as not to fuffcr that cvcnjj^^,'' 
the rcfcripts of the princes ihould be able to invade 
it. This he declares fblemnly in two conditutions; lh.i. tu. 
by one of which be cwders that thefe refcripts, in** '^^ '• 
whatever manner obtained, fliall have no force when 
they are contrary to the laws ■, becaufe the judges 
ought rather to conform to the public and general 
laws : by the other, he forbids the admitting of tii »*. 
refcripts in things already judged, and orders that^'* ^' 
the perfon who has obtained them fiiall not be fo 
miKn as he^rd. 

To render aSairs as Ample as pollible, and obviate apTdA *u 
chicanery, Conftantinc began toloofen the irkfome fet-'^'^^. 
tcrs of the old forms of law, which were all fo very "ty ^^'p'fi- 
ftria, that a miftake of a fingle fyllable rendered an """' 
aft invalid. This prince exempted teftators from that £"/. * «». 
extreme rigour, by ordering that the laft wills of ^s^' '*'' 
dying perlons Ihould be executed, even though ex- 
preffcd in the ordinary terms of common language. 
His fucceflbrs entered into his fpjrit j in confequence <y. 7-^™ 
of which, ftated forms were abplifiied by the au-jl/"' 
thority of Condantius, and ftill more exprefsly by 
the younger Theodofius. 

Rigid in puniihing all heuv:FUS crimes, Condanttne Scm Un 
renewed the old punUhment of paracides, which had ^S,Ji^'nr'«f 
been abolifhcd by a law of Pompcy ; and in cafes of cn«i«. 
I 3 violent 
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violent invafion or forcible ufurpation of the po&flions 
of another, he infiftcd that the punifliment fhould 
neither be eluded nor deterred on account of the 
CJ.Thai. rank or quality of the offenders. He ordered by an 
bh. IX. 'i'-cxprefs law that the fenators, who ihould be guilty of 
'4'm!\'. ''fuch crimes in any of the provinces, ihould be tried 
Ui. I. . jind puniOied upon the fpot by the ordinary judges 
of the place, without any regard to the privil^e 
granted to their dignity, of being judgal only by 
3»e governor of Rome. 
Atunflde. His decrees againft defamatory libels are very ri- 
^"wj fc-gorous. Not fatisfied with declaring, that thofe works 
7}(.'j4. of darknefs Jhall not hurt the repuution of thole 
^' '"*• they attack, he orders them to be burnt, and their 
authors, if difcovered, to be forced by the magiftrates 
to prove what they have advanced, under pain of 
being treated as calumniators if they fail therein : 
and even if their proofs are fufScient, that does not 
exempt ihcm from the punifliment due to their ma- 
lignity and audacioufnefs. 
jtiiinftio- ^ have already ^ken of Conftamine's laws againft 
/"r? ■ ■ '"fon^^fs. Thcfe noxious wretches had two principal 
io.'fcr^»— points of view. Sometimes they accufed pcrfons ; at 
J- other times their informations turned upon eftates or 

effeifts belonging to the Exchequer, and unjuftly 
poflefled, as they pretended, by private perlbns. They 
coloured their vexations with the pretence of love of 
the public good, or zeal for the prince's intereftj 
whilu their real motive was the prolpe£t of gain, and 
hopes of an oftentimes bloody plunder. The enipc- 
ro^s detcftation of thefe odious robbers was equal to 
that in which every citizen held them. He calls thetfi 
execrable monfters, moniters to be abhorred as one 
of the g^ateft banes of human life ; and orders that, 
whenever they acfufe any one, and are not able to 
prove their allegations, the judge fhall comdeam 
them to have their tongue cut out, and afterwaitis 
to be put to death. As to the claiming of pofleOions 
alienated from the prince's dcmelbcs witbout a law- 
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.ful title, he ^reSts thofe affairs to be profecutcd by 
the folicitors of the treafury, who a'rc not only en- 
joined not to hear informers, but to punifh tlicni. 

By this lad article Conftancine's intemiun fecms to Atuaft »• 
have been, that the revenues of the trcafury fliould ^7*"' jw. 
neither be ncgledlcd by thofe who were appointed to i. ' 
talce care of them, nor be exa<5led with rigour and 
injuftice. In another place he threatens the folicitors 
of the trcafury with punilhment, if they do not per-, 
form their funiftions diligently : but at the fame time 
he charges them' flriiUy not to torment his fubjcds 
with groundlefe or unjuft fuits, and bids the injured 
parties complain to him, if that ihould happen, with Lit. vnL 
fijll confidence of having ample juftice done them. '^' "' 

To fecurc his people in the undjllurbed poflcfllon 
rf their property, was one of the chief objeds of bis 
care, to which he facrificed even, his own intereft. Ic 
was in this fpirit that, when he celebrated the tenth 
year of his accefTion to the throne, he publiihed a 
conftitution by which he confirmed the bond fide poT- 
feflbrs of lands formerly belonging to the imperial 
demefnes in the full and quiet enjoyment of what 
they held, whether by gift of the princes, or by any 
other title : and four years after, he forbid reviving LiS. x. 
iny, even lawful, claims and pretenfions of the tre^- '"" '" *** 
fury againft private perfons, u the time limited for * ' 
proiccuting thofe demands had elapfed \ and to aboHfh 
them entirely, he ordered all deeds and writings con- 
ceining them to be burnt. He thought it fo eflentially 
incuipbent on him to protei^ his fubje£b againft all ex- 
tortion, that he may be faid to have carried his feverity 
againft thofe who were guilty of it even too far. For if 
any one of his intendants was convi<5tedof that crime, 
be condemned him to be burpt alive, by an exprefs 
law, in which he aOigns a remarkable reafun for this 
-Jevfifity. " They • that belong to us, fays, he, are

5«n"ofr«'h corporal punilhmenis, which they inflicted upon thofe 
!ibTi"io "'^^ '^''^ "°' P*y regularly the taxes they were afleffed 
the Euhe. at. Conftantine condemns and forbids all fuch vio- 
tTi lences. " Prifons, fays he, arc made for criminals ; 
^. J, *' if any one obftinately refufes to contribute towards , 
*' the neceffities of the ftate, he may be put under 
" the guard of a ibldier : his efFefis Ihall anfwer for 
•* what he owes ; but his perfon (hall be exempted 
'* from all bad treatment : and we hope that this in- 
*■ diligence will induce our fubjefts to be fo much the 
** more ready to help us to bear the public burdens." 
This law dtftroys one of the calumnies advanced by 
Zofimus, who accufes Conftantine of having bfed 
the fevcreft and moft cruel means, not excepting 
even racks and tortures, to raife a tax famous in 
hillory under the name of Chryfargyrum : an impoft 
■which was levied every four years upon all traders. 
Zofimus has likewife followed his inclination to re- 
vile Conftantine, when he makes him the inventor of 
this tax, the antiquity of which may be traced beyond 
the reign of Alexander Severus. Conftantine was 
Lnifrij. more (Sfpofed to eafe his people, than to burden 
I^'JT' them- Great numbers of his laws breathe a foirit of 
indulgence, of which I ffiall add fome ferrficr ex- 
amples to thcrfe I have already given. 
Tb icKa By a regulation, which was tt) laft for ever, he at

He moderated the eSe& of conBfcation pronounced To Dilt%ne 
againft criminaJs.

V*. •" 
on them before the profecution commenced, not fub- ^■'" 
jefl to forfeiture. He extends the fame favour to 
their emancipated children : and if they have others, 
rtot emancipated, the emperor orders an account to 
be fcnt him of the number and pretenfions of thefc 
laft, in order, doubtlefs, to procure them fome mi- 
tigation of the misfortune intailed upon them by the 
offence of their fathers. 

Conftantine's humanity was li'-cewife manifefted byFwOie 
a law relating to prifcmers detuned in cuftody On ac- ^^ ^^ 
count of any crime laid to their charge. He orders tta^ J pi- 
their trial to be brought on with all due fpeed, be- ^^x. 
caufe death in a prilbn is too hard a fate for an inno- iii.yi^.t. 
cent man to fulfer, and too mild a one for a real 
criminal. He forbids Ihutting them up in dungeons, 
fo as to deprive them of the fight of the fun, or the 
enjoyment of light, before they are tried and con- 
demned ; as he alfo does loading them with bolts and 
chains either fo heavy, or fo clolcly faftcned, as to tor- 
ment them, or gail their flefh. A loofe chain is fufficient 
to fecure the pcrfon of the prifoncr, without putting 
him to much pain. Laftly, the fame law denounces 
punifhments againft jaylors whe treat their prifoners

Such was Conftantine's love of mitdncfs, that, aii pnib-

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Helena being to come to Rome, great preparations 
were made tor their reception: and to increafe the 
public joy, the emperor ordered all prifoncrs to be 
fct at liberty, except murderers, poifoners, and adul- 
terers. 
UwiiiubA He does not, as we fee, except from this aft of grace, 
2^ rf" even perfons charged with high trcafon. This kind of 
iii(hi»j(iB.accuiation, which nad occarioned fo much injufticeand 
'"■''^'''cruelty under former emperors, did not feem toCon- 
jlantine an objcd for which no rigour was too g^eaL 
His intention undoubtedly was, and ought to bc, 
that this crime (bould be punilhed when it was proved : 
but fuch were his conficfence and exalted fentiments, 
that he rendered the profecution of it difficult and 
dangerous to thofe that undertook it. As in this 
' c*fe the accufcd were put to the rack, of whatever 
rank or dignity they might be, Conflantinc, by a new 
Jaw, fubjcfts the accufers thcmfelvcs to the fame pu- 
nilhment, if they do not bring fufficient. proofs : and 
as to Haves and freed men offerbg. to impeach or 
turn evidence agjunft their matters or patrons, he or- 
ders them to be put to death wthout being heard. 
T« rtSris The condititm of debtors was very hard according 
li^hOi ',"* to the Roman laws, as the reader may have feen in 
Ion nf ton- fcvefal parts of the hiftory of the republic : and the 
■™^to a^p" rich who lent were not fatisfied even with the advan- 
dcbtor. tages granted them by law. They not only exaded 
"' monfljoufly ufurious interett, but had introduced a 
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&tii.in. fort of contraft, by which the borrower mortgaged 
ui. 1. if. I. jjjg whole or pari of his real eftate, as a fecurity for 
the money he received, with this rigorous claufe, 
that if he did not pay it within the mpulated time, 
the mor^aged eflate mould be become the property 
of the creditor. Conttantine cotreded this double 
abule, as far as the circumftances of tluogs permic- 
tcd. He undoubtedly thought it would oe m vain 
to attempt abfiikitely to fupfMvfs that degree of uiiiry 
which had always .been authorifed by the laws of ti« 
ftate : but he reduced it to the old ftandard, which 

fize4 
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fixed the intereft. of moitey lent at tndve per cent. 
In regard to the mortgaging of land for fecurity of 
the debt, he abolilbed entirely thole iniquitous coa- 
traifts, which tended to make a few moneyed men 
mattcR of every real eftwe : and ordered, thai not- 
withflanding ihe expiration of the fatal term, the 
debtor (bould always have a right of redemption up- 
on tendering payment of the mm he had received. 

This regulation, at the fame rime that it eafcd in- 
dividuals, was affo calculated for the welfare of the 
ftate, which cannot but be hurt by too unequal a 
diftribudon of the wealth of its citizens. The pub- 
lic good requires, that the lower clafs of men be not 
entirely ftripped- On them depend all the labours 
the moft neceflary to fociety : and they cannot per- 
fonti them, if tiny are rsduced to milery. In thiSTopr«Ma 
refpedt, none defcrved greater care than thofc whofe '"■"""^'j- 
occupation is to cultivate the earth. Accofdiogly 
Conftandne exprefles ia feveral of bis laws an ucKom- 
moo attention to prevent any interruption of their 
' work. He forbids feizing, even fcM- the imperial t,i. w. ii,. 
dues, either the oxen that draw the plough, or the ^'Ji/l '* 
flavcs that drive them. He likewife forbids thofc i.6f^.' 
■ who travd by public autliority, to take thofe oxen '*■ «• 
for the uie of their carriages j and he alfo exempts 
all hufbandmen from the talk of mending the h^h 
mads, and other liich like labours, during the times 
of lowing and naapwg, in which he enjoins every one 
CD refpe^ occupstioRs fo uTc^l fo mankind.

tention be neglefted or overlooked, he orders the 
public officer to remedy it, by putting nether in 
the fame habitation thofe whom the facrcd ties of na- 
ture have united. 
Uw to pK- A law of great importance, becaufe it relates to an 
V^^at '"'^'^'**'y Wocr concern, is that by which he fecurcs 
cbiidiVn, the lives of the children of the poor, and faves their 
wboTej*- parents the commiflion of a crime. It is known 
Il^"fc"tc. that the Roman laws gave fathers an abfolute power 
SVr*" °^ ''^'^ ^^^ death over their children : and this power 
J7. 17. 1, was often unmercifiilly exerdfed upon new bom in- 
fants, whole fathers were lb barbarous as to murder 
them, becaufe they were not able to maintain diem. 
Conftantine, to prevent thefe horrid cruelties, and at 
the fame rime preferve citizens to the ftate, orders 
the praetorian prefe^ as foon as a child is brought to 
him which the father cannot provide for, inftantly 
to lend his afliftance, becaufe the wants atttnding the 
firft moments afnr die birth of an infant admit of ao 
' delay; to fumilh it immediately with food and all 
other neceffaries : and to defray this expence, which 
charity and found policy recommend with equal ibrce, 
he renders not only the imperial trcafuryi but even 
his own particular revenues liable.

This prince, who relpcftcd and perfonally obfcrved uw, for 
the rules of chaftity, could not but fliew, in the laws^l^lj"* 
which he paflcd, his zeal for this virtue, nor do ownoeif . 
otherwife than exert his authority to prevent the con- 
trary abufes. We have aheady obferved, that in his 
a£t of grace granted in the year of Chriil 322. to all 
crimmals, he excepts adulterers, whom. In his law, 
be ranks with murderers and poifoners. 
' He increa&d the penalty before decreed againft<^.7i«°i. 
rapes; ordering the moft ri^pous puniihmcnts to^'*^'**'' 
be in&ifted not only on the ravifher, out alfo on the 
woman, if flie had given her confent : and even fup- 
pofuig that confent not to be fully proved, yet, judg- 
ing it extremely difficult for her to be abfolutefy in- 
nocent, he deprives her of her paternal and maternal 
inheritance. He extends his feverity oven to the con- 
fidants acquainted with the defign, to (laves aiding 
or aJBiting in the execution of it> and to the parents ' 
themfelves if negligent to fuc ^r juftice. Only he 
varies the punilhment according to the degree of 
guilt, and the quality of the perfons.

dius againft women who abandoned themfelves to 
flaves.

In alt thefe different laws, fo fult of wifdom, 
equity, and zeal for juftice and purity of manners, - 
it is eafy to perceive an imprefTion oif the fpiric of- 
Chriftianity, which Conftantine profeHed when he 
made them. Other laws of the fame prince relate- 
more immediately to religion-; and of thefe I Ihalt 
give the reader fome account^ after taking notice of 
thofe concerning the ibldiery, and men of letters. 
Uwicofc It is well known how much the alfe£Hon of 
tmiingthe the troops was ncceflary to the Roman emperors, 
'"'■ whofe power, entirely miliary, was fupported 
by arms, more than by the laws. It is remark- 
able, that in the great number of civil wars which 
Conftantine was forced either to oppofe or un- 
denake, no fcdttion, no revolt happened in his ar- 
mies, except that which his father-in-law Maximiaa 
Hercules fttrred up tn his abfence, and which waa

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pacified the mement he fc-appeared. He owed the 
tranquility he enjoyed in this refpeft, to his great 
quahties, which commanded the edeem and admi- 
ration of his ofHcers and Ibldiers, and to his beha- 
viour towards them, properly tempered with indul- 
gence and refolution. We (ee by ieveral laws of the 
Theodofian code, that he was extremely careful to m. 10. 
preferve, and even to enlarge the privileges of the '"*■ 
veterans, to fecure them fetrlements, and to grant 
them feveral favours and immunities, whether they 
applied to agriculture or commerce. But we do 
not find in any of them the leaft indication of that 
mean complaifancc or fervilc flattery praftifed by fome 
of his predecedbrs, who, aiter rendering thetnlelves 
odious to the people by a tyrannic^ government, put 
their whole truft in the foldiery. 

The fons of the veterans enjoyed the fameprivi- 
I^s as their fathers, provided they followed the 
fame profefiion. They often wanted to retain the pre- 
rogatives of their conditions, without being fu^ecled 
to the military duties. Conftantine, in feveral laws, w/. «. t. 
is careful to prevent an abu(e, which, by increafing* ♦' *• 
the number of privileged perfons, tended to oppreS 
the people. He orders that the fonj of veterans, who 
have attained their fixteenth year without entering in- 
to the army, Ihall be taxed like other men, and mare 
the pubhc burdens with their fellow citizens. 

This prince, in another law, takes from the offi- ni. 4. i. 
cers of the army an advantage which diey procured 
themfelves contrary to the Itandtng regulation, and 
which was burdenfome to the provinces. Inftead of 
receiving their fubfiftance in kind, they demanded 
it in money : from whence a double inconvenience 
' arofe. It was necefTary to lay a pecuniary tax upon 
the people : and the provifions being fpoilt by re- 
maining too long in ftore-houfes, what had been al- 
ready lurniflied was required a lecond time. Con- 
ftantine abfolutely forbids paying the officers their 
fubfiftance in money \ and orders what they leave in 

the 
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the magaeines, to be fold, and the produce to bo 

paid into the Exchequer. 

ra. i». «. ■ We may judge of the fcvcrity with which this 

prince maintained the military difcipline in his armies, 

by a law concerning the giving of furloughs to the 

foldiers that guarded the frontiers of the empire. 

This law fcntenccs to death the officer who ihall have 

granted the furlough, in cafe the Barbarians attempt 

any incurfion during the foIdicr*s abfence; and to 

perpetual banilhment, even if every thing remains 

perteftty quiet. 

He mikeoi Hc made feveral alterations in the army, which I 

^^"^°"" Ihall not undertake to particularize, bccaufe they are 

•*«of conne£ted with the hiftory of later times than my prc- 

P^" fcnl plaij extends to. But I cannot help taking notice 

of his tare to weaken tlie authority of the office of 

pnetorian prefed, which had been fo often fatal to 

the emperors. 

The pra?iorian prefcfts were, as I have often ob- 
fcrved upon other occafions, the fovereign's lieutenants 
in civil as welt as tnilitary affairs, and their being 
fo near the throne was a ftrortg temptation to them 
to Aep from the fecond rank to the firll, which at 
the fame time their office greatly facilitated the means 
of doing. Conftantine had recourfe to two expedients 
«^. /.a to lefTen the influence of thefc formidable officers. 
He increafed their number, and diniinilhed the ex- 
'tent of their power. 

Originally, there was but one prxtorian prcfe^ 
Afterwards, it became a cuftom frequcndy to create 
two, and we have feen Commodus appoint three. 
But this was a fmgularity, not followed. Conftandne 
increafed their number to four : and whereas anciently 
diefe officers, even when dicre were feveral of them, 
cxercifed the authority of their office in common 
throughout the whole empire, without any particular 
divifion or partition of their power, this prince af- 
figned them four different departments or diocefTes: 
Gaul, under which was comprifed Spain and Briuun ; 

Italy, 
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Italy, with Africa and the intermedfate itlands 1 II- 
lyricum, taken in its full extent, which we have ex- 
plained more than once ; and the Eaft, which com- . . " 
prehended Afia minor, Syria, and t'gypt. This ar- 
rangement was a novelty : ■ but in' cftabliftiing it Con-' 
ftantine had at leaft the advantage of being able to 
authorife what he did by the fant^ion of what others 
had done before. ' Under Dioclefian, the empire had 
been governed by four princes, each of wMch hadhis ■ 
prKtorian prefcft : arid we fee, even in the time o^Tni.T'. 
Valerian, a Cams prxfcft of lilyricum and Gaul, and''^"'-''' 
confequently attached to a particular department. 

Conftanrine difmembercd ftill farther an office 
which he juftly fufpcfted, by diverting it of all power 
over the troops, and leaving it only the general tare ' 
of the adminiftration of juftice and the finances. By' 
this change he entirely altered its 'nature. It was quite, 
military in its firft inftiiution, and he rendered it 
purely civil. -To fupply the want of thefe officers in" 
the command of the armies, he created' matters of 
the militia, who had no authority in civil affairs. By 
this means the plenitude of power centered in the' 
foverdgh only, and there were no longer any officers' 
who reprelented him compleatly. Zofimus blattics ■ ■ ■- 

this alteration frverely, as contrary to the welfare of. 
the fcrvice in the maintenance of difcipline and the 
<q)erations of war. But the examples of fo many re-, 
bcllions, fo many emperors dethroned, feem fuffi- 
ciently to juftify the precautions which Conftantine 
thought himfelf obliged to take. 

The fame writer reproaches him with havingrhefron-" * 
drawn the troops from the caftles that guarded the J|*^'^'^|^'fj''1- 
frontiers, in order to quarter them in the cities where ,.ei«i,.U' 
there was no occafion for them. If the fad was^''"""- 
averred, it would perhaps be difficult to find a good 
excufe for it. But Zofimus fhews fuch envenomed , 
hatred againft this prince, whom he cannot forgive 
the deftniftion of idolatry, that he. defcrvcs little' , 
credit when he fpeaks ill of him.

t*¥- Eulebius has prefcrvcd feveral monunients of the 
good fcnfe and learning of this prince, letters, ordi- 
nances, fpceches, all upon religious lubje&s, or mat- 
ters relative thereto. According to the teftimony of 
2r. jj, that writer, Cooftantine drew up his moll important 
edi^ and letters himlclf- He compoled his own ba- 
]■. rangues, which he wrote in I^in, the language he 
wa3 molt accuftomed to, and bis interprecers tranfla- 
tcd them into Greek. Knowing, hj Lis own expe- 
rience, what advantages a prince receives ^m the 
nam.a^. finer parts of knowledge, he took great care to incul- 
**• <5' cate them in the minds of his children. He gave them 
an education becoming their binh and the high rank 
to which they were oeftincd. He chofe them the 
moft excellent mafters of all kinds, and was himlelf 
their firft mafter. He inibruded them in chrifttan 
piety, in the fcieoce of government, and in all the 
military exercifes. He ta%ht diem early the plea- 
Kmur. fure of doing good, by employing their ccnder hands, 
^|mz.c>^. ^ ^^^^ ^ jj^y could write, to fign orders for fa- 
tuities and rewards. To this rich fund he was defirous 
to add the embellilhments of literature and eloquence. 
We know but two of the mafters to whom he in- 
trufted the inftrudion of their infancy, and their 
SnfA. names do honour to Conftantine's dirccmmenc I.,ac- 
^7"- - tanrius, the greateft genJus of his age, was preceptor 
i(, ■ "-^^ to Crilpus Cfelar; and ^milius Arboriua, a cele- 
brated profelTor of rhetoric at Touloule, was fent for 
to Conftantinople to mve leilbns to • one of the three 
princes, the fons of Faulla.

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From tfcis accounc of Conftanrfne's perional "1^1^"/^^ 
for the fcicnccs and* fine arts, we maf conclude how "bJ^ofrf- 
ready he was to ferour and proted them as a kg^- ^^'^^ 
tor. He laTiflied- immunities and prirDeges upon xiii. j. 
rfiyficians, grammarians, and profcuors of the other '-3- 
branches orlitcrature. By cKfrerenE laws he exempts 
them and their eftates from all public charge or office 
in' the cities they inhabit, but permits them to enjoy 
all titular honours. He excufes them from militarjr 
ferrice, aod from having Ibldicrs quartered upon 
tficm : and he extends all thefe exemptions to meir 
drives and children. He forbids vexing them by 
odioQS litigations ; and if any one commences an ini- 
quitous fuit ag^aft them, or abufes them in any 
manner whatever, Ke orders the unjuft aggrefibr to be 
condemned in a fine of an hundred thouland fefterces,- 
for which he makss the magiftiates themferves an- 
fwerable, if they negleft to levy it. Such is die pro- 
t^Kon which he rfiinfcs due to men of letters, * that 
they may be the better able to purfue their ftudics, 
and communicate their knowled^ tx) others. 

Archite6hirc is in itfelf an art well worthy of the 
efteem and bounty of a fovereign. But the building 
of feveral facred bafilics, and particularly the found- 
ing of Conftantinople, rendered architects fingularly 
valuable to Contfantixie. This, doubtlefs, was the jmr, 4. i.-' 
motive of one of his laws, by which he invites 
young men of genius' and learning to ftudy architec- 
ture, and the experienced in that art to teach it pub- 
lickly i granting- to the fbrmer an exemption from 
aH burdenfome offices, for^themfelves and their pa- 
rents, and afligning to the latter a fuitable faiary. 

It now remains that' we (peak of Conftantine's cm««^ 
chriftian piety, of which we have already given fomeU^^s,'. 
inftances, a^ opportunides for fo doing have offered. 
Byt the objeft is ftifficiently important to deferve a- 
feparate and fomewhat extenfive article.

I fliall obferve in the firft place, that he was not 
itaprefEffiM one of thofe who are afhamed of Chrift and his cro&. 
ofChtiftu- On the contrary, he gloried in them, and profcfied 
bS^'aw/. loudly the faith he had. in his hean. He daJared it 
uTMiP^y his words, his adions, and numbers of monu- 
Mf^^s^ ' mcnts. His effigy was carved at the entrance of his 
Ta^''(Lfl P*'^^» '^'^'^ ^^^ "'^^^ °^^'' ^ head, the infernal dra- 
Mrt.ti. 'gon, ftabbed through, under his feet: and in ge- 
neral, in whatever manner he was reprefented, whe- 
ther in ftatuary or painting, he dcfired it might always 
be in the attitude of one that prays, with his hands 
ftretched out, and his eyes raifed towards heaven. 
His medals, many of which ftill remain, confirm the 
tcftimony of hiftory in this refpeft. 
He ^liOin His refpeift for the crols of our Saviour made him 
A^.'^'. aboliih crucifixion, a death which the Greeks and 
ersmim. Romans had at all times inflicted "Pon criminals, 
particularly flaves. He would not fuffer the inftru- 
ment of our falvation to be dilhonoured - by an ufe, 
not only prophane, but capable of making men look 
upon ic with horror. He thought it indecent and ir- 
religious, that the crofs fhould be ufcd for the punilh- 
ment of the vileft offenders, whilft he himfelf erefted 
it as a trophy, and cftcemed it the nobleft ornament . 
of his diadem and military ftandards. The text of 
this law, fo worthy of the piety of the firft Chriftian 
emperor, has not been prefcrved. But the fa£t is aflertcd 
by a Pagan writer, and the practice of all the princes 
and nations who profefs Chriftianity, is agreeable to 
it. The fame religious fentiment induced Conftantine 
likewife to forbid breaking the legs of criminals, a 
puniftiment often annexed to that of the crofs, as. 
appears from the example of the two thieves cruci- 
fied with Chrift. 
Hefo«'» He thought it incumbent on him likewife, from a^ 
«.mii^t principle of religion, to enforce the • refpei£t due to

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the ray of divine beauty imprinted, on the face of 
man by the hand of the Creator. It was cuftomary 
to brand upon the forehead, with a red hot iron, 
thofe that were condemned either to the mines, or to 
be confined with the gladiators, in order that if they 
'attempted to run away, they might be known 
again by their indelible mark. Conftantine aboliih- 
cd this cuftom by a law which we have, and al- 
ledged for his fo doing the reafon I have afligned. 
But he doubtlefs added to it in his own mind another 
■ motive, lefs obvious to his fubjefls, moft of whom , 

were Pagans. He would not fuffer that part of the 
body to be fubjefted to ignominy, on which the 
Chriftians have always received the fcal of the 
crofs. 

I have already faid with what diftinfSion Conftan- 
tine Jhewed his veneration for the crofs, from the 
time of his feeing the fymbol of it in the Iky, and of 
his bein'" in confcquencc then^of converted to the 
Chriftiau faith. But when that facred pledge of the 
redemption of mankind was afterwards difcovercd in 
reahty, through the piety of the empcror*s nmther 
Helena, he difplayed all his magnificence to honour 
the myfteries of the humiliation of the Saviour. 

He had reiblved to raife a temple to Jefgs Chrift He WMt ■ 
upon mount Calvary j and Helena, to fee ;'d that™5^''j„h 
pious delign, went to Jcrufaiem, and undertook toortiibeho- 
difcover the place of the crucifixion, tlie crofs uponj^^^lJlli^" 
which Chrift fuiFered death, and the cave in vhich 'bromh tht 
he was buried. This fcarch was not eafy, becaufe^.^'^Hj,* 
Adrian, near two hundred years before, as I h*vc;|Mi*- 
clfewhere related, taking a picafure in hiding and pro- f„„„j, 
phaning the places confecrated by the laft myfteries 5*/*«'. 
of the Saviour, had buried under great heaps ofjj'i:^,. ' 
earth the fpot where the ci\c was, not far from that^«-^-'7> 
. of the crucifixion, and built upon this platform, which ,™* 
was paved with ftone, a temple to Venus, and raiied, 
over the fe^ui.-hrc, a ftatue to Jupiter. It was there- 
fore neceflary to pull down and remove all this ediSce, 
K 3 the 
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the fruit of impiety; to clear away thcina6,ofitencsoB 
which it reftea ; and then to dig very deep, to find the 
Isllfi'' ^°'"^^'' f<-irtace. After removing a vaft quantity of 
* ' ' earth, and all the rubbilh of the demoliOied buildings, 
the facred grot in which the body of our Lord had 
«ftcd, and from whence it had rifen triumphant, was 
at Jaft difcovercd ; and upon digging a httle deeper, 
three croffes were found. The church of Rome re- 
lates the miracles (for no event is more highly cele- 
brated by her votariesj by which God diftinguiflied 
the crofs of his fon from thofe of the two thieves 
TmBm. Ef. crucified with him *. The cure of a dying woman, 
**"' and the refurreftion of a dead body, «ffefted by the 
'touch of one of the three crofles, wWIe the iwo otbets 
were applied in vain, manifefted, fay the Romwiifts, 
that on which the falvation of marikind was ac- 
complilhed. The pious emprefs, add they, who bad 
prefided at the whole work, tranfportcd with joy 
when flic found herfelf in poQeflion of a trealure' 
which fhe preferred to all the riches of the empire, 
cut the facred crofs into two pieces, the largeft of 
which fhe inclofed in a flirine of Giver, and left with 
Macarius bifliop of Jerufalem, and lent the other CO 
her fon as a prefentof ineftimailc value. 

The holy fcpulchre being thus dilcoverod, Con- 
ftantine prepared to execute his refoiution, and to 
that end gave orders ibr building a bafiiic worthy, if 
poHible, of the fanftity of the places, and of his 
magnificence. He wrote to the great officers of the 
province, commanding them to colleft the moft pre- 
cious materials, and the bcft worltmen that could be 
had : after which he appointed, to fuperintend the 
whole, Macarius of Jerufalem, his letter to whcuji

The emperor begins with exprelTing to that bilhop 
his admiration of the (Economy of Providence, which 
had kept hidden and buried under ground, for near 
twq centuries, the factcd monuments of the fuffetings 
and rcfurreftion of the Saviour, and produced them 
at a time when die reign of the demon was drawing 
ttmards an end. ** My lirft and only wilh, continues 
*' he, has always been, that as the truth is daily 
•* manifcftcd more and more by new miracles, fo 
•* our fouls may bum with a new zeal for the divine 
** law, and cJEprcfi more and more real holinefs by a 
" perfeft purity of manners, and the concert of an 
•• unanhnous charity." He then explains his inten- 
tions concerning the temple he had refolved to build, 
and declares his defign of making it the moft mag- . 
nificent of any in the whole world j to which end he 
orders Macarim to chufe the fineft and moll pcrie<^ 
materials. 

The effeft anfwered his defire. A vafl: and noble 
bafilic was rufed, incrufted with marble, and (liining 
with gold. Its extent comprifed both the holy fe- 
pulchre, which was adorned and embellilhed with An- 
gular art, and the place of crucifixion. For this ^'to.. w/, 
rcafon we find it called by the feyeral names of the r"yn. 
Martyrdom, the church of Calvary, the' Anaftafia, or Sm<u,'B/K. 
churdi of the Refurreftion, and the church of the "' "*' *' 
Crofs. 

The building of fuch a temple was attended with chnrch«i 
an expence which could fuit none but the emperor. sSit hi- 
His mother was Ukewije defirous to Ihew her piety '"""Bwh. 
by monuments proportioned to her fituation, but not np™ the 
Ws religious. Sfte deftroyed at Bethlehem the temple i™""' <* 
of Adonis, by which Adrian had prophaned the ° '*^ 
place were Chrift was born, and railed inftead of it 
a church to the incarnate fon of God. She built ano- 
ther upon the mount of Olives, on the fpot where 
our Sariour ended his abode on earth by his glorious 
K 4 a^enfion. 
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afcenfion. In both thefe works fhe was alTifted by 
the liberalities of her fun ; but fhc had the firfl: ibaie 
in the defign and execution of them. . 

In thefe works Helena paid to Chrill the homage 
cii..;t» and of ari emprefs. But flie knew full well that thefe 
s>int'He'''^ pious iTiagnilicences, though perfeftly agreeable to 
irni. the fpirk of religion, are nevcrthelefs not its moft 

^"J—ll' cffential pare ; apd that good works towards the living 
s«r. sok temples of the God of mercy, are infinitely more 
fr/,^' "** pleafing in his fight, thaa any material temples ere6t- 
cd to his glory. She relievcti the poor, orphans, and 
widows, by repeated a6ts of" noble charity. She had 
a particular afiedion for the virgins conlecrated to 
God ; and it is faid, that having one day aflembled 
all thofe of Jerufalem, (he gave them* an entertain* 
ment, at which (Tie waited on them herfelf. She lovai 
fimplcity ; and in the common prayers of the faith- 
ful, fhe mixed with the other women, without taking 
any particular or difl-inguiflied place. She vifitcd the 
principal churches of the caft, and left wherever Ihe 
went proofs of her chriftian and religious liberality. 
She was able to indulge her pious charity in thdc 
refpetfts, becaule the emperor her fon, confiding in 
her prudence, gave her leave to draw upon the im- 
perial trcafury iov whatever funis Ihc plcal'ed. ' 
Htrdmh. She did not long furvive the journey to Jerulalem, 
T^v*. a:jt, which the ardour of her zeal made her undertake, 
T, fu. St. notwithftanding her weight of years : for Jhe was 
Hiii^. very old when fiie vifitcd the holy "places, fmce Ihc 
died Toon after at the age of eighty. 

Her life was conftantly happy, at lead after the 
elevation of her fon to the throne of the Casiars. 
Slie faw that only fon re-unite under hia power the 
whole extent of the Roman dominion, and three 
grandfons feemed to promife her, that the empire 
would bfc perpetuated in her pofterity. Add to Ais, 
"perfeft hcslth. and an unimpaired vigour of mind, 
-preferved even in her old age. So many prosperities 
were ,not to her, as they too often prove, a means 

of 
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ef leduAion, but> <m the contrary, an' tnexhauftible 
food of gratelul acknowledg^ems and piety towards 
God. She had beat long engaged in the fupcrflitions ~ 
of idolatry, and ic was by the cnnverfion of her fon . 
that Qod thought proper to bring her to Chriftumiiy. 
3he.eQ)braced it wtch!a fmcere heart and an enligbt- 
ened mind ; and full of merit before God and men, . 
ihe died in- the arms of her fon, who, in her laft 
moments, paid her, as he had always done before^ 
cvciy duty- of filial piety. His tendernefs and rdpe^ 
for lo.wfuthy a -mother, is one of the fineft parts of 
this prince's life. 

, Helena was eftimable for her wife and prudent 
.conduct. ThiS' appean from the authority Ihc al- 
ways pr^lerred over her fon; and IHll more parti- stc •«■ ■ 
cularly by the care fiie took to prevent the rife of rj^,^"^ 
Conftantine's brothers. They were three, Julius Con- princcb. 
fiandus, Dalmauus, and Annibalianus, and had 
over rfieir elder brother, as 1 have elfewhere obfcrvid; 
the advantage of nobility on the fide of their mother, 
who was the daughter-in-law of Maximian Hercules : 
bclides which, there was no example of fons of em- 
perors remaining in a private ftation. They. had ini 
deed no a£hial right to the empire, becauie it was 
elcflive : and the minority in which their father left " 
them- when be died, together with the inconvenience 
of dividing the tenittiries of Conftantius Chlorus; 
which fcarcely amounted to a fourth part of the 
Roman empire, were fufficient rcalbns for tranfmit- 
ting the whole of that emperor's inheritance to Con- 
iUntine altme, who was in a condition to defend tc 
,^;ainll the greedinefs and injuftice of Galerius. It 
docs not ^pear that Helena could have any fhare in 
this firft arrangement, as fhe was hardty at the court 
of Cooftantius Chlorus, who had divorced her. Bitt 
Ihe maintained it by her prudent precautions. Fearing 
left the young princes, dther of their own accord; 
or by. the advice of evil counfellors, might, attempt 
. , things

intse and the armies. After tlie death of Htjena, 
ConftanCtne raiiod hb brothers and tbcdr childrtn in 
dittiucy. He decorated two of them with the Con- 
{tifibL^ *. He rerivnl, in favour of Dahnatios, the 
title o( Cenfbr, which had been laid afide fince Va- 
lerian, and of which no fiuther mentioii is made af- 
ter D^madus. He aeand for Julius ConfctniiuB 
the dignity of Patridan, which was only a mere 
title of honour, but gave rank o( precedency before 
the pnetorian pKk€t, and immediatdy after the c<m- 
Ails. He innituted in ^vour «f the feme JuKw 
Conftantius and of Annibaltanus the title of mojl 
luiUt which authorifed thetn to wear a purj^ robe 
embroidered with gold. And laftly, his brother Dd- 
jnatius dying before him, and leaving two fons, Dal- 
madUG aod Annibaiianus, Conftantine gave thefe two 
nqihewB a Ihare in his inheritance. He made the elder 
of them Cadir, afligning him for his department 
Thrace, Macedonia, and Greece, then called Achaxaj 
imd named the odicr king of Pontus, Cappadocia, 
snd the Lcfier Armenia. The event fbewed mat He- 
icna's fevdicy was more advantageous even to thefe 
orinccs themfelves, than CoiUlantine's indulgence. 
By raifing them, he gave umbrage to his fons, who, 
wen DO iboner mailers of the empire hf the deadi

Hiftory does noc fay were Helena died, though k rmoui 
tells us where flie was buried. Conftantine fent her p**^ " *** 
)x)dy to Rome, to be depoficed in the tomb of ihp riam7Bi/i. 
tmpcrora. He expreffcd an ardent defire to pre&rv*: ^"'yjj ^ , 
her name, and cranfmtt it to future ages. He credcd c^. ^. 
the town of Drepanum in Bichynia, where £he fcems ♦!• 
<Co have been born, into a city, and changed its ol(l 
paoK into that of Helejiopolis, The church of Rome 
has ranked this pious princeis among the f^nts, and 
celebrates her fcfiiva] by an exprcu fcrvice. M. de 
TiUemont places her death under the year 328 ; and 
in 326', her journey to Jerufalem, aoa confequeatly 
the difcovery of the holy fepulchre, and of tKe crois 
oi our Saviour. 

Befides the bafilic of the refurre£l:ion at Jerulklem, a chiuck 
and the churches of his new city of Conftarudnople, ^^^l, 
the pious emperor built ievcral others, at Nicomedia, iiM*i ads- 
Andoch, and elfewhere. But that of Mambre de- *^^^ 
fenrcs a particular attention, on account of die Hngu- «>■ (V- 
laritj: of the circumftanceg attending it. The valley ^^T"!?* 
of Mambre is famous in cIk book of Gendls for A- Sn^-iL^. 
braham's long fojourning there, and for the appa- 
rition of the angels which foretold him a fbn. As 
the name, of Abraham was held in high veneradon 
throughout all the eaft, his having dwelt in this place 
great concourfe not only of Jews 
, but alfo of Gentiles : and thele laft, 
incur him, had prophaned it, by an 
:d to their falfc gods, and by idolau-ovs 
they offered pp there. CoiiflaDtiDc was 
bis diforder by his mother-in-law £u- 
dow of Maximian Hercules, who be- 
iftian, and travelling in Palefiine tMt

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of dcvodon for the holy, places, had been greatly of- 
fended by .what Ihe faw praflifcd at Mambre. Con- 
ftantine was not lefs difpleafed at the prophanation of 
fo refpciftable a place. He wrote about it to Macarius 
of Jtrufalem, and Eufebius of Carfarea, complaining 
to them of their indifference for an objeft fo inter- 
efting to religion, and ordering iheni to build a 
Chrivtian church at Mainbre ; which' was accordingly 
done. 
HianrpcA Conftantine's warnj and affeftionate zeal for the 
^'^/'"^'worffiipofGod, made him, by a natural confequence, 
honour thofe who were confecrated to that holy mi- 
niftry. He called the bifliops his brothers : he made 
EMfikL^a.thtm dine with him: inftead of defpifing the plain, 
and often poor, appearance which fome of them ftill 
made, that very circumftunce rendered them more 
refoeftable in his eyes : thofe among them who had 
fuffered torments in the late perfccutions, and who 
TiSm.l.ti. bore upon their bodies the glorious marks of the con- 
feflion of the name of Chrilt, were finguJarly objeifls ' 
of his veneration: he kified the fears of, their holy 
wounds, which he looked upon as fources of bicflings. 
Sttr.r. II. This is. related parricularly of St. Paphnucius, bilhop 
in Thebais, whofe right eye had been put out in 
Maximin's perfecution. 

Nothing could be more prudent nor more re- 

fpcftftil in behalf of the epifcopacy, than the ufe 

which this prince made of fevera] memorials prefental 

to him by biihops againft fome of their brethren. 

Skt. t. I. ■ At the opening of the council of Nice, certain pre- 

*■""• '■ lates, fccret abettors of the impiety of Arius, find- 

sJirf./. lining that their doftrine was going to be condemned 

by that holy aflcmbly, endeavoured to breed diftur- 

bances and confijfion in it by pcrfonal quarrels and 

accufations, of which they wanted the emperor to be 

judge. Conftaniine received their memorials, tied 

them aH up together, and threw them into the fire, 

without reading them : afur which, going into the 

council, he exhorted the fathers aHemblcd to peace 

and 
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apd concord ; declaring- that it belonged t<^ God, ^■ 
not to a mortal maa, to judge them ; and added, 
that the faults of bt(hops, if they did commit anv, 
ought not to be made public, left their example {hould 
be laid hold of by ignorant people, as a fanftion for 
them to iin : .that^r his part, if he was witnefs to 
any fcandal given ' by a bifhop, "he would cover it . 
with his cloke, to hide the knowledge of it, if pofli- ' 
ble, from all the world. 

, To thefe marks of deference and refpeft for reft' ^ pcouc- 
gion arid its minifters, Conftantine joined a real pro- jh^^"" 
teftion, of which the Chriflian chiirch had then but 
t6o much need, not only ag^ft foreign enemies, but 
alfo on* account of her own intcltine divjfions. Thefe 
ieuds did not indeed Ihake the ficadinefs of heir 
faith : but they eave her extreme lueafmefs. " It hf->f*.tiiji. 
'* truly deploraWe, fud the emperor, that they who f"'' '' s* 
•* .ought mutually to cherifli ana promote a brotherly, 
** love and charity, ihould make a fhamefiil and even 
** impious war upon each other, and by their fcan- 
** dalous animoOties lurnifh unbelievers with an op-. 
- ** portunity to laugh at, and infult them." This was 
his Fcfledtion upon the fchi&i of the Donadlls, to ' 
eitinguilh which he convened two councils, one at 
Rome in the year 312, the other, more numerous, . 
at Aries, in 314, at a time when the war againll Li- 
cimus feemed atone an objed fufficieijt to engrofs ail 
his attention. 

The herefy of Arius raffed ftill more violent ftorms, 
to zagt^ which Conftantine alTembled the council 
of Nice, where he afted in a manner perfeftly be- ■ . 
coming the fundions of what he fli led himfelf on that 
occafion, an Out-Bijbop. Thoroughly fatisfied that «"/■*«». 
it was his duty to render his power fubfervicnt Co the "^^ "'■ ♦■ 
glory of Him from whom he had received it, and ac 
the ikme lime keep within due bounds, he aflifted per- 
ibnally at the council, protected the liberty of ks dc- ; 
bates, law its decrees executed, and remained invi- 
olably attached to them all tus life. Happy ! h^d he 

been 
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been able to guard as well agMnft the Ratorics of the 
Arian bifhops, as agoinft th^ir errors. Mifled bj 
Ms cafinds of temper and opennefs of heart, he ftll 
into their foares; and, through a flrange inconfift' 
ency of conduA, gave his confidence to men, whofe 
defign was to de^oy the ^th which heprofcfled, 
and became the petfecutor of tbofe who held that 
very fetrh; 

I only point out thefc principal fafts, the confe- 
quences or which extend £ir beyond the limits. I have 
p[^TiboJ to nwfelf in this work: nor db I cxtraft 
from them' any thing more than jolt what is necel&ry, 
in order to give a proper idea of Conftantine's con- 
dud in r^ard to the affeirs of the church. 
Hibeipt He loaded the cfcrgy with privileges and' fa- 
JjJSSw* vours. He exempted them from all' dioCt civil offices, 
npM^ which, as I have obferved eliewhere, were ib bur- 
'^' dfenforocj and afllgned as his reafon for fo doing, 
** • That he would not have their attention be taken 
" off from the dlviire rights to which they were 
'*■ devoted." 
Suf.mji. Mis liberalitira to them were not only temporary, 
oj^nJi. ^^ *"^ ''■^'^ ^^ ^petual : for he gave them lands i 
xn. %. »! bcfides orHering that all the churche<f ftiould' receive 
^^/g_ yearly a certain 'quantity of com and other provifions, 
n-i /."».' which muft have been very great, fince even the 
third of it, to which it was reduced' when Theodortt 
wrote, is reprerented by that writer as a conCderable 
objeft. 
cw. 7i*«f, He pcrnrittcd and rendered vaTjd, by an e^qa-cft 
^^ '^4. law, teftamentary donations in fevour of the churches j 
upon all whoTe poffirffions he belbiwed an immunity, 
which has been feveral times attacked by his fucceflbrs. 
Ids zealous, perhaps, than him, or more (truck with 
the bad confequences it might be of to the ftate. 

Conftanrine, thinking he could never do fuflicrent 
honour to the epifcopacy, invefted tiic biihops even

manner mag^rates. la this fpirit he pubtiAied three 
. Iftvs, two of which yet remain, one addrefied to 
Piotogencs bilbop of Sardis, the odier to the great 
Ofius of Cofdum, io^iowering all bifhops t» atteft- 
aftd auctuffife the feeeing of Oaves, In their chiirdie^, 
. and in dsar prdence, without the affiftance of thr 
Cavil magiftrate i and ordaimng that the (kve ib frerd 
0iould be mtuled to his lull ami entire liberty, iriiich 
implkd the qtiatitf of ltan>ian> citizen, as efle^tu^r 
m if i^tnaaomtffion had been performed in the moft- 
' fihleixuL and ufuat maMier. 

He alfo conlHtuud the bifhops judges in all ftiitt 
at law, which the parties concerned Ihoiitd chilfc to- 
Jsy before them, radier dun bdbrethe fecnlar courts; tow- £»• - 
cedcting that thek dccifioiu fhould be fin^, without 
appeal, m the iamc manner as if they emoned from 
the emperoc himfel^ and commanding the mag^ftrates 
aod tbcir.efficers: to &e them duly enecuced. 

This is what Soznmeti Ays : andtJiisaione woafif- 
be a great deal, even if we were to feek na farther 
than hia accooss. But if we rKurtathecextof ite 
law it&lf, as^ it ftands at the end of the TheodoHan 
cQde,weihaU be aftonifbodtofee thacthehiftcHianhas 
not. faid all. This Ian permits either of the litigating c^i. txma 
parties to compel the other to fubmit the fuit to the^^ *^ 
bifiiop*s dtterrniaaaon, in whatever ftate the x^e- 
nuty be, even thoiu^ S^g to be heard before the 
or^ury oourt. k lijuwue orders, that a biOiop Ihall 
he bdimd in juftice upon his fiile teftimony, and 
forbids heariBg any wit^xrfs that may o^ to con- 
tradiA him : an. unhcaFd of, ^d unprecedented pri-- 
vilege. James Godfrey, ftruck with thefe and fome 
otbec difficukies, fufpcos' the authenticity of this lanr, 
and deems, it a feu^gery. M. de Tillemont believes 
and naatiitauu.it to be true. It is not my bufinefs to 
etutr into that, di^uffion. But if this law was ^en 
by Conftantine in the manner we hare it, he muft- 
indeed have had a moft ardent zeal, to which the 

event 
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crcnt has not anfwered, and of which it ha« been 
DccdTary to retlrain the effeds. 
Urn oriiin- Conftantinc exprefled his piety by other laws, which 
^'^^ are laudable in allrerpefts, and quite unexceptionable. 
sundiT- Such U that by which he ordered the celebration of 
w. >^v the Sunday throughout the whole empire, forbidding 
any public or private bufineis to be tranfaded on that 
day, any manual labour to be done, or the courts of 
juAice to Gc From this general [»-ohibition he ex- 
cepted only the ncceflkry work of the hu(bandman in 
M-thai. feed time andharvelt: and by another law, ' ena^d ^ 
* *■ foon after this, he added a new exception in ^vour 
of emancipations, manumifTions, and other fimilar 
a£ts of fpentaneoug benevolence. It is remarkable 
that, in both thefe laws, ConibtDtioe does not iife the 
term of the Lord's day, but that oS Sunday. This> 
laft denomination was authorifed by cuftom; and 
befide^, as thefe laws were directed to all without- 
diflindion, as. well Pagans as Chriftians, it was- 
neceOary to fpeak la, as to be underftood by all. 
i^^a- ■: He alio exerr^ed celibacy from the pen^des to' 
•mptiEB ee- 'which it- had been fubjeded by former princes, who 
th«*[Jn.i^ had confidered it only as an hindrance to the increafe 
u wii lab- of their fubjects, and, judging by the manners of 
^ouuw. their times, an encouragement to licentioulhcrs, ra- 
^iV'' ^^^^ ^''"" a means of praftifmg virtue. Conftantine 
t6.» s'l- knew the principles which a&uated thofe amonff the 
*^f-9- Chriftians who refrained from marriage j and Being 
himfelf aconftancloverandftridobfcrverof chaftity," 
he would not fuffer the heroifm of this virtue, perfeA 
continence, to deprive fuch as devoted themfelves to it, 
of the advantages which the law; granted to other dd- 
cu. rbtoJ. zens. He therefore enadcd, that the unmarried Ifaould 
ym. li. I. (jg relieved from the rigour of the old law, and be ■ 
callable of inheritiog whatever might be left them by 
will- At the farne -time he continued, or at lead: did 
not refcind, the privileges formerly gtanted to the 
fathers of feveral children. 

- ., The 
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The lalucary. inftru^ons of Chriftianity made him u« Uabn. 
iikewife fee the cruelty of thofc inhuman fports, d»e^"J3°^J^ 
combats of gladiatorsj which indeed had befbrcduwn. 
ihocked the wifcr part of the Pagans. '* • How 
*' fliamcful is ic, cries Seneca, that man, whofe hfe 
*' ought to be deemed facred, ftiould be murdered 
•• for the amufemeiit of his fellow creatures !" Mar- 
cus Aureiius had, in fome meaiiire, mitigated the , 
barbarity of thofe cruel pleafures. But it was re- 
fervedto the rehgion of the Saviour of mankind to a- 
bolifli diverfions fo contrary to humanity. Conftantine 
firft had the glory of prohibiting them, and of or-^ cw. tzm/. 
flering that fuch criminds as it was cuftomary to con- ■"'■ *■■ '• , - 
demn to be gladiators, fhould for the ftiture be - 
fenc to the mines. All his power was, bowerer, not 

feat enough to deftroy at once fo deep-rooted an evil. 
he combats of gladiators fubflfted eighty years after 
Jiim, till at length Honorius fuppreJIcd them en- 
tirely. 

Ctwttantiiie, though ^11 of zeal for whatever in- coaou. 
teiefted the holy religion which he profefled, IccptJ^^^Vw^ 
however certain meawres in regard to prejudices ofhe«rnn 
too old a ftanding to be eafily rooted out, and avoided J^["j„JJ, 
Qxnling by indifcretion, what it was neccflary toprtniimi 
conduft with care and mildnefs. I have already ob- ^_'*'''' 
ferved the name of Sunday retained in the law by 
which he ordered the celebration of the Lord's day. 
He ufed the fame caution in the two laws mentioned 
afterwards. The true motive of that which he enafted 
in favour of celibacy, was doubtlels his refpe£t for the 
virtue trf" continence. He honoured Angularly thofe who, e«/. ji^s. 
to ufe Eufebius's expreflion, had devoted themfelves^-"'-''' 
to the divine philofophy, that is to fay, thofc who 
embraced the folitary life, the firft engagement of 
which was the renouncing of marriage. He revered 
the virgins confccrated to God, as living temples of 
Him ror whom alone they referred all the fentiments

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(^ the heart. Of this, howmr, the Uw don not 
make any nwntioni and CoBftaocine feems to hare 
had no other viev in it, than to ttSdfj a prevailing 
ii^uftiee. The cafe ia the fame with nfpeA to the 
Uw tending to abolifh gladiatora. " Bloody fights, 
** faj(3 the empczOT, do boc fuit wich the happy tran- 
*< qi&hty of our umo." This is i good reafon to ffvt 
to aU : but all would not have been enable of ar<- 
tcriBK into thofe iriucb etBane from the genilcnefs of 
ChrimasiCy. 

Cooftantine catned tut pfudcnt icfcrve {till farther, 
contSDtiDg himSdf with prcicribrng bounds to ccrtua 
sim&a which he could not hope abfolutely to deftroy. 
cu. Timi. This we have riready feen wick rtfpcd to ufury. His 
la. ic. I. £2y^Q0 ,|Bg^ [}^ ^j;,^ iQ regard to divorces, whick 
have never been forbidden but by the law of Chriftb- 
aaity. To have attempted to fubjeft men, witfaoat 
any previotis preparadcn, to fo firvere an ordinaac^ 
which had alarmed even the apofflcs when their A- 
vine mafler propt^ed it, would 'have been an under- 
ling capable of Tcvolcing the minds of ^. But 
the UccntKMifads of divorces among the Romans ws 
become infuficrable for many agea pa£b. Seneca had 
long complained * that the women reckoned their 
years, not by the confuls, but by the number of their 
hulbands. This indecent multipltcatioo of hufbandt 
di&red little from debauchery : it difturbed the hap- 
pinefs of &ntlies, and clogged inheritances witJi a 
thoufbid difficuldea. The remedying of this erU 
could therefore sot fail to be approved. Cooftantiae 
did it, by diminijhing the nun^r of cafes in which 
a divM^e Ihould be allowed, and increaflng die pe- 
nalty againft unjuft and ncedleis leparations. By that 
means he prepared things for a more thorough reform 
m^c«, entirely regidatcd upon the ftrift precepts of 
the gofpel.

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Periiaps he carried his condeicention for the Pa^xns 
too fit, in not abolifhiog with regard to himfelt the 
uTe of the terms etrrait/, adorstioa, and (xbxn of 
the famq kind, which the pride of the idoluroin 
piinces, and the mean and impious Battery of their 
courtiers, had introduced. It cannot be doubted but 
that this prophane language difeteafod him, and he 
did not uSb it himfetf. But he luSered thofe whofe 
prgudices it fuited, to continue to addrefs him in 
their accufhimed ftile, inftead of Ihewing, as his 
pely £hould have indocxd him to do, aH^horror for 
all fuch expreflions, which he might thereby have 
pFofcribed. His fucce0brs wers ftill kfs icrnpukms 
upon this head. 

If Conftantine tolerated thefe pagan expreffioiu, He nndfr- 
ic certain^ wa& not through want of zeal agaaft **^,^ ^' 
idolatry. He gave it Tome mortal wounds ; he en- id'^tu 
deavoiifed to deftroy it i and if he left part of thcX'itST^ 
work to be finilhed by ihoTe who fhould come aft» uaUtrj. 
him, it was becaufe fo great a change ia the worid 
could not be brought abMt in a fliort time. 

He tried the gentle meafts of exhortation. "^^^L^jf- 
have an edtft of his, drawn up by himfclf, by wtuch 47-60.' 
he invites ail his fubjefts to renounce their old fupet- 
ftitions, and embrace the true faith, which God had 
manifefted in fo fignal a manner, by vifibly puntfh- 
ing the perfecutors of Chrillianity, and exalting tie 
prince who declared himfelf its protofbDr. However, 
he leaves them liberty of conlcience, and forlnds aH 
compulfion ; though he wilhes ardently that all may 
embrace the tme religion. " Let every on*, fays ho, 
'* follow what he thirds the truth, without preiend- 
*' ing to rule others. Let htm that is enlightened, 
** endeavour, if po0%le, to render himfelf ufeAil to 
*' his neighbour, by imparting to him the fame tight : 
" if he cannot fucceed therein, let him not, for that 
*• reafon, cTifturb the other's peace." This ediA 
ftems to havt been made fbon ajter tfie ruin of Lid- 
mus, and tho lodudHon ^f the wbe}» Anpire finder 
L 2 the 
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the obedience of Conftantine. This prince conftantly 
praftifed the maxim he prefcribed to others. He un- 
doubtedly protected the Chriftians agunft the violence 
which the Pagans, in places where they ftill were 
fttongeft, fomctimes threatened them with, in order 
to compel them to partake of thdr prophane cere- 
monies. But I do not find that he ever employed 
force, to make any Pagan embrace ChriiUanity. 
cu. Thfj. With regard to the exerdfe of the fuperftitions of 
v'xn!'io. idolatry, its facrifices, divinations, &c. Conftantine did 
t. ' not treat them with the fame indulgence as the per* 

Tons who were deluded by them. He b^;an with for- 
bidding any a& of this kind to be done in private : 
but without fuppreOlng the public worlhip. or any 
of the ceremonies that were performed openly in the 
temples. This appears from three laws, dated in the 
years jigand 321. , 

£«/. n. 44. He afterwards went farther, forbidding all tbofc 
to whom he intruded any part of his authority, ever 
to celebrate facrifices- The Chriftians were put in 
office, as much as he polTibly could : but as necelTity 
forced him to employ idolaters atfo, it was under the 
exprefs condition that they Hiould ^ftain from facri- 
ficing ; and this prohibition extended even to the 
praetorian prefeds. 

It cannot be doubted but that, encouraged by his 
firft fuccefs, and acquiring more and more authority 
in proportion to the duration of his reign and his in- 
creafe of profperity, he forbid in general the lacrifices 
4s- of the Pagans. The leftimony of Eufcbius, con- 
firmed by that of fcvcral others, is pofmve in this 
c^. Tbtmi. refpeft : and Conlbuis, the fan of Conftantine, who 
XFi. ,0. 1. f^y^ the fame thing in one of his laws, eftabliflies 
the certainty of this fa£l beyond difpute. On the 
other band, it is not lefs certain that the facrifices 
-and other ceremonies of idolatry fubfiftcd at Rome 
Lii^. dt rlong after this : and Libanius declaring what he had 
^'"■P'- feen, attefts, that the temples of the Pagans were 
- ftripped by Conftantine, but not Ihut up 1 that this 

prince 
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prince did not make any alteration in the pradice of 
the old religion of the ftate 1 and that, its magnifi- 
cence' excepted, the public worfliip was performed 
as ufua! inthc temples. 

This feeming ccmtradiftion may be reconciled. 
Conflantinc prohibited the facriBces of the Pagans : 
but he did not infill on the Arid: execution of his 
laws, which rather exp^ed his defire of what fbould 
be, than a firm refolution to be obeyed. He ftripped 
the temples of their ftatues, and hindered fetting up 
new tmes: he took away their riches", but let the 
buildings fublift ; and he tolerated the exercile of the 
cftablifbcd worlhip, becaufe the fear of troubles and 
pillar fcditionsdid not permit him to ftruggle j^ainft 
the obflinacy of thofe who were hardened in their 
bUndnds. Herefmned, hbwtver, fcnipuloufly, from £«/■-*«>. 
erery a& that might feem to authorife idolatry, and '^J'-'*'-**' 
ibrtud fetting up his images in any place confecrated 
to £dfe gods. He even delhoyed fome famous 
tampks: but they were chiefly thofe in which de- 
bauchery, joining impiety, animated his zeal with a 
double motive, and left the defenders of Paganifm 
not even a fliadow of excufe, if they Hill retained 
any fendment of honour ioid reafon. 

Such were the temples of Heliopolis and Aphacus peftrgftiwi 
in Phosnicia. The inhabitants of Heliopolis wor- '^^'^•'J^; 
dipped Venus, and' thnr^morals were worthy of thi i>«poii*, a- 
worfhip they paid to the goddefs of impudicity. Art 5^"*",''j^ 
abfolute community of all ■ their women and wives aiidi.

)ike them. In this account, pt;^nly exaggeraced* aad 
doubtlels charged with f^^ circumftaocesi it is eafy 
to dillinguifh a natural property of a water, like that 
oS the lake Afphaldtes, whofe Ipecific weig]u fuftain* 
things that would fink in common wat^r, Thefe utr- 
common circumftances, hci^ened and imbettifbe«l 
by the induftry of the priefts^ who nwde ^wr pro& 
of them, impofed upon the vulgar. Boc th«-6hriftiai», 
though titde acquainted then with natural philofophy* 
knew what to think of all that was alledgi^ in fup> 
fKH-t of idolatry and depravation of mt^ak. Con- 
ftaniine, without heeding Uwfc pieieaded numdcs* 
deftroyed endrely the temple and its worfhip.

We 
have c^^n notice of them, Ipe«King of' Apollonius 
of Tyana'j ftay there. Conftantine had therefore 
Kkfon CO look upon the temple of JEgas, accredited 
hj a thousand fabulous ftories, as one of the demon's 
molt dangerous fhares, and the frrmeft fuppoit of 
idtdatry in all the neighbouring countries. He pulfed 
it down, and laid it level with the ground, fo that not 
the Icati trace of it remained : and Efculapras, as 
Eufebius obTcrves pleafandy enough, was this time 
ftfuck widi.a thunder-bolt more ibmudable than that 
of Jupiter, which, though it io<dc away his lift, had 
not hindered him from pre&rving the rank and glory 
rf a demi-god. 

Theft dcmolirions of famous temples, and the re- Cte.t nom. 
moring of a great number of the moft revered idols, ^'^'„°!.id^ 
*ere extremrfy -fenriceaWe to the propagation ofr»>^. 
Chriftianfw, by undeceiving the people wira rerpeft *^*/^^57. 
to the falfc ideas rhey had formed to thenifelves of 
the power and nature of rfieir gods. They were afto- 
nifhed to find that thofe ftatues, fo fine in appearance, 
and in which they believed a divine virtue rcfided, con- 
tnned within nothing but bones of dead men, dried 
fltulfa, rags, hay, ftraw, and other filth. The before 
inaccefllble fanftuaries, from whence the oracles were 
drfivered, prefented to thofe who now went in and 
ftarthed them, neither god, nof genhis, nor any fu- 
ipenutthral tHng. By this means the worftippers of 
idrfs, cDnvinc«l b^ their own eyes of the impotcnnr 
«»d ftitiHty of all they had before feared and rcvercii, 
C^ld -no longer avoid condemning their fuperftitions,

Conftuicine, however, nude a brndi 
in the worlhip of Serapis, and gare the Akxandriaos 
a leflbt) flmilar to thofe which the people of the other 
provinces received by the ruin c^ their teIr^>le6• The 
jnoft horrid infamies were pra(5liled in the temple of 
Serais, tinder the name of rchgious ceremonies. 
Cenflantine aboUihed them. BeGdes this, the pillar, 
by which the height of the Nile was raeafured when 
its waters overflowed, was kept in that fame temple. 
He caofed this pillar to be- removed into the 
Chriftian church at Alexandria. All Egypt there- 
upon immediately concluded, that Serapis would a- 
vei^ himlelfi that the Nile would not overflowt 
and that the country would confcquendy be ftruck 
with barrenneis. The event ftiewed them that their 
fears were vain. In this very year, and in thofe that 
followed, the Nile role to the height neceflaty to ter- 
tilize the land; aod the Egyptians had thereby a 
proof, that the benefits they received from the over- 
flowing of their river were owing, not to Serapis, 
but to the providence of the living God.

of the true God. Maiuma, a fea-port of Gaz^. in 
Paleftine, Ihone with di^linguiQicd ardour in ^m 
happy change ; and Conftantini: rewarded it,, ^y 
making it a city, inftead of a poor town that it gwa 
btfore, and giving it the name of his fi%|-- Coo* 
ftantia. Eiifebius names alfo the city of. Cot^^aotiiM 
in Phoenicia, the inhabitants of which embraced 
Chriftianity with one accord, and with,a coafcnt » 
free as it was unanimous ^ andhe afTures us, thacibe 
fame thing happened to feveral other cities in all tt$ 
provinces. Rome, atucUed tQ her old masims^ and 
unwilling 
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mwiUtna to fbr&ke the gods ta which (be had aSaib' 
ed her mituoe and nandeur doiii^ fo many ages, 
was, of all the cities of the empire, ttut in which ido- 
latry flourifhed longeCt, and with the gfeateft ^lendor^ 

Conftancine's ardour for the propagadon ofChrifti*.Tiucwnti- 
aoiiy was not confined to the limits of his empire, ^^?^ 
ffieat as that was. The oadons which, widiotit being £^. r. f. 
Hibj^ to his laws, refpe£ted his power and grandeur, 
touched his Chriftian, and in ibmc meaiKirc Apofto-- 
bcal charity i and he took every (^jportunity to invite 
them to renounce their fuperflitions, and emtnace the 
leU^n of Chrilb Ue iad the fatisfaftion to fee hi» 
diffircs accomplilhed in regard to the Iberians, who 
dwek between the Eiudne and dw Cafpian fea«. The'^^'^c^ 
convtrfiod of this p»>ple, of which M. de TiUcmtnt'"*^' 
baa recorded the cdiiying hiftory, was not the fruit of 
the empertMi's zeaL God, to this end, made uie of 
the ftiiniftry of a (rapcive. But as the conrerted na-' 
tioaAoodin needof minifters of tbe:go^>el, to oom- 
[^at.die work happily b^un, Conftmine, to wiiotn 
the. king bf the country appJicd for fuch peHbns, re>

Hortniidas II. died in ^g« ftnd.the throDc fae- 
longed of right to this HornuTc^ his eldeft fbn, and 
OK to SttpOTy who was not then born. But the young 
panac hsui irntated the grandees of the empire bj a 
jbaqghtf carmge, a harfii behavkxe-, .and amociouB 
mcnaoes. They revenged themfclvcs On him ibr ic, 
lUMt m&cad of procUiming him kiog after the death 
of his ^tber, they leized his perfen, loaded tarn 
with chains, Aut hitn iqs in a caftie, and, tipcn a 
prediction c£ the iiiagi that the child of which the 
•queen was then pregnant wouki be a prince* they 
placed the crown upon the belly of the mother, and 
declared, that they acknowledged for dieir king the 
fon then within her. The promife of the magi 
chanced to be fulfilled, and Sapor was bom a km^z^. 
crowned. Hormifdas languiffred feveral years in fcfr 
ters, from which he was at laA: delivered by the in^ 
genious zeal of his wife, who fband nMans to convey 
a file to him in the belly of a Mi. At the lame 
tiaie Ate gave a grand eacertainnient to his guard, 
who, having plenty of the befi; of wines, got drunk, 
wBUl HornuJidas, Miag off hb chains, made his 
dcape, and Bed to his relation and friend the king oSzaur. 
Armcaia, from whente he repaired to Conflantine 
towards the year 323, and alwaj^s remained faitfafillly 
atuched xo htm and his ibos who ilicceedcd him. Sar 
PQT and his mioiften, looking upon his fiight as a 
ludLy tvent which freed them from a dangerous nval, 
never demanded hu uctum, but on the cootnary fcnt 
-Um hit wife with a retinue becomii^ her rank- As 
Cfariftianiiy was then greatly ^iread in Pcrfia, Hoi>- 
BiUidv nicht leam fomohing of it there, e&ecially 
in hia conSnenwot. What is certain, is that he lived 
A3 .« Clu«ftiaD> and a bold and relblute one, amoog 
'thr fioous. Joliao^ apoftacy did not (hake hu

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mme of Chrift. Conftantine loved and cherifiied a 
iMofelyte of diis importance : be loaded him with 
nonours and riches } and Conftaniius made excellenc 
ufe of him in the frar againft Sapor. 
CMUn- What I have faid is fuSicient to prove the ardour 
Sri^a *"** fir»cerity of Ccmftantine's zeal for the glory and 
nid^ bj fplendOT of the holy religion he had embraced. This 
r*^' would have been little, and he would have done fer- 
vice to others and not to himfelf, if he had confined 
his piety to ihefe publicity Ihining z&s of devotion, 
and not related his perfonal conduct by the maxims 
of the gofpel which triumphed through his means. 
oj^^'t Ei^'tbius attcfts that this prince, in the midft of the 
' infinite cares of fo great an empire, was a drift ob- 
ferver of the duties of religion. He had eftablilhed 
a kind of church in his palace, where ledurcs were 
read upon the holy fcriptures, and divine lervice was 
performed ; at which the emperor affiftcd with all his 
court, to whom he fet the example. Bcfides the pub- 
lic exercifes of piety, he fet apart ftated times of 
4^ ■every day to meditate alone before God upon the 
truths of falvation, to pray to him, and implore his 
n. 14. diviiie afliftancc. To prayer he added lafting, as well 
at times when the eiturch did not ordain it, as upon 
any particular emergencies or'dangers which incrtued 
his fervor. In his hours of retirement he compofed 
difcourfes upon religion, which he afterwards pn>- 
nounced by way of exhortations to thole about him. 
"'■ «9- Thefe difcourfes were fermons, in which he ftiewed the 
, absurdities of Polytheirm, and fet forth the ceconorhy 
of the real miftery of Chrift. He alfo treated of tht 
precepts of natural religion, providence, and dieim 
wards and punifhments of a niture life. He enrered 
into the details of morality, and fpoke ftrongly a- 
•^ttft the inordinate defire of accumulating richci, 
againft injuftice and rapine, vices too common in all 
coura. We may readily fuppofe that a prince, who 
took the troatue of pronouncing dlfoouiles of* his 
own compofing, could not hU co hare a numeroos 
audience.

audience. Crowds conftantly attended him, and fre- 
quently interrupted him by their commendations and 
applatite, which he rejeded, bidding them referTC 
their prdfes for the immortal king of heaven. But 
he woidd hare been glad if thofe who heard him, and 
whofe vices he fomeiimes painted in ftrong and lively 
colours, had. profited by his tnilniftiona, £> as to a- 
mend their lives : and of tlus he found but little. 
It is beyond compariTon eaTier to praife that which is 
good, than to pradife it. We have one of Craiftan- 
tine's difcourib, which Eufebius has placed at the 
end of that emperor's life, as a proof and example oi 
what he had uerein advanced. This difcourfe turns 
nearly upon the fubjeds we have mentioned, except 
diat it contains but Uttle morally. 

So pious a prince could not but feel his perpetual m* 
need of the aOifbnce of heaven, to obtain which 
he had great confidence in the prayers of the bifhops 
and faints. He wrote himfelf, ^nd made his children 
write upon this fubjeft to St. Antony, who, buried '«-. A 
in the defarts of Thebais, and feparated from [heXi». tt. 
commerce of mankind which he had fled ^m, nei- 
ther was, nor could be efUmable, but in the eyes of 
virtue. The holy folitary pcccived with great indif- 
ference tlus mark of his fovereign's r^ard, and 
doubted whether he Ihould anfwer it, till his difciplcs 
reprdented to him the danger of indiipoftng princes 
zealous for the honour ^ the Chriltian name. He 
then wrote an anfwer ; but his letter, inftead of com- 
pliments and pr^es, contained nothing but counfels. 
After congratulating them on their happinefs in ador- 
ing Chrift, he exhorted them to look upon the pre- 
fcnt as very little, and to dircft their attention chiefly 
to the judgment to come ; deeply imprinting in tlicir 
hearts this truth, that Chrift is the only one to whom 
power is given for ever in heaven and on earth. He 
then recommended to them mildnefs and goodnefe 
towards men, the care of juftice, and love of the 
poor. Conftantine .received with joy this plwn and 
Chriftian 
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Chriftian iBtter, which prcfcnbcd to faun what he had 
lo&g gloried ID praftUing. 
'^aJi ^V''"* ^"V (^ °^ intemipc ConfUndnc^s exerd&s 
B-'V-v ii. (^ pict;*, a kind of poitabfe chapel being alwajis 
g y-s* ' carriod with him in his caxiqiaigns, into which he re* 
jC t. ' filed 6mpxtHiy to pray wtdi the bilhops who ac> 
companied hitn. He cflatriilhed the lame cudom 
ttnmg die legions, each of which he ordered to 
kave its onxory, wick the nece&ry mmdxr of priefis 
and deacons. Tbefe chapels were for the ufe of the 
Chrittan fbUien. But even die Pagans in Conftan- 
ttne's nmnies bote die crols upon meir anns, as I 
obferved before, and were fubjefisd to the obfer- 
f«HX of the Sunday. Tliey were affembled in a 
plain, and there recited a prayer which the en^xror 
had dmrn w> for chem, aod nude them leam by 
heart. Mid which contained an invocation of the on-' 
hr true God, iiile arhater of events, fbde author of 
foccefi and victory. The unity of God and his pro> 
vidence are doctrines fo agreeable to reafoii, that it is 
not ncceJTary n be a Chriitian to profefi them : and 
diis firft ftep was capaUe of cooduAing ihofe who 
txxik it to a fiidler knowIcd&;e of the trrai, 

Conihumne's alms to alt torts of pcrfons in diftre&, 
were immenfe.

ConAas^ 
tine was gmerous by inclioation, fo mudi M to mtne 
being diecked, rather dua ^Mirred, in the exerctfe of 
fiberaiky. Of this- ire have, acwrdii^ to EufMrn^ E*f».jr 
an extraordinary proof in his manner q£ afting in^^^ 
idation to fuch law fuits u he himf^f jadeicd in per* ' ** 
Son. He indemniiied at his own expenee the patty he 
was obl^d Do condemn, by making Urn a prelent 
in money or land. Hi» reafon was* tbse he wovkl 
not have any one, who t^jpened befon him, depart 
diflatisBed. Thos feneiRient was, sndou&tedfy, the 
mfvlt of gieae goodncis of heart ; and laudable, 
if the perfon cal^ realty believed his ca.uk rait. But 
if only intcreft and ojbftinacy, as is too frequentfy 
ike cate, dihor firft Ibrred up, or a faiwaid g msin' 
tained the fait, die foveprign s liberalh^ then becune 
an incitement to cuptdtty. 

Bc^de» being magnificent in his gifts, be be fl pWed ttu tonrn- 
anothcr kind of fevour, of which princes are fome^j^^ "' 
times more fpuing thxi of any otjwr thing: he <■/■''' 4* 
forgave injuries. In a fedltion, which probably hap- 
pened aC Alexandria, the mutinous p<^>uhtce carried- 
their rage io hr^ as to in&It ^ ftaoies of the em- 
peror. Conftantine was ii^nned of this rio^ and to 
^CTavate the crime of the fe(£tiotM, txrfd that they ctdj^.s'ar. 
had not rel^efted even die face of thek- prince, which ^ ** '* • 
bore the marks of the Aones they had thrown at it. 
Conftantine fmiled, put his hand up to his ^d, 
fttoked it gently, and uifwered, " I do not fed any 
•• hurt." This m^animous reply certainly deferves 
the higheft commendation : and it was ^h great 
propriety that St. Flavian inftanced it to Theodoiius, 
when he implored his clemency in favour of the in- 
habitants oc Anttocb. Conftantine aded conflftenily 
with it. Ktying the phrenzy of thde who had been 
gnilty of riiis Sfn^pcA, he contented himfelf wkh 
taking iiK!irure»t« pitvent the like difoiders for the 
fiiture. 

It 
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It feems to have been a rule with him to look, 
' vpoa thefe tntnGtory commotions of an imprudenc 
multitude, who never confidcr the confequences of 
what they do> as things rather to be laughed at than 
iitm.Or. puniihed. The people of Rome, who, as I hare 
>«-/-3U- oblerved elfewhnv, did not like him, rofe ag^nft 
him with infolent cries : for fo the original author 
terms them. Conflantioe had then with him two of 
his brothers, whom he afked how they would advife 
hi^ to behave on that occaTion. One of them pro- 
pofed fending troops to chafHle the mutineers, and 
o£feitd himfeuu) command them : the other, on the 
contrary, thought it would be better to feem not «> 
know what deferved only contempt. Conftaotine 
pre&rred this latt opinion, and, if we believe Liba- 
nius, from whom we have the account, promoted in 
dignity .the giver of this mild counfel, whilfl: he left 
the other in his former ftation. Hiftory does not take 
the leall notice of this difference of behaviour in 
Conftantine with refpeft to his brothers : but the faft 
itielf is fufiicient to prove his forbearance of injuries, 
nbiterfon On the other hand he reje£^ with indignation all 
J^'^l^ immoderatt praife. After he had built the temple of 
£«/;iK.4S. theRefurremonat Jerufalem, a bifhop dared, I ufe 
Eufebius's expreffion, to tell him to his face, that be 
. looked upon him as happy, in that he pol^^flcd the 
fovereign power in this lire,- and would reign in the 
next with the fon of God, whofe myfteries he ho- 
noured with fuch magniikaice. *' Never, anfwercd 
ConAantine, feverely rebuking this flatterii^ bllhop,. 
** !P^ ^ "^^ again in this Itile : but rather pray. 
*' for me, that I may be found worthy, in this lire 
*' and the next, to be called the fcrvant of God." 
r.,^ He was not, as we fee, intoxicared with his gran- 
deur. That, he ufed frequently to fay, perhaps even 
before he profefled Chriftianity, was a gift of ftr- 
oHHcter. ' tune : adding, that the important and difficult part 
f././F. JO. ^gj how to behave like a good and wife prince, 
Ihefe lentiments were doubtlels flrengthened and 
pcrfefted 
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^rfe£ted in him with the help of the light of the 
ffofpel : and there is rnlbn to think he often me- 
atated upon the vanity and empdncfs of all human 
CEuoyments^ if we judge bythe lefTon he gave to one 
of his courtiers, who was always heaping up riches. 
'* How far, f^d he to him, will our greedy defires 
•* cany us ? Shall we never be able to keep them 
** witmn bounds !" Then tracing upon the ground, 
mth a lance he chanced to hare in his hand, me form 
and fize of a human body, and refumiog his dif- 
courle; " What think you? faid he. If you had 
*' amailed all the wealth of the univerfe, and was 
•* mafter of the whole earth, is it not true that you 
.** will foon occupy no more than the little fpace I 
*' have now marked out ; ivea fup^wfing that to be 
" allowed you ?" 

It would have been happy for Cbnftantine's fub- HtmtgMd 
jefts, if, inftead of thus barely rcmonftraring to ^'"j"** '• ■ 
greedy aod unjuft men, he had exened his autho- *"*' 
lity actually to ftop their iniquitous proceedings. 
We have feen what zeal he teftifies in fome of his 
laws againfl: the mal-pra<£tice$ of corrupt m^flrates, 
and how eameftly he exhorts the oppreflcd to lay 
their comfdaints before him. But that was alt he did. ju 
Naturally eafy and good natured, he knew not how 
to punifh thofe he intruded with the higheft oflices : 
the coofequence of which was, that uey being e- 
qually indulgent towards their fubaltems, as vicious 
as themfelves, the provinces were plundered under a 
prince who loved equity and the laws. 

Alt extremes are wrong. Even gentlenefs, fo eftl- 
mable in a fovcreign, fccomes a fource of misfor- 
tunes to the people, if it be carriol too far. Another ^ 
excellent quality in Confhintine proved a fnare for 
himfelf, and occafioned great evils. His ftrong at- 
tachment to his religion gave an opening to hypo- 
crites, who, putting on the appearance of CnriHianity, 
becaufe they knew that was the way to pleafe and 
make their court to ttie prince, gained his confidence, 
. Vol. X. M and 
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and with it the liberty of doing and daring whatera- 
they thought proper, -without fearing the confe- 
quenccs. 

Eufebius, who makes this obferratioD, is himlelf 
a proof and example of it. AmWtious, and ever 
anxious to preferve his credit at court, diough he 
favoured Ananiltn in his heart, he aSefted an outlicfe 
Jhew of orthodoxy, and thereby not only muntained 
himfelf in favour, but abufed die prince's credulhy (o 
far, as to prejudice and incenfe him againft the true 
ddenders of the faith of Nice, and particularly a- 
gMnft the great St. Athanallus, who was opprelled, 
Hepofed, and bahiihed. 

There was fomething ftill more ftirprifing in Con- 
ftantine's blindnofs wim refpcft to Eufebius of Ni- 
7i<w./.ig.comedia. That prelate ought to have been odious to 
*^ •'■ him on all accounts. He had fided with Liciniua 
againft him : he had expreflld the utmoft iduAanoe 
to fign the decree of die council of Nice touching the 
confubftanuality of the Word t and had connnued, 
after the reparation of the coimcil, to keep up his 
ibrmer connections, with the avowed abettors of 
the herefy of Arius; evidently Ihcwing his defign tt> 
raifc up that fallen party, and to irndcr its condem- 
nation ufelefs. For thefe crimes the emperor banilhed 
him, and in a letter addrcfled to the feithful of Ni- 
comedia he ftts forth his caufes of grievous compIaUit 
againft their bilhop, and protefts, that if any one 
dares to .(peak to him in favour of that wretch, he 
will incur his indignation. Yet at the end of three 
years, he recalled him from exile, and reftored him 
to his fee : after which, guided by his counfels, be 
perfccuted the orthodox prelates, excelled St. Eu- 
ftatius of Antroch, and, as I have juft faid, St. A- 
thMiafius of Alexandria : and laftjy, when dying, 
he received the facramcnt of baptifm from the handl 
of that prelate, an enemy to God and to the churrfi. 

Let us pity the weakricfs of human nature ; let us 

pity the fate of fovereigns, whom even their good qua- 

t lities 
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lities often expofc to treachery and deceit. I do not 
find any thing more applicable to this very fubjcft, . 
than whit an illuftrious author has written concern- 
ing David's being deceived by the artifices of a villain, ExfUt. Ja 
and oHnmitting, in confcqucnce dKre<^, an injuftice g'^"'J",, 
Bgainlt the fon of Jonachas,' which he never made^"4ii.' 
lull amends for even when the truth was known. 
*' We muft not hope, fays this pious and wife wri- 
•* tef, that even the beft of princes fliould always be 
** fo much iqwn their guard as never to be deceived 
*' by calumny : becaufe a readinefs to believe "falfe 
•* reports flatters the two greateft foibles of grandeur, 
*' indolence and pride. We muft not even expcft that 
•• after having ^covered the calumny, they Ihould 
** rq>air intirely the injury it has induced them to do : 
•* becaufe they are often lefs touched with the defire 
-•* of being juft, than follicitous to conceal the ihame 
■' of having been impofed on. But we ought to be 
** equitable enough to pardon them this abufe of 
** their power, in confideration <rf the great advan- 
'* tagcs which fociety receives in other refpefts from 
•* their authority, andout of companion for the com- 
" mon frailty of our nature, eafily mifled by the 
•* temptations which are infeparable from grandeur.** 

It would therefore be unjuft to conclude from the h. ootht t, 
faults we t^fervc in Conftantinc's government, that "" '""^'"^ 
we ought to reftife him our rfleem. Notwichftanding t-at pJime. 
his feults, he was a great prince, conqueror of all i"',"f^"^^ 
the enemies he was oWiged to oppofe, whether Ro- .po'iiii.-. 
mans or foreigners, zealous for virtue, the proteftor "^^^^'^^"^ 
of religion, loving mankind, and fcrving God with 
a fincere and faithful heart. His piety is what drew 
upon him the contempt and hatred of his nephew 
Julian. That apoftate prince could not forgive his 
having made Chriftianity the prevailing religion of 
the empire, and brought idolatry almoft to ruin. 
Thence that indecent eagernefs to decry a prince to 7.^ c*/. 
whom he was fo nearly related, to paint him in the 
falfeft colours, to reprefent him as given up to 
M 2 effeminacv, 
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cfTeminacy, and drowned in idle pleafures. The 
building of a great city, ni^;nificent temples raifed 
in honour of God and of Jefus Chrift, wife laws cn- 
a&ed, a watchful vigilance to prevent diflehtioDs and 
fchifms in the churoi; thefe are the monuments of 
yia. EfSt. Conftancine's repoie. If he wore the diadem, if he 
adorned it with pearls dnd precious ftones, other em- 
perors had fet him the example ^ and without pte- 
tcnding to excufe that mark of luxury, doubtlefs * 
unbecoming, I am noc.airaid to fay, that he merited 
full indulgence for chat foible by all the great things 
he did. 
Eaf. A «/(. Even the glory of arms helped to crown the Iploi- 
c«(i. 7K 5, dor of his latter years. In 332 he warred with fuc- 
"a^w. vtUf. '^^fs againft the Goths, who had before experienced 
»f.jmmUa. hts power and vigour. But that firft leflbn not hav- 
ing tamed them, upon their renewing their hoftilicies 
he fent againft them, at the time I fpeak of, his eldeft 
fon, who conquered them in feveral batdes, in which^ 
and by famine and mifery, they loft near an hundred 
thoufand men. Conftantine improved his advantages 
like a wile and moderate prince. Having hunted 
the pride of the Goths by force and terror, he did 
not refufe to enter into a negociation with them : and 
as that nation wa^ composed of different people, Ibmc 
of which had not embarked in the war, he followqd, 
in treating with them all, different plans, according 
to their ditferent fuuations. He impofed the hardelt 
conditions on ihofe he had been obliged to conquer j 
requiring of them hoftages, and among others the 
fon of their king Ariaric. The reft were invited and 
.induced to acknowledge the majefty of the empire un- 
der the name of friends and allies. The fruits of this 
vidtory, and of the peace which followed it, were 
great both for the conqueror and the conquered. 
Conftantine fhook off the fhameful tribute which 
■ . ^ his predeceflbrs has paid to thcfe Barbarians, and fe- 
cured the frontier on the fide of the Danube. The 
Goths, by a more intimate commerce with the Ro- 
mans, 
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mans, began to foften their favage manners, and 
to become men. 

The ' Sarmadans likewile exercifcd ConftantiDc's 
arms at the fame time. It was for them that he un^ 
dertook the war againft the Goths ; during which 
they, ungrateful for this fervicc, dared to make in- 
curlions upon the lands of the Romans. But foon 
and eafily conquered, they returned to their duty. 

Two years after diis a Angular event forced them 
to return again to the territories of the empire, no 
longer to ravage, but to feck fhelter in them. The 
war having broke out anew between them and the 
Goths, they were beaten, and had recourfe ro a re- 
medy which proved worfe than the difeafe. They 
armed dieir flaves, who, bang moft numerous, and 
having the power in their own hands, drove, their 
mafters out of their country. The Sarmatians, to 
the number of three hundred thouland, men, women, 
and children, took refuge in the ftates of Conftantine, ■ 
and implored his goodnels. The emperor heard their 
prayer. He imoUed in his troops fuch of them as 
were able to ferve, and fecurcd fubfiftence to the 
left, by giving them lands to cultivate in Thrace, 
the lefler Scythia, Macedonia, and even in Italy. 

Conftantine was lb iar from being efieminaicd, 
and retained his difpofititm for war b well to 
die very laft, that at the age of upwards of three 
fcore he was preparing to march at the head of his 
armies againft the Pernans, when he was fcized with 
the illne& of which he died. We therefore can af- 
cribe to nothing but malice, the reproach of eSemt- 
nacy with which Julian has endeavoured to fully his 
unde's glory. 

Contontine's grcamefs merited him the refpeA, not "?"»«! 
only of his fubjcAs, but of all the barbarous na- SJ^^J",-, ' 
tiODS around his empire, on the north, the eaft, and peit™r. b^ 
the fouth. Fufebius faw, as he himfelf tells us, theB'^J^'r* 
imperial palace crowded with embaffies from all thefe £.•/■ ^^- ?■ 
diftant countries : a noble fight, and highly gloriouB ^°' 
M 3 for 
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for the prince thus courted bj Germans, Goths^ Sar- 
matians. Indians, Ethiopians, and BLanmyes, as dif- 
ferent from each other in thdr make, fe^res, and 
complexion, as in their drefs and ornaments, but all 
filled with fentiments of the greateft admiradon and 
refpcct Conftandne's palace was a kind of eputooK of 
the univerfe. Thefe ambalTadors, according to the dif- 
ference of their fevcral countries and climates, brought 
him variety of prefents, crowns of gold, diadems 
enriched with precious {tones, rich ftuffs, young 
flaves, borfes, uncommon animals, and all Ibits <» 
arms. He received thefe prefents gracioufly, and 
made them in return others of much greater vaiae. 

Some of thefe foreigners, ftriick with the ^^en- 
dor of his court, charmed with his eafy and afiable 
behaviour, and abore all conceiring more and m<»e 
efteem for his virtue in pnnjortton as they became 
better acquainted with him, lorgDC their own country, 
and attached themfclves to him. They had no caufe 
to repent this ftep. Conftantine not only loaded them 
with riches, but promoted to the firft digniries of die 
em[»re thofe amoi^ them who diiUnguiihcd tbem- 
jfi-mitm. felves by their merit. Julian, always unjuft in regard 
'■ ■*'■*'!■ to this prince, blames him for railing Barbarians tQ 
the confullhip : a thh^ which he himfelf did } with 
this difference, that Nevita, whom he made conful, 
a Barbarian in manners and behaviour as wdl as by 
birth, was not in any rdpeSt comparable to thofe 
whom Conllantini; promoted. 
Tkt nb»iii. I have already Qofcrved, that the good govemmeot 
«m' f^r °^ ^^" **'^ prince, and rrfpoft for his great qualities 
fiatm. kept the troops in fubmiiEon during his whole rdgn. 
J'"': ?7* Nor do we fee any ufurpers rife up againft him, aq 
under the preceding azkd following eiiiperors, if WB 
except a certain Cak)cerus, to whom hiftdry gjves dq 
other title than that of raafter or fuperintendant ol 
the camels, and who was rafli enough to ium at be- 
ing emperor. He in faft pofiefied himfelf of the 
ifland of Cyprus, but,was fooQ conquKed^ taken, and 

pu; 
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put to death. M. dellllemont fufpeifb, that iia$niim.c«,jt. 
may have been the perfon who is elfewherc called*** 'J" 
Fhilumenus, of whom we know twthing further, 
than that St. Athanafius was faifei^ accufcd of having 
fUroilhed him with money for a icbellion. 

Conlbntioe enjoyed an uninterrupted profperity ; fua. (or 
one remarkable circumftancc of which is the duration '^'^c"*" 
of his reign. Reckoning from the time of his firA^^^mt-^' 
proclamation in Britain, immediately after the deadi™?*}^ 
of his 6uher, he enjoyed the honours of the &^reme 
rank upwards of tmrty years i a ttrm which none of 
his predeccflbrs had attained to fince AuguftuB. Hs 
celebrated his thirtieth year at ConAantinople with 
great magniBcencc, and Eufebius pronounced on that 
occafion 4 panegyric of the priivx, wjnkh has leached 
our days. 

Two ]vars afur, he ified in peace at the caftle ofiunet, taiy 
Achyron, not tar from Nicomediat a«d as hi* life ^i/'^^^ 
was furrounded with glory, fo his memory has been >r lui >i- 
blefled by all poAerity. He propofed for his models "^^l*^ 
the beft ^ncxs that had governed the eBf)ire, Con~ AnLf^n. 
ftaodus Chlorus his father, CUudiui II. his grc^t^^^' 
uncles Tims Antoninus, and Marcus Aurelius ^ to ' ' 
whOra he was certainly equal in many rej^ie^, but 
fupcrior by the precious and ineftimable advantage <^ 
chiiftian piety, which all of them had tidier feen in a 
wrong light, or even perlecuGed. 

At die head of the writers who Qouriihed under the WriHn 
re'^ of Conftanrine, he himfelf rauft be placed. ^'^^^,^''™^ 
have of his compofing, bcGdes feveral letters, a dif- hii tcIid. 
coucfe addreOed to the aflembly of the faints, in which ^^^'™ 
there is learning, zeal, and a ftrong tdlimony of his 

£HJ<^iu3 of Cxlarea was without difpute the heroEi)fei.i>».f 
of the literatuce of that age. He combined the*^**^- 
iacred and prophane erut^don. He is the father of 
ecclc£a&ical hrftory, and wc owe to him the moft 
valuable runains we now have of the earlieft: anti- - 
i^uiciea of the ChriAiao church. Hit exttniive «nius 
M 4 cmnvpe^ 
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embraced various branches, hiftory, diilettatioas, po- 
lemicaJ works, and oratory. But it'niuft be owned, 
that eloquence was not his talent His long periods, 
his embarrafled ftile,_ his metaphors frequently not 
natural, and'often heaped one upon another, would- 
certainly be bad models for thofe who aim at being 
orators. As to his perTon, I have already had occa- 
iton to obferve more thw once, that he was far Ids 
eftimable as a biihop, than as a writer. His amln- 
tion, his mean flatteries, his faith at leaft fufpicious 
in regard to the eflential article of the confubftantia- 
lity of the Word, his connexion with the profeffid 
Arians, his efpoufing thdr caufe againft the defen-- 
dera of the faith of Nice j all this gives us room to 
deplore the fate c£ a man, who inftead of being a 
Ihining ornament to Chriftianity and the Epifcopacy, 
chofe rather to lofe the fruit of all his faluiary 
knowledge, by giving himfelf up to worldly pUr- 
fuits. 
LtOiHiu, La£Untius wrote and died in the reign of Con- 
flantine. His works, confecrated to the defence of 
the ChriAian religion, are precious to the church, 
though they contiun fame (light errors. His Ladn 
is pure and elegant : and upon comparing him with 
his cotemporaries CapitoHnus and llampridius, one 
is aftonifhed at their difference of Aile. He died 
poor : a circumftance which does no honour to the 
emperor, whofe fon he had inftrufted, unlefs we fup- 
pow that the fatal cataftrophe of the unfortunate 
Crifpus occafioned alfo the dtfgrace of his preceptor. 
The w,itM. To Lampridius and Capitolinus, whom I have 
lUfne^-J"^ named, muft be added Sparrian, all authors of 
toiy. the Byzandne hiftory, who dedicated to Conftantine 
fome of the lives of the emperors of which tha col- 
ledion is compofed. The other authors, who finilh- 
ed it, lived alio about the fame time. 
F.umci>iui The Latin eloquence under this reign was treated 
'I better than hiftory, as may be fccn by the extra£ts 
'l^ve taken from the orators Eumenius and Naz3^ 
Porphyriua 
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Porphyrius Opcadanus wrote an eult^ upon Con-Oputin, • 
ftantinc in Latin verfe: and if it be true that hcj-^^lf 
was rewarded for it, we may add his example to that.r(.6i. * 
of Chcrilus, well paid by Alexander for very bad 
lines. 

Commodianus and Juvencua arc Chriftian poets, commoiifc 
the laft of whom turned the GoTpel Hiftory into »"• •■»* J»- 
mctre. "™"'" 

The philofophers of thole times, all pagans andcmiiita. 
ftrenuous defenders of idolatry, were not treated fa- 5;™ ^'tS' 
vouraWy by a prince -full of zeal for Chriftianity. phiior»- 
We have a lencr of Conftantine, in which Porjdiyry J^'^ j 
and his writings are cited with horror, and the em- 
peror thittks he cannot brand the Arians with a more 
_ Ignominious name than that of Porphyrians. 

lamblichus was the difciple of Porphyry, and Sopiter pat 
mafter of Sopater. This laft is a conGderable per- ri^j^a, 
Ibnage in the hiftory of ConAantine, if we admit the m. 71. 
accounts of the Pagan authors. It was to him, fay 
they, that this prince firft applied to know how he 
mieht expittt the murder of his fon. But we have 
refuted tlut fable, which is deftroyed by afhial proofs. 
What feems to be true, is that Conftantine put Sopa- 
ter to death. His motive for fo doing is badly ex- 
plained. We are told on one hand> that this philo- 
ii^her went to Conftantinople to oppofc the ruin of 
idolatry, which the emperor was endeavouring to ef- 
fedc i and on the other, that this fame emperor gave 
htm fuch free accefs to his perfon, that Sopater's higli 
Avour excited the jealoufy of the courtiers, and par- 
ticularly of the praetorian prefcft Ablavius, whofe in- 
fluence-was very great. Every reader muft fee how 
badly thefe two parts of this account agree. It is 
added, that the people of Conftantinople grew riotous 
on account of a fcarcity of com, and afcribed the 
famine they began to fuflfer to the magical praftices of 
Sopater ; and £at Conftantine, in confequence of this, 
delivered up his favourite to the fury of the multitude, 
who, animated by Ablavius, tore the philofopher *^ 

pieces. 
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fneces. What fuperAkkm, or what weakods is here 
imputed to Conftantine i Others have written, tljac 
this prince put Sopater to death* in ocdcr to prove hia 
avemon to PagvuQn : as if ^t had not Been evi- 
dently manifcfled before by the whde tenor of his 
condud. If I may be allowed to hazard a conje^re, 
it feems to me much more probable that the philolb- 
pher, who patronized idolatry, endeavoured to take 
advantage of the popular commotion occafioned by the 
fcarcit^ of corn, to carry the riot and confiiiion to the 
utmoft extremity j and that he was puniihed for hia 
fedition. 
I I am now arrived^ with the help of God, at the end 
of the career I purpolJed filling ; uid I'could not fioilh 
my work at an epoch dearer to a Chriftiao heart, dian 
the elevation of Chriftianity to the throne, and the 
deftru^on of idolatry. The deplorable heFefiefi and 
ichifms, which rent the church in the greattft fpfendor . 
of her temporal profperity, are melancholy obje^ 
and fuch as I dare not venture to engage in. Not but 
thu they o9er a fine field to a writer i variety c^ 
events^ examples <^ virtue and magnanimous courags 
in the defenders of orthodoxy, a haj^ conclu&on, 
and at lafi:, according to the ^vine promifes, the tti- 
umph of truth over error and falQiood. But I ihould 
not be able to treat that great fubjeft, widraut ex- 
ceeding the bounds I have all along pr^iribed myfelf. 
I mull reft fatisfied with having {hewn my zeal ta 
ferve the pubUc, and give, ia imitation of my re- 
fpeftable Mafter, leAbns of virtue, it is to Virtue 
tiiat 1 have a>niecrated my pen : it is her aioat 
that I have endeavound to rendo* amiable, as well 
by die pidures I have drawn of her, as by the 
odious contraft of the vices I have been too often 
oUiged to paint. May my labour be ufeful to mat, 
fuad ^;t<eeaDle to Him who ou^ &> be the oelf 
(nd-cs all our undertakings '

The Sacred Mies of the Romans were buildings 
cre^ied in honour of fome particular deity, bm not 
formally confecrated by the augun : for if chCT after- 
wards rcceiTcd that confecradon, they then changed 
their names to temples *. 

We find the following mentioned in this plan. 
Mdes Romuli (CD. tU, 276), near which ftood the 
famous Fieus RuminaUs^ or Fig-tree, under which RO' 
xnulus and Remus were narf^, and which Tacitus * 
gravely tclk us, lafled upwards of eight hundred 
years . The Mdes^ indeed, originally the cottage 
of the fiiepherd FaufVulus, in whidi the twin brotberv 
weic brought up, was preferred for many ages by . 
order of the ienate, and at laft converttd into^ or 
rather taken in as part of, a temple facred to Au- 
guftua. 

^d€s Spei (D.-gi) without the walls of Rome. • 
jEdes yiugufti Tiierii (D. e. 278}. 
jEdes Virtutit (DK gb). 

The jEdiciJa of the Romans was only a diminu- 
tive, Jignifying no more than a litde JSdes. 

Their Sacelltm^ which may be derived the fame way 
from jEdes Stura, was, according to Fefhis, a place 
facred.to the gods, without a root. 

TKe Deiuinim, according to Serrius, was » place 
which, under one roof, comprehended feveral deities. 
The Ten^M was the principal place of worfliip. 
Thefe were the general names of the buildings fet 
aparrfor relt|k)us purpofes, by the Romans.

A QJJ E D U C T S. 

The aqucdufts of the Romans arc juftly ranked 
among their nobleft and tnoft ufeful works. Sextm 
Julius Frontinus, a peHbn of confular dignity, wfao 
ILred in the reign of Vefpafian, and wrote a treatife 
cxprefsly on this fubjeft, fays, they were one of the 
cleareft tokens of the grandeur of the empire '. Dio- 
nyfius Halicarnaflenfis ** and Strabo ' faw thezn tn 
the fame Hght ; and add to them, as farther prooi^ of 
the amazing magnificence of the ftate, the Cloacae or 
common fcwers of Rome, and the high-ways. • 

The Hrft invention -of aqueducts is alcribed to the 
cenfor j^ppius Claudius^ who, in the year of Rome 
441, brought water into the city by a channel clevtn 
miles long. But this was little in comparifon of wiaa 
was afterwards done by the emperors and others, fc- 
veral of whofe conduits were cut through mountains, 
rocks, and all forts of obftacles, for upwards of finty 
miles together. As to the Cloaca, or common-fewcn, 
they were of fuch an height, that, as Procopius fays', 
a man on horfeback might eafily ride through them, 
even in the ordinary courfe of the channel, the 
vault and arches of which were, in ibme places, up- 
wards of an hundred feet high "". 

Procopius " reckons only fourteen aqucduds in 
ancient Rome: but Vifior ** has enlarged the num- 
ber to twenty. The mod remarkable of thofe, of which 
any traces now remain, are, as marked in the annex- 
ed plan, 

jqua Appia, the aqueduct of Appius^ft mention^ 
ed as the oldeft of all, which conveyed water from

Tufculuin to the Capitol, and entered Rome near the 
Porta Trigeminal now St, Paul's Gate. BC. j^, 
, jiqua jiugufta, called likewife Alfietina ', from the 
.lake of that name, about fourteen miles from Rome, 
near the Claudian Way, from whence it was brought. 
This water, being unwholfome to drink, was ufed 
chiefly for watering gardens and filling the Naumachia. 
It's conduit entered the city at the Porta Ef^line^ 
now the Gate of St. Laurence. GH. de, 

Jqua Claudiay reckoned the next in goodnefs to the 
jfqua Mareia, which was the bcft of a]]. This aque- 
duft was begun by Caligula, and finilhed by Clau- 
dius, who brought it's waters from two Iprings, call- 
ed CaruUus and Curtius \ about thirty-fix miles di- 
ftant from Rome '. Vefpafian, Tims, Marcus Au- 
relius, and Antoninus Pius, repaired and extended it ■» 
as did alfo, in later times, the popes Sixtus V. and 
Paul V, And it now fupplies the fountain called Felice^ 
built by the former of thefe pontifs near St. John 
Lateran. , It enters the city at tne Porta Nievia, now 
Porta Maggiore, or the Gate of the Holy Crofs. This 
was the highcfl arched of all the aqueducts. DH . ef. 

Aqua Marana : an open llream, which runs from 
the, gate Gabiufa to the Tiber. This, both Donatus 
andNardini' t^e to have been the indent Jqua Crabra 
and Damnata, which M. Agrippa cut off from all his 
aqueduds, on account of it's badnefs. How it has 
been fince brought to Rome, is not known : but even 
now it is not ufed for drinking, fg. 

Aqua MarciOy likewife called Aufelia, faid to have 
been firft brought to Rome by the prastor Q^ Marcius, 
from a ^ring near the Valerian Way, upwards of 
thirty miles diftant from the city, which it enters near 
the EfquiltMe Gate '. This was,. and fiill is, reckoned

the beft drinking water in Rome. M'.. A_ 
repaired this aqueduft, and laid pipes from it to 
veral pans of the city. The Aqua Marcia ; the j4atu 
yuiia, which we {hall fpeak of next ; and anocher 
water called Tepula, the fource of which we know not; 
entered Rome in one and the fame aquedu^ divided 
into three ranges or ftories, in the uppermoft of which 
ran the Jqua Tepula^ in the fecond the /^aa Julia^ and 
in the lowelt the y]qua Mard4 1 all which were divided 
and diftributed into different parts of the city, after 
their entrance, within the walls- This accounts for 
the extraordinary height of this aquedad, whid) 
greatly furpafled that of any other in Rome. From 
the ruins of this fabric, which ftill fubfift, and are 
called // Cajlel del Jcqua Marcia ', it plainly appean 
to ha%'e been a moft fuperb ftrufturej of which 
we have a farther proof in the two famous tnarUe 
trophies, commonly called Marius's Trophies, whick 
pope Sixtus V. removed, frcHn two niches in this build- 
ing, to the Capitol. GH. *. 

jlqua Julia ", brought to Rome from the Campm 
Lacullus near the Via Cldna, twelve miles o^ by Mt 
Agrippa^i-iti the year of Rome 721. It enters the 
city near the Efqiiiline Gaa., and had it's name, ac' 
cording to- Fronttnus, from Mie^n/iMf, who firftdif- 
covered the fpring which fupplies-it. HI. tie. 

Aqua VirgBt (f^I- *^) which- enters Rome at the 
sate Pinciana. This water was brought thither by 
M. Agrippa, in the 735th ye»r of the city j Caius 
Sentius and Spurius Lucretius being confuls. It was 
called the Virgin fVdier, from it's fpring being fhewm 
by a tittle girl, to fome Ibldiers who were at work near 
the Prxneftine road, about eight miles from Rome', 
where now is the fource which fupplics that vrit and 
magnificent fountain called la Fonlana di Trrvi, built

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by that exceUent architect Nicola Salvi, and finely rc- 
prcfcnted by Piraoefi in his views of Rome i where he 
alio takes notice of the 

A^ta StidoKS, now onljr a rough unlhaped (lone, 
but faid to have been formerty a fountain near the Cp- 
lifeum (where it is marked in this plan), for the ufe of 
the wrestlers and others, who frequented that am- 
phitheatre. D£. de. 

Numbers of other ancient aquedufts are now either 
fo far loft, or blended with thefe, that antiquarians 
have taken great pains, to little purpofc, in order to 
trace their remains. But as fuch difquifitions, could 
they be of any fervice, would carry us far beyond the 
intended limits of this Ihort account ; we Ihall con- 
clude this article with obferving, that the Fentana di 
Trevit juft now ■mentioned; iht Fontana FeJicty built 
by jpope Sixtus V j and the Fontana Paalinay the 
work of Paul III, fupply the prefent Rome abundant- 
ly with water ■; and that the aquedu£ls of the ancients 
were under the care and direction firfl of the cenfbrs 
and ediles, and afterwards of particular magtfljates, 
called Caratores Aquarum, inftituted by the great A- 
gr^>pa, who made the perfediiig of the aqu«luAs of 
Rome a principal object of his attention '. The il- 
luftrious MellaU was one of thefe Curatores in the 
rejg^of Auguftus*} andFrondnus held the fame of- 
fice in that of Nerva '. 

ARCHES (TRIUMPHAL). 

The triumphal arches of the Remans were public 
buildings, defi^ied for the reward and encourage- 
ment CM noble cnterprizcs, and ereAed generally to 
the honour of fuch eminent perfons as had either gain- 
ed a vidory of extraordinary confequencc abroaa» or 
re/cucd the commonwealth from any confidcrable

danger at home. At firft, thty were plain and nii 
ftrurturcs, by no means remarkable for beauty or 
ftate : but in latter times, no expences were thought 
too great, to render them in the highcft manner 
fplendid and magnificent ; nothing being more ufual 
than to have the greateft aftions of the heroes for 
fchom they were erefled, cutiouOy carved, or 'even 
the whole ptoccflion of the triumph cut out, on die 
fides of ihefe arches. Thofe built by Romulus were 
only of biick i and that of Camillus (part of whid 
IS laid ftill to fubflft) of plain fquare (lone ■ bu 
thofe of Ca:far, Drufus, Titus, Trajan, Gordian, 
&c. were enrirely of marble *. 

Their form was, at firft, femi-circular, from whenct 
they probably took their name. Afterwards, thci 
were built fquare. with a fpacious arched gate in dit 
middle, and fmallcr ones on each fide. Upon th 
vaulted part of the middle gate, hung little wineri 
images, reprefenting viaory, with crowns i„ tfe, 
hands, which, when they were let down, they put 
upon the conqueror's head as he paflid under in 
triumph ^ 

Antiquarians reckon thirty-fix of ihefe arches in an- 
cient Ronie. Thofe that are noticed in this plan, and 
ot which fome parts yet remain tolerably perfta ate 
the roliowing: *

emperors M. Aurelius and L. Septimius Severus

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Portugulh », from the cardinal of Portugal, who once 
lived there. 

Con/iantin^s j&cb '" (DE. e. 280), near the Colift- 
um i ere<fled to Conftantinr, by the fcnate and Ro- 
man people, for his victory over Maxentius, 

Gaiiiems's Arch ' (D. tie. 264), now called the 
arch of St. Vitust near whofe church it ftands, was 
built, as the infcription denotes ', by M. Aurclius, a 
private man, in honour of the emperor Gallicnus. 

We find alfo another arch of Gallienus in this 
plan^ between the letters F and G, and over againft /. 
Gordian^s Arch (HI. de)j by whom built, or upon 
what otcalion, we know not; no mention bang 
made of it, that we can find, in any of the writers 
who have defcribed ancient Rome. 

Sevems's Jreb ' (C. ed. 195), a magnificent fa- 
bric,' ereftcd by the fenate and Roman people, as 
the infcription on it teftilies ', in honour or the em- 
peror L- Sepdmius Severus. It is now confiderably 
funk in the earth. We have a 6ne drawing of this 
arch in Pirancfi's Fiews ef Rome. 

Titui's Jrcb X^^- de. 281), ercfted, fome think, 
by the fcnate and Roman "people to Titus and fats fa- 
ther Vefpalian, as a triumphal arch for char victo- 
ries ; but more probably dedicated to the hiemory of 
TitMs, after his death, as Donatus > conjectures iiQai 
. the infcription flill extant on this arch.

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DESCRIPTION OF 

B A S I L I C i£. 

The Bafilica of the Romans were very fpacious m 
beautiful buildings, intended chiefly for theCmAonv: 
or judges, to fit in and hear caufes, and for the cous 
fellors to recdve clients. The bankers too had one pa 
ofthem allotted for their buQnefs'. yoffiushasobferr 
ed \ chat thefe BafiUat were exa^y in the ibape o 
our churches; which was the reafon that, tqxm tfa 
ruin of many of them, ChrifUan churches were ofca 
raifed on the old foundations : and hence too, perhaps 
our great churches or cathedrals arc ftiU cUled SaJ- 
tic*.

to fofttn which exaggcraied expreJIion the IcarncdVi- 
lefius "^ thinks we ought to read Pifdnarum, infteid 
of Proiinciarum, Though this emendation nwj. 
perhaps, in feme mcafure extenuate pari of the ranity 
with which the- Romans have been fo often charg^ 
in confequenceof this paflage of the hiftorian j yrt 
the prodigious accounts we have of the omamcnu 
and furniture of their baths, will bring them un* 
der a c«ifure not lefs unfavourabJc than the fw- 
mer. Seneca, Ipeaking of the luxury of his couo-

but alive to fee the degeneracy of his pofterity, when 
the very wonlen muft have their leats in the baths, 
of iblid filver". 

The moft remarkable of thefe Baths^ ofwhich 
thn-e ftill remdn parts which fliew the vaft height of 
their arches, the beauty ^of their jHllars, the eitra^ 
ordinary quantity of foreign marble employed in 
making them, the curious vaulting of their roofe, 
and the number, ornaments, and convenlencies of 
their fpacious apartments, are thofe of 
jinioninks Caracalla (D. Jg) '. 
Died^an (GH. cd) i amazingly vaft and mag- 
nificent '.

But being informed of the many abufes to 
which the promifcuous admittance of men and women 
gave rife,'he forbad both fixes going to the fame baths' : 
and Marcus Aurelius ordered that none of the public 
baths ftiould be opened before two o'clock in the af- 
ternoon ", except for fick people. The old praftico 
being renewed under the infamous reign of Helibga-

the water, the emperor Tiberius built another of 
itoae ; and this periQiing by the fame means, th? 
emperor Antoninus Pius built a new one, of marble, 
and more lofty than the former. But this has alfo been 
demoijfhed by theoverflowit^ of the Tiber, and only 
fome few remains of it are now to be pcrceiTcd» near 
the banks and under the water. 

The bridge Palatimu, as it was formerly called, 
now St. Mary^s Brit^e (C. Je), crofles over from the 
prcfent church of St.Mary the Egyptian.at the lower 
end of the Fonim Boarium^ to the via Tranfiiberina. 
This bridge is fuppofcd to be that which Livy fpcaks 
of ', built by M. Fulvius, waftied down by the Tiber, 
and afterwards rebuilt by the cenfors Scipio Africa-- 
nus and L. Mumniius. Another inundation having 
damaged it, pope Gregory XIII. repaired it, partly 
upon the old pUes, in the year 1575. But another 
inundation fweeping away iomeof it in 1598, it has, 
never lince been repaired, fo as to be Icrvice- 
able^ 

A little higher up the river, two vety ancient 
bridge of ftooe cooneft the ifland in the Tiber, for- 
merly facred to Efculspuu, to whom a temple was 
built there % vaA now called St.Bartbolomew*s iOand, 
with the city on eadi fide of it. One of thefe, diftin- 
guilhed by the name of Fabricius^ (C. d)^ was built 
By. the conful Fabricius when Curator Fiarum^ in the 
year of Rome 69a, as an infcrtption ftill remaining 
i^wn ooe of the pien, tefiiBes, and as Dion fays, 
/. 37. Another inicription on itwitnefies it's having 
been r^aired by the confuls Q^ Lepidus and M. Lol- 
lius, which muft have been in the year of Rome 7^1. 
It is now called ^maitro capi, from a £juvc |nece of 
marble that ftands at one end of it '.

The ancient Romans diftinguifhed Tcve^l .{feba 
of ground, or fieldj, by this name j but the mcift fa» 
mous by far, originally a large open fidd, lying near 
the TitcTy whence we find it fometimea called Tiift-

Campus Martim (CE. at. 46)^ fo called, jbecauf^ 
it was confecrated to the god Mars', 
, Belides U*s plealant fituation; and other natural or- 
I namcnta, the corttinual cxerclfcs and fports performed 
, hcic, and the frequent affemblies of the people in an* 
I cicnt tiines, made this, particularly riien,one.Qf did 
iroft remarkable places near the city ; for herd, ai 
Kennec obfervcs» the young nobility praftifed alt man- 
ner of fcaty of activity, and learned tbeufe of all 
forts of arms' and weapons. Inlaterdaysitwasen- 
compaifed with a wall, and nobly adprned with ftatuei 
of famous fnen, arches, columns, porticos, and. other 
(n&giuficent ftruftures. Herefiood the Villa pd/BcOi, 
or palace for the reception and entertainment of axn- 
bafl&dors from foreign ftaces, who were hot .avowed 
to enter the city. Sereral of the public Coaaiia 
were held in this 6eld; and for that ptirpofctbi 
. Septa (DEi k. 54), oiOviUa as fome called .themj 
a fpacc where the Tribes or Centuries Vent in -ooe 
by one to vote* were inclofcd with rails. Cicero; .irt 
oneofhisepiftlea to AttkUE, intimates a noblc.dsi^n 
he had co make the Septa of marble, and to cover 
chem widiahigjiroof, with the addidwi of a ftttdy 
Portico or Piazza all round : but as we hear no 
more of this projeft, we may reafonftbly fuppofe

The Circi of the Romans were places fee aparJ 
for' feveral forts of games, but particularly raco. 
They were generally oblong \ furrounded with i 
wall ', and ranges or feats for the convenience of the 
fpedators. At the ejitrancc of the Circus fkood the

There were icveral of thefc Circi in Rome : btit 
the principal ORe, ts it's namo imports, was the 
Circus Maxitmu iCD. ef), firft built by .the clde^Tor- 
quin '. The length of it was 2205 feet, 'and i^s 
breadth^^o : and round it were as many; feats,, in rows 
one above the other, as would contain, an hundred 
and fifty thoufand people '. Julius Ctcfar '^orned it 
with munificent builmngs, and fine canals of water,' 
to reprefent fea-6ghts in them. ' Auguftus enlarged 
it, and ereded in it an obclifc an hundred and fifty 
\ feet high. The emperor Claudius builc dens, 6t 
' Carcerti, as they are called in this plan (CD- ir. 300), 
' of marble, ipEtead of thofe which had till then been 
made only of earth, or wood, for the wild beafts uled 
in this Lircu5. Caracalla caufed divers parts of it 
to be painted and gilded ^ and Heliogabalus ordered 
it's Aoor to be il^wed with gold and filver duft. 
Thefe emperors enlarged this ■Circus to io iraft an 
extent, that they rendered it capable of holding tw(> 
hundred ani^Iixty thoufand fpedtatOTS, in thehr pror 
per places *. 

The other Circi noticed in this plan, are, 
Neri^s Circui (AB. ai, 2), in rfw Vatican valley, 
inthin the gardens of thac emperor, asTacitus informs 
us". The magpifeent church of St. Pefcr now ftands 
on that very fpot '. The Meta, or goal of this Circus- 
ftood, according to Nardini % predfcly where the 
fine obelifc ercded by pope Sixtus V. now is.

Indeed the 
$uirin»l hill wa$ called j1gmis\ and the gan 
Celiina, which led thither, Perta Agimei^ \ which 
the fame Ftfiui will have to have been fo called fiom 
the games which vere celebrated without that gate 
in honour of Apollo, near the temple of Venks Ery- 
ami, when tlie Cireus FlapUitixs was overflowed hf 
the Tiber, as we Ihall have occafion to obferve in 
fpeaking of the gate Solaria^ — But it is more piD- 
bable that the word Jgenalia came from tbe Cnccic 
«>w*,which ftgoiBes fports and combats, fuch as were 
ujed in Greece, in imitation of thofe firft infticuted , 
by Hercules at £lis» and confecrated to JufHCer, n 
Ovid informs us *. 

The Sta<iia were places in the form of Ca-ei^ its 
the running of men and borlcs '.

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COLUMNS AND OBELISCS. 

The pillars of the eofipcron Tnyaa ami jiHUmrmt 
. deferve particular notice. 

TrajmCsCchoMt' (DE. 1:1^172), compt^ of twen- 
ty-four great pieces of marble, fo nicely conotted as 
to feem to make but one ftone, was ereded in the 
middle of that emperor's i^TriM. It's height, accord' 
ing to Eutropius ■, was 144 feet ; though" Marlian ^ 
fecms to make them but 128. This difference may 
be reconciled, by fuppofing one of thefc writere to 
have given only the meafure of the pillar itfelf, and 
the other to have included the bafis. It is afcended 
on the infnle by i S5 winding fteps, and has 40 little 
windows for the admi/Eon c/light. The whole pillar 
is incrufted with marble ; on which are reprefentcd 
all Trajan's noble adlions, and particularly the Da- 
cian war. One may fee all over it figures of forts, 
bulwarks, bridges, Hiips, &c. and all manner of 
arms, as fhields, helmets, targets, fwords, &c. toge- 
ther with the fcveral ofikes and employments of the 
foldicrsi fome digging trenches, feme meafuring 
out a place for the te^ts, and othcn making a trium- 
phal proceffion '. But the nobleft ornament of this, 
pillar was the ftatue of Trajan on the top, twenty two 
feet high, drefled in his military robe; and holding 
in his left hand a fceptcr, and in his right a hollow- 
globe of 03ld, in which his afhes were rcpo&ed after 
hb death^. . , ^

The Roman Fora -were commonly about thrc* 
times as long as thcjr were broad. The whole com- 
pafs of the Feram was furrounded with arched por- 
ticos, only Ibme paflagcs bdng left fbr places of en- 
trance. Their Gtuation was, generally, fo contrived, 
that fome of the moft ftatcly edifices, fuch as tem- 
ples, theatres, bafilicse, &c ftood round, or near 
them \ 

They were of two forts j Fora CiviSa and Ford 
Fenalia. The former were defigned for the ornaments 
of the city, and for the ufe oT public courts of juftice : 
the others, like our matkets, were intended for the 
convenience of the people.

wards Auguftus and all the fuccceding emperon 
■ on which account, the word Palatium came to lign 
fj a royal feat ". To the call of this hill is Afons Cx 
wii; to the fbuth. Mens Aventtnusi to the wef 
A<MJ Capitelinus ; and to the north, the Forum '. h 
compafi is twelve hundred paces '. Romulus's hotde 
preferved for feveral ages by the care of the lenate 
was on this hitl, near the fpot where the churt:h of & 
jbtajiafia now Hands ■, as was alfo that of his fofhr- 
father Faujiulus, near the place now occupied by tbf 
church ofSanSla Maria Uheratrice. 

II. MsmCapitBlinus^ the CapitoUne hill (CD. d), b^ 
fore named MensTarpeius, from Tarptia, a Roman wf- 
tal, who betrayed the city to the Sabines in this place'. 
It was alio called Mons Satunny and Salurmusy in ho- 
nour of Saturn, who is reported to have lived heie in 
his retirement, and was ever reputed the tutelar ddty 
of this part of the city. The name of Capitotiius 
was aifterwards ^ven ic from the head of a man 
called Tebis, calually found there in diggine fer 
the foundations of the famous temple of JujMier ^ 
named, for the fame realbn, CapitoUum. '^Thls 
hill was added to the city by Titus Tatius, king of 
the Sabines, when, having been firft overcome in 
the field by Romulus, he and his fubjeAs wot 
permitted to incorporate 4ith the Romans c. It ha 
to the eaft, Mons Palatinus and the Forum i to the 
fouth, the 'Ttier ; to the weft, the level part of tfec 
city i and to the north, CoUii ^irinalis ''. It's com- 
pafs was (cvcn/tadia, or furlongs ', This hill was the 
moft confidcrable of any in Home, on account, par- 
ticularly, of the buildings that ftood upon it, whidi

III. ,J^ns ^irmalisy the ^/rr«tf/ hill, (Z.cd)y fo 
called, either from the temple of ^irinifs,, another, 
hame of ROmulus; or, more probably, from, the 
Carefes, a people that removed thithq: with Tatiijs, 
from Ciirest a Sabine city ^ It afterwards chanf^ 
it's name to Cahalks, Mom CaiaUi, and CabaUinust 
from the two marble horfcs, with each a man holding 
him, which are fct up there. They arc ftiU ilandingi 
and, if the infcription on the pilafters be true, were 
the workof Phideas and Praxiteles ' ; made by thole 
famous matters to reprcfenc Alexander the Great, and 
his Bucephalus, and fenc to Nero, as a prefent, by 
Tiridates, king of Armenia. This hiU, which was 
added to the city by Numa ", has, to the eaft, JWbw 
Efqutlimis and M>ns Vimitialis ; to the fouth, the Fi/^* 
of Cjefar and Nerva j to the weft, the level part of 
the city, to the north, Cellis Hertulorum, now called 
PtHciuSt and the Campus Martius ' ; and is almoft 
three miles in circumference ". 

IV. Mens Catius (E^fg), owes it's name to Ccelius,.' 
-or Coeles, a famous Tiifcan general, who pitched his 

* tents there, when he came to the aiTiftance of Romu- 
Jus againft the Sabines '. Livy i and Dionyfius H4- 
licamanenfis ' attribute the taking of it in to TuHus 
Hoftilius; but Strabo', to Ancus Martius. The other 
names by which it was fometimes known, were ^er- 
culanus, or ^ercitulanus, and Augustus : the firft oc- . 
ca(ioned by the abundance of oaks growing there ; the 
other impofed by the emperor Tiberius, when he had

the Tiber'. It was likewiie cal|ea JV^Wui, ^toi& 
JVfurcia, the goddeis of Deep, who had there a Sacel^ 
iutJtt or little' temple " : Collis DiatLe^ from the temple 
ofDiana"; zad. Remonius from Remus, who would 
have the city begun in this place, and was buried 
here": A. Gellius affirms ^ that this htll» being aU 
along reputed facrtd, was never inclofed within the 
bounds of the city till the time of Claudius. But 
£utropiu$ ** ei^refsly attributes tha taking of it 'ia 
to AncusMartiusj and an old epigram, inferted by 
CuipinLan, in bis comment on Caffiodorus^ confirms 
the lame. 

To tl>e eail, it has the city-wall ; to the fouth, 
the Cam^ Fiiul^ ; to the weft, the Tiber ; and 
to the north, Mom Palatmm '. It's circuit js ei^teca 
fiadia^ or two miles and a quarter *. 

Belides thefe feven principal hills, three othen 
of inferior note were taken in, in later times. 
viz. 

ColliiHortuIerum, ot Hortorum (EG. ac\ which bad 
it's name from the famous gardens of Sallufl adjoining 
to it ', and was afterwards called Pr»«'«j, from theP«- 
«V, a noble family who had their feat there '. It has 
to the eaft and UHith, the plainefi; part of Mans ^i- 
rmtlis ; ta the well, the V^lis Martia ; and to the 
north, the walls of the city •. It's compafs is about 
eighteen .fia^a *, and it was firft incloKd within the 
cityTwalls by che£mpaY)r Aurelian^

Mons Ttjiaceus (B. f), a hillock, formed almoft 
- inttrely of potfiierds and pieces of urns and other 
vafes : but how they came to bo heaped up here in 
' fuch quantities, antiquarians are at a lofs to fay. Some 
think it was the place where the urns were made of 
old for burying the aflies of the dead : but this does 
not fatisfy Donatus '. 

The greateft extent of the whole city was in the 
time of the emperor Valerian, who enlarged it's waljs 
to fuch a d^ree, as to Ibtround the fpacc of fifty 
miles '. At prefent, ih? compafs of Rome is not above 
thirteen miles '. 

The number of it's inhabitants, in it's floorifhing 
ft^te, Upfius computes at four 'iniUions '.

The fuperftidon of confecrating grove* and voods

which thcyjoiQed^ 

Th.e& Fortitn wert fometimes pot to very icziom 
ufcs, fuch as even afletnbliet o£ tns faaxcj upon cer- 
tain occafions ; though they were, prlndpollx i^Kinded 
for the pleafure of walking and riding in tbiMb^ in 
the Ibade in funmer, and in the dry ^if "triaMA^^el- 
leitis Paterculus ' mentions them as an inftan«M^ Ac 
cktrav^^t luxury of the RotnaM, when cheur hian- 
ners grew more and more corrupt, after the otherwife 
hxppy coftduGon of dio Carthagiiuan war: and Juve- 
nal " has a complaint to the fame purpole.

'model of this kind, in a temple of Fortune, the par- 
ticulars of which are not known. A fecond kind of 
temple was caUed Profiibts, becaofe it had do pffiars* 
but in the front : flich'was the teinpde of Ceres Elcai- 
fina begun by Jetinus, arid finilhed by Philo. A^Urd 
fort of 'temple was nllcd Anpbipro/iylui, Ait is, « 
double Projiyliis, having coiunms b^ind, as-wella^ 
before : fuch was the temple of Concratl. Aiburth 
*as called Penptere^ becaufc it had pillars all aroartd ; 
and of this kind was the temple tfuill to Honour 4nd 
Virtue by the architeA Muhus. A fifth fort of temr

Teotpbim j^oUiniSy the temple of jipoUo (CD. Jt. 
170), buik by Auguftus, in noaour w his ^vouiiie ' 
deity, ApoHc^ afbu- his ^ftoryat Adium, upon moum 
Psiatiiu i wlience this temple was called that ofj^ttU 
Pslatijuts*. This ftnidure, according to the accouui 
iof ancient writers, was amazingly magnificent. It 
was built of the fineft marble of Ciaros, and embel- 
lilhed with the richeft ornaments, both vrichia and 
without. It's gates were of ivory, enriched with 
isjt-rtlimsjy rcprefenting the Gauls, when they wtrt 
dux)wD headlong down from the top <^ the Capitoi, 
t^ T. Manlius'. In the irontifpiecc was a chariot 
Qf the fun. of mafly gold, cron^ied with rays fe pio- 
^gioufly refplendcnt, that they dazzled the eyes of

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the belu>Iders. Within the tetn^ was a marbk fia- 
tue of jlpoUoy made by the celebrated Sci^posi axtA « 
coIoiTal one, of braifs, Hfty feet high.; together with 
a caadleftick, in the fonn of a tree, whofe branched 
were covered with dufters of Uinfs> in imitatioii t£ 
fruit. Upon dide branches the poets ufed to hai^g 
their poems which they ofl^red up to ^poUi\ as Ho^ 
race informs us '. To this lems^le, dedicated .to the 
god- of artSy was, very properly, joined a noble ii- 
braty ', filled with all the bell Greek aad Latin aiH 
thors then extant : and all around were fpacious {>or- 
ticos, for the ufe and convenience of the public. 

Between 0E and gb we find Jifa jfyetUm, an 
altar dedicated to the fune god; juft without the 
walls of Rome, upon the borders of mount Aventine. 
^ert^um Aitgt^, the temple ■(£ jiugaftus (D. di. 
aSa), near the i^ffuWF;^</r»i which laft has been 
fpoken of already under t^ article ^d^s ^ 

Tet^lum Jugufii 6f BaccH, the temple of Ji^if- 
tus and Bacchui (D. de. 277), near die Perunt. How 
thefe two came to be joined together in the dedicadoa 
of this temple, is more than we <,in. tell. 

Templum Baccbij the temple oi Bacchus (f. be)t with- 
bW t'he walls of Rome. ^Thia Gentle, now the 
church of St, Confiantia % is fupporttd on the inlsle 
by twenty-four noble pillars of granite. It's ancient 
mofaic cieling, and the old windows, -by which the 
light was let in from die roof, ftill remain. Behind 
the prefent altar ftands an antique urn of porphery, all 
«f one piece, eight feet lor^, four and a half deep, and 
five feet wide; it's cover inwards of two feet thick; 
and on each fide of the altar, is an antic^e candleltick 
«f marble, finefy wrought.

Sonay or the Good Goddefs (BC. ef. 307). This deity, 
Called alfo by the ancients Fatua, and Smta^ was Dry- 
as the wife of Faimus, remarkable for her exemplary 
chalVity. The Roman ladies, who held her in great 
wneration, facrificed to her in the night, in alittfc 
chapel, into which men wcfc not permitted to enter; 
nor were they allowed cvet to be prefentat her facri- 
fices. It was for violating this nfle, that Cicero pro- 
fecuted the debauched Cloaius ', who had found means , 
to introduce himfcif into this chapel in difmiife, and 
thereby polluted the myftcries of the good goddefs. 
^'— A -iolcmn facrifice to her wai celebrated yearly in 
tfte houfe of the high-prielV, who, though the chief 
I minifter on all other fimilar occafions, was, on this, 
ftjecaufe of his being a man) obliged to quit his 
owellirig the moment the ceremonies began, and leave 
the performance of them to his wife, and the virgins 
conrecrated to this goddefs, who were alfo iffifted by 
the veftals. The place where this goddefs was fecri-* 
ficcd to, was adorned with all forts of plants, 
except mp-ik, wfcich was forbidden, on account of 
Jt's being facred to Verms. 

■ ■ Temptum fc? Lucus Camanarum, the temple and 
grove of the Mufes (DE. ^h). When, or by whom, 
the former was built, and the latter dedicated, we 
know hot. 

Templum CereriSy the temple of Ceres {CD. ef\ 
near the Circus Maximus. The Cerealia and Ijidi Ce- 
realss, Feajfs and Plays in honour of Ceres, were firft 
ihdituted among the Romans by the edile Memmiu^ 
as appears from a medal on which is the effigies of 
Ceres holding in one hand three ear^ of com, and in 
die orher a torch, and having her left foot upon a 
ferpent, with thisinfcription, Memmius j^diSs Cerea- 
lia primus fecit. The Athenians had long before kept

afealt 
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& feaft to her, which they called Thefmepberia and 
Eleufia. The epithet of EUufina was given' to Certs 
upon this ocafion. Searching all places for her daugh- 
ter Proferpinc, Ihe came to Eleufifuiy where flic under- 
took to be nurfe to THptoUmus, the fon of king 
EUi^ttts ; and when he was grown up, Ihe taught turn 
the art of fowing corn and making bread. In return 
for fo great a benefit, he appointed her a feaA, and 
priefls, called EtmehpideSi from his fon Eumolpus. 
Crowns of flowers were not ufcd in this feaft, but 
of myrtle and ivy, becaufe Proferpinc was ftolen while 
Ihe was gathering flowers. Her votaries carried 
lighted torches, and ran about calling alou^ ibr Pro- 
/erpitu, as fhe had done when in Icarch of her upon 
mount Ida. The priefts of this goddefs were called 
^acjti My/tit, becaufe they were not allowed to difco- 
vcr their myfterious rites. The ^; of the Egyptiaiis 
was certainly the Ores of the Romans. 

Templum Claudii C^faris^ the temple of Gau^as 
Gafar (EF.,^), whofc deification was propofed by 
Nero, and ordered by the fenate ". This temple was 
begun by Agrippina, and finilhed by Vefpafian. 

Templum ConcorMay the teipple at Cgiuerd (CD. 4- 
254), and agdn (CD. de. 266), One of thefe was 
probably the temple which Tiberius dedicated to Cea^ 
cord, by order of his mother Livia '. 

Templum Diana, the temple of D/awa (C./). The 
firft temple built to diis goddefs, at Rome, was on 
mount Aventine, in the reign o£ Servius Tullius, at 
the joint expence of the Romans and Latins, as a 
place for them to meet at yearly, to offer a facrifice, 
m commemoration of the league made between the 
two nations *. 

Templum Fama, the temple of f<j«f (CD. de. 235). 
We know not by whom this temple was built, or 
when.

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Tatpltm ^ Daeaa FamiiU Flaviame, the tempk 
and houfe <if the Flavian family (FG. ed). The 
Cen^Ie was built, and a coliegc of priefts inflituted, 
in honour of the Flavian famuy, by the cmperDr Do- 
mitian ^ 

Ttmfbim Ffiuni^ the temple of Faunus (EIF. e/). 
Fatuats was king of the Abocigines, in l^tiura, at 
■the time when Evander arrived there. Dionyiius of 
HalicamalTus calls him the Ton of Mars ; and {ays, 
dut the -Romans, after -his death, made him one <d 
the tutelar gods of the country : to which he add% 
rtha^, in procefs of time, it became a common opi- 
ni(Ki, AitFaunus was.the wild-god, whole voiccwas 
Jieard by night in forefU, and frightened jieoj^ 
in cffcft; Fauaus and Pan fecm often to be con- 
founded together, as the god of Fear. Ovid icems 
Jiot to make any diftindtion between them ; and Aure- 
lius Viiftor thinks, they were one and the Jame. Vir- 
^t makes Fauaus a .god of oraclcrs and4>redi£liDns. 
Jpsom this FauMus were fuppofed to be derived the ^- 
iJTSt Pans, and Syhaas, formerly taken For Gemi and 
aemii|[ods, inhabiting woods and mountains, and 
repreJ«ited with fmall horns on <their.head, poiotcd 
*ars, and the pcft of their bodies like goats. The 
country-people worfhippcd them, and offered them 
-' goats in facritice. Thefe demigods were known m

Numa is faid * to have been the Hrft that ereiSed.^ 
temple and appointed public worftiip to Fides, Fait^j, 
and to have taught the Uoftians, that the iiioil: ^crQij 
oath they could take, was to fwcar ex Jide^ by tfiear 
faith, or veracity. His intention was to render tjiejr ■ 
promifes, without writings or witnufles, as firm anji ' 
certain as contrai5ts made and fworn to with the grcac- 
cft formalities ; and in this he fuccccded tojiis wifh). 
Polybius gives 'this glorious teftimony of tiie R07 
_mans, that they inviolably kept their /a//^, that i^^ 
their word, without any occafion for witnefles or fe? 
curitics \ whereas nothing could bind the Greeks to 
their promifes. 

Templum Fidei, 7". Jovit Cujiodii, 1 
Faith, and the temple oi Jupiter the 1 
de. 262). We havejuft fpokenof the i 
deities ; and Jhall menrion the latter, t 
■we ihall find another temple erefted, u 
Jupiter Cufios. How they came to 1: 
is more than we can fay. 

Templum Flora, the temple of Kara ("CD, ef), near 
tlic Circus Mftximus \ and another, between GH, .aii4 
he, towards the Gate Salaria. — Varro reckons Flora 
among the divinities that were honoured by the Sa- 
bines, and introduced at Rome,when that people, with 
their kingTatius, joined theinfeives to the Romans.* 
Laftantius defcribes her as 3 courtezan, ,who left her 
fuWlance to the Roijian people 1 in return for which 
they decreed her extraordinary honours, and games

(GH. d)i — The Pagans, in general, held Fomnr 
to be a goddefs, the ruler of all events, both goa 
and bad- The Romans gave her feveral appellatioB, 
fiich as Fortuna Libera, redux^ pd/Uca, prinugem- 
tqueftrist parva, fort oi fortiSy virilis, feminea. Sec. 
but the two kinds of Fortune^ which they chiefr 
diftinguiflied, were, the one ^ooi and the other W; 
to the lalt of which they probably addrelled them- 
felves in order to dq)recate her ill-will- - 

TemplumJlFertwi^ Primigada, the temple of the 
tldefty wfirfl-Aorn Fortime (GH. cd).

Numa ordered that the gates of this tcoqik 
which were but two, Ihould always be fliuc in osb 
of peace, and open in time of war -y cerenx>nie. 
which Vii^il' has defcribed with a noble elegance : is. 
accordingly when the conful, apointed to cotonus: 
the army, was ready to fet out, he went to this tesr 
pie, attended by the fenate, the chief citizens, m. 
his foldiers in their military drefles, and <^)ened it'i 
gates. This ceremony was, indeed, very feldac 
performed i the Romans being ' almofl concinualh 
■ engaged in wars. ■• The new confuls took poffeificE 
of their office in this temple ; whence they were iai: 
to epeti the year. 
' The fecond temple of yemis was buik by Cn 
Duillius, in the Foram Oliieram, or herb-imrica 
after thcfirlt'Carthaginian war ; and this, bang iallc 
to decay, Teas rebuilt by the emperor Tiberius, u-

This was the temple of Jams ^adrifrotUt ox four- 
faced Janus i and owed it's origin, as well as name, 
tothe tbllowingaccidcnc, according to Servius* The 
Komans, fays he, after thcmkingof FaJeria in Tuf- 
cany, having met with a llatue of JaHUi that had 
four faces, were dcfirous to have fuch a one at 
Home J and to honour him the more, they buiit him 
a temple with four fronts, each having twelve 
niches in it, with a great gate, which dcnoKd the - 
four feafons and the twelve months of the year. 
Varro fays there were alfo twelve altars in ihis temple 
dedicated to Janus^ each (rf which reprcfcntcd a month 
of the year. 

TempluM Junenis, the temple oijufie (C. <fo), on 
mount Aventine: and another of the iamc name on 
the §uirinal hill (FG. c) : but we know not by whom 
cither of thefe was ereftcd. 

Templum Junenis Montta^ the temple of fuM Mo- 
juta (LD. de. 255), fo called a montnday from her 
-having given falutary advice to the Romans * when 
they were greMiy diftrcfled, either by the Gauls, or 
by Pyrrhus ; authors are not agreed which. It was 
built in the year of Rome 410, M. Fabius Dorlb and 
Servius Sulpicius Camerinus being confuls ^upon the 
Acclivity of the Capitolinc hill towards the Tiber. 

Templum Jtmonis Sofpii^y the temple of Juno Sef- 
fila ; by which epithet is meant the Giver or Prefer- 
"ctr af Health '. '1 his building ftood on mount Pala- 
.tine, not far from the Roman Forum (D. de).

Templum Jcvis Ferttrii, the temple of Jttpiter Ftn- 
ttiM (CD. tJ. 261 ;, built by Romulus up<Mi the Ca- 
pitoline hill, in order to depoTit there the armour 01 
Acron, king of the Cxnin^ifes, whom he Qew widi 
-his owrv hfUMJ j and to be a repofitory for any future 
■Spoiis of the fame kind, which were called opimaJpoB*. 
The epithet Fentrius was derived from the Latin 
wotd h)erttrum, which we find uftid by Livy, to 6g- 
Aify the tr(^hy carried -by Romulus on this occa- 
Svoa.\ 

• fTdtlipJwfn Jwis Opiimi Maximiy likewife called tk 
temple' -of l^^ff- CapiltltKuSj and^ 'mofl: commonly, 
the Copik)l{QD. d«.

The fr(»it was adorned with thre^ rows 
of piUars : the other fides, with, two^ There. were 
three chap^ in it : that of Jupjnir in ti;e middle ; 
that of Minerva on the right hand, war (he place 
where the nail was driven in annually, -to reckon the 
number of years ; and that of Juno on the left. The 
afcent to it , was by an hundred ftep9\ The pro^ 
digious gifts and ornaments, with which it was tOr 
dowed at diDerent times, altnoft exceed belief. Sue-' 
tonius ' tells us, that Auguftus gave .to it at once two 
thoufand pounds weight of gold: and in jewels and 
precious ftones, to the value of five hundredy^Jwria. 
Livy and Pliny "" furprife us with accounts of the bra- 
zen threiholds ; the noble piJlars ehat Syila removed 
thither from the temple ofjupiier Ofympms ac Athens j 
the gilded robf 1 the gilded ihields, and thofe of ftkid 
fdver i the huge vcflcls of filver j the golden cbariotj 
and many other valuable things with whkh this tem- 
ple was enriched. It was firft confunqed by, fire in 
the Marian war, and then rebuilt by Sylla, who, dy- 
ing before the dedication, left thu honour to Quta- 
tus Catjulus ". This too was demoliflwd in the ffital- 
lian fedition ". Vefpdian built it anew a third time, 
and confecrated it with great ceremony': hue this 
alfo was burnt about the time of his deuiji. DotnicJan 
raifed the laft, and moft magnificent of all, in which

In this temple vows were 
made, and folemn oaths j here the citizens ratified 
the ads of the emperors, and fwore feaity to them, 
and hither the magiftrates, and the generals that tri- 
umphed, came to give thanks to the gods for the 
victories they had o&ained, and to pray for the pn> 
Ipcrity of the empire. The now very fmall remains ol 
this building are converted into a Chridian church, 
dedicated to the virgin Mary, under the appellation of" 
San^a Maria in Ara Cali '. 

'TerrrpUim Jovis Stateris, the temple of Jupiter Sls- 
tor [D. de. 267). RomuKts, feeing his men gm 
way in a battle againft the Sabincs commanded bj 
their king Tatius, and already in pofiefilon of the 
Capiol, prayed. to Jupiier to ftop them, and vowed, 
if his requeft was granted, to build a temple ro 
him in that very place, as a monument that Rome 
was faved by his prottflion. The Romans rallied and 
defeated their enemies ; and Romulus acquitted him- 
felf of his engagement, by erecting, at the foot (rf 
the Capitoiine nill, this temple, which he dedicated 
to his god under the name of Staler; an epithet de- 
rived from the Latin word fifltre^ to (lef '. Pirancfi 
has given a drawing of fome of the pillars of this tem- 
ple, which ftill remain, 

1'emplum Jovis Tonanlis, the temple of Jupiter the 
Thunderer (CD. d. 250 }. As Auguftus was marching 
againft the Cantabrians, the thunder fell near his 
litter in the night, and killed one of his lervants, who 
carried a torch : whereupon that emperor vowed a 
temple to JupHer Tcnans, for having preferved him

He accordingly built this, at 
the foot of the CapitoHne hill, with fuch magni6cencc 
of ftruflure and elegance of tafte, as, if we may 
judge from it's few remaining pillars of Oriental mar- 
ble, now greatly funk into the ground, fhew the vaft 
pcrfeflion to which the polite arts were carried in the 
Auguftanage". For/wse is here added to the appc^ 
lation of this temple. 

Tempkm Jovis'ViSlms, the temple of Jitter the 
Conqueror (CD. de. 273)1 erefted by the conful L. 
Papyrius Curfor, for his vidory over the Gauls and 
Samniees ", in the year pf Rome 459. 

Befides thefe temples crefted to Jupiter, under va- 
rious appellations, we have, in this plan, a chapel 
dedicated to him and Minerva, SactUum Jovis i^ 
Minerva^ between the letters F and G, and over 
againft c. 

Templum IJheri {CD. tf), and, near the fame fpot, 
Templum Libera; both almoft adjoining to the -Grfw 
Maximus. — Uber was one of the epithets given to 
Bacchus ; either becaufe he procured the Bceotians 
their liberty ; or becaufe he is the god of wine, and 
drinking gives a temporary ealc to difturbed minds. 
We find on the confular medals of the family, of Cafiia, 
reprcfentations of Liber and Libera, as they are called 
in ancient infcriprions j that is, of male and female Bac- 
chus : and Tacitus inform us % that Tiberius repaired 
and dedicated anew, the temples of Liber and lAbera^ 
which time and other accidents had greatly damaged.

Ten^hm LiierlsttSt the temple of Liberty (C. e) -, 
built, according to Dion CaHius*, upon mount 
Aventine, on the very (pot where Cicero's houfe once 
ftood, enriched with tevenil brafs pillars, and num- 
bers of fine ftatues. 

TeiapH/m Mortis, the temple of Mars (D. de. 167), 
on the declivity of the Capiioline hill ; built by Au- 
guftus to the god A&rs, with the addition of the 
epithet of UltoTt the Avenger \ in confequencc of a 
vow made by him in the Philippic war, and of

to revenge the death of Julius Ciefar. The eagles, 
and other military cnfigns of the Romans, were kept 
in this temple, which was of a round form ; as was 
al fo, by order of the fenate, the chariot in which 
Ciefar had triumphed'. We have another of the 
f^rne fhape, and dedicated to the fame god> juft with- 
out the 'walls of Rome, ne^ the Latine gate $ un- 
der the letter E, and betwen g and b. 

Templum Matris Deerum, the temple of the Mother 
of the Gods (D. de). The Romans had no knowledge 
of this deity, which we find called by the various 
names of Cybele, OpSy Rhta, Ida Mater, &c. till 
the year of Rome 547, in the confulfliip of P. Cor- 
■ nelius Scipio. afterwards furnamed Afrieamis, and P. 
l^icit\ius CralTus, when a fhower of large haiJ, mif- 
taken for ftones, fell, and greatly alarmed the peo- 
ple during the fccond Punic war. They had rccourfe 
to the book* of the Sibyls v which telling them, that 
in order to drive their enemies out of Italy, they mufl: 
bring the mother of the gods from Pcflinuntum toRomc, 
they difpatched ambaffadors to Attalus king of Phry- 
gia, and he delivered to them the goddels, who was 
repre{ent»l by a thick, fhapelels, rough Ihuie. M. 
Valerius, oneofthedeputies, being arrived atTeracina 
with this Hone, fent notice of it to the fenate, telline 
them, that it was ncceflary to depwe, n^ether witn 
a number of ladies, the bcft man in the city, to re- 
ceive her. The confcript fathers pitched upon P. 
Cornelius Scipio Nafica, who, with the Roman ladies, 
went to receive her at Ollia, and brought her to 
Rome, where they placed her in die temple of Vic- 
tory, upon mount P^atine. The cenfors, M. Livius 
and Claudius, built a temple for her the next year, and 
M. Junius Brutus dedicated it thirteen years after ". -

facrificedacalf to this deity ; and made him oblaticxu; 
of milk and honey, as to the god of fwcet eloquence. 
Calliftratus and Homer fay, it was a cuftom to pit- 
fent him ntatV tongues, by throwing them into the 
fire, and fprinkting them with wine, becaufe he was 
the god of fpecch, of which the tongue is the organ. 
"The Germans, according to Tacitus, worfhipped 
him as the fovcrcign of tiic gods, and offered him 
human facrifices. Ihe Greeks erefted ftatucs to him, 
which they placed before their houfes, and the Ro- 
mans fet up others of the fame kind in their crofs- 
ways and high-roads. Thefc ftatucs, called Hsrm£, 
had neither arms nor legs, and were a quite fhapc- 
Icfs -lump of matter, excepting that they had i 
head. 

Templum Mintrua, the temple of Minerva (DE. ^, 
near the Circus Maximus j and another (D. ^A), juft 
without the wails of Rome, upon the borders of 
mount Aventine, probably that which Ovid Ipcaks 
of % as a moft magnificent ftrm^re. 

^emplum Dea NtnU, the temple of the goddefi 
Nema' {HI. c), who prcftded . over the dirges or 
mournful tunes fung at the burying of the dead ^ 
This temple flood juft without the gate Nemen- 
Jana, now St. /Igms : and a liidc farther was a grove, 
in which it was oiftomary to facrificc a red-haired 
dog (whence the mmtCatularia) and aflieep, towards 
the beginning of April % the former to die Dog-ftar,

"Templum Opts 6? Satitrm, the temple of Ops and 
Saturn (CD. de^ 2gy)y two of the firft gods of the 
Latines. The Romans gave the name of Ops to 
the earth. This temple flood upon the Capitoline 
hiJl, near thofe of Jupiter Cufios, and Jupiter Stater. 

Tmplum Pacts, the temple of Ptace (DE. tle)^ 
begun by the emperor Claudius, aad finiftied by Vef- ■ 
paTiao, who not only embelliihed it with paintings 
and ftatues of the greatcfl mafters, but likewifc de- 
pofited in this building all the fpoils and riches takoi 
t^ his fon Titus in the temple of Jerufalem ". It was 
burnt in the reign of Commodus ", Piranefi has given 
us an elegant drawing of the ruins that now remain of 
, this once magnificent temple. 

The Pantheon (CD. f. 90), built by M. Agrippo, 
fon-in-Iaw of Auguftus'', and dedicated by nim to 
Jupiter the Avenger, acording to PIiny*s account t 
and CO Mars, Venus, and JuUus Ctefar, accordit^ to 
Dion Caflius ""i but the molt probable opinion is, that 
it was dedicated to all the Gtuis, as it*s very name 
{quafi T»» w«»Tw» ©f 5») implies. This ftruaure, acconi- 
ing to Fabricius ', is an hundred and forty feet higb, 
and about as much in breadth. The roof is curi- 
oufly vaulnd, void fpaces being left here and there 
for greater flrength. i he rafters, forty feet long, 
were plated with brafs. There are no windows in 
the whole edifice : but a very fufiicienc light is let , 
in through a round hole in the top of the roof. 
The walls of the Pantheon are eighteen feet thick • 
-and either of folid maible> or incruftcd-on thcin.

The 
gates were of brafa, of extraordinary fize and woric- 



This temfJe, which was damaged by a great f5re 
In the FMgn of Titus ', and afterwards repairiKl and 
beautified by Adrian ' and Severus % is ffili ftandtng, 
whh litde alteration, except the lofs of it's old or- 
naments, and that infteaa of afcending to ic by 
twelve fteps, as formerly, the fame ntmiber is now 
defccnded at it's entrance. Pope Boniface the Fourth, 
vho begged this building of the emperor Pbotras, 
changed it's ancient name, by dedicating it to tbe 
virrin Merj and all the faints^. It is now generally 
called Santa Maria della Rotonda *• : the epithet rotai- 
da being taken from it's circular from. We have t 
view of this edifice in the left hand comer of the 
annexed plan. 

Tmplum Periatttm, the temple of the HoaJheldGodi 
(DE. ef) \ near the Circus Maximus. The Dii Pe- 
tiates were worihii^)ed by the ancients in their houfes, 
and kx^ed up(m as the fouls, or Genii of deceafed 
perfons belonging to the particular femiKes. Thde 
gods were honoured within doors, by butting, in tbe 
nature of firft fruits, part of each thing that was 
fervcd to the table -, or by publickly facrificing a fow 
to them, as to thofe who prefidcd over the ftrceis and 
high-ways. There were alfo the public Penates of the 
city and empire, which ^neas brought from Troy, 
and which Varro believed to have been carried thither 
from Samothracc. The temple here mentioned was 
that of ihefe public Penates. A light was continually 
burnt before the Penates^ to whom libations and in-

"observes, that, in time of peace, the Romans-ufed 
to hang up their arms in the place appertaining to 
their houlhold gods, as incruuing them to their 
keeping ; and that it was efteemed an abominable 
facrilege to commit murdo' in the prdenccof ^<(^i7, 
that is, in the entry, and before the perpetual &rc of 
the houlhold gods. 

•Templum ^uietis^ the temple of Refi (?. ef): by 
-whom built, or what were the rites peculiar eo this 
temple, we know not. 

templum ^mrini, the temple of ^^rinui (FG. (. 
294), upon the ^uirinal lull % and again (GH. b) 
without the walls, between the gates Pinciana and 
Salaria. ^rinus was a furnune of Romulus, who 
was fo called from ^iris, a Ibrt of Javdin which die 
Sabincs ufcd, according to Feftusj or from the 
Sabines themfelves, who were called Cures ; or from 
the god Mars, who was called ^uiriSt and from whom 
Romulus was faid to be defcended. The former of 
thefe tcmfJes was decreed by the fenate immediately 
after the death of Romulus'"; and the latter was 
confecratcd by the dictator L. Papiriua Curibf, in 
the year of Rome 459 *, 

templum Romuli & Remit the tempkof ii«»«5w 
znd Remis (C. de) upon mount Aventinc. We cannot 
fay when, or by whom, this edifice was built. 

Templum Satumi, the temple of Salurn, of which 
we find three in this plan, viz. (D. «/(f. 168),— (CD. 
iif, 237), — and (CD. lif. 238). The firft oemple (f 
Saturn was erefted by Tatius king.of the Sabines. 
afttr the peace concluded between him' and Romulus : 
the fccond was confecrated by TuUus HoftilJys, after 
he had triumphed three times over the Sabines, and 
.twice over the Albans,; at which time he likcwife in- 
ftituted the Saturnalia: and the' third was dedi-

Templum Serapis, the temple bf Sen^s (CD. ef;. 
and (GH. f), an Egyptian deity, the worfhip of 
which is faid to have been introduced at Roox 
by Adrian, after his return from Alexandria. 
Ser^ is thought to be the iame with the 
fun. 

Templum Salts Aureliam^ Aurelian's temple of the 
Sua (DE. ed), upon the ^nW hill. ThePhoEni- 
dans called the fun Elagaial, from whence came the 
name of Heliogaialus, given to the emperor jintomnuSf 
who was prieft of that planet, to which he erefted a 
temple on mount Palatine, and would have removed 
thither not only all the facrifices of the Romans, but 
alio thofe of the Jews ". 

Tefi^m Solis y Luyue, the temple of the Sun and 
Moon (DE. de. 287); fuppofed, by fome, to have 
been alfo called Ifu & Serapis We have an accurate 
drawing of the fiiiall remains of this temple, in Firanc- 
ii's yi€ws ef Rome. 

Templum Dei Syhani, the temple of the god Syl- 
vaitus (EF. c)y who, fay the poets, prefided over 
forefts and land-marks. Some call him the fon of 
Fottitus; but PiutaKrh, in his Parallels, will have 
him to have been begotten inceftuoufly by Valcriuj, 
on his dwightcr Valeria. Fendldla fays, that Pan,

' Templum Veneris EryctTta, the temple of Venus Ery- 

cina (HI. ak), near the Via Solaria^ without the 

walls of Rome. 

Templum Veneris Erycifue fc? AUntis, the temple oS 
Venus Erycina and the Mind (CD. d, 25^), upon the 
Capitoline hill, and near the Via CopitoUna \ but by 
whom built, or on what occafton, is more than we 
can fay. 

Siamlaerum Veneris Verticor^a (H. eh). In the 
year of Rome 627, the fenate, affliftcd at the great 
depravity of the Romans, confulted the books of 
the Sibyls, for a remedy \ and, in confequcnce of 
' the anfwer they were fuppofed to give, relblved 
that a temple fliould be ereded to Venus, under 
the new ^rmtnei oi Verticordta, which implied, that 
Ihe was invoked to turn the heart. It was alfo added, 
diat a ftatue of Venus ihould be placed and dedicated 
in this temple, by the moil; virtuous woman in Rome : 
a fingular regulation, in a matter not a little delicate 
In confequence of this, the ladles themfelvrs nomi< 
nated an hundred from amongft them ; and out of

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this hundred, ten were chofen by lot, who unatu- 
moudy fingted out Sulpicia, the daughter of Sul{»-' 
cius Patcrculus, and wife of Q^Fulvius Flaccusf. i 
This is very Hkc the chufing of Sdpio Nafica, as | 
the worthieft and mod upright man among the Ro- 
mans, to ^ch the mother of the gods from Peffi- 
nuntum in Phrygia, as we have already mentioned. 

TemplttmVertumttiy the temple oiVeriumaus (CD. it. 
27 1 ), near the Forutn Boariun, or t^x-market. ycrtum- 
Hits was the god of gardens, and alfo an emblem of the 
year. He was worHiippcd under a thoufand various 
forms : for which reaJbn Horace fays, Vertvmmi 
naiiu itiiquii, as if there were as many dificreni 
Vtrtumni, as there were different forms by which 
this- deity was reprefented. The Greeks caUed hiir 
Proteus. 

Templum Vefia^ T^ Dei Pams, & T. Eiiogahali; 
the temple of Vejia^ Party and Helicgabalus (DE. e. 
379). How thcfe three carne to be joined here, we 
know not. Fe/Ia, according to Ennius, or Entfeme- 
rus, quoted by Laftantius, was the wife of Uranos, 
the father of Saturn, the firil: that reigned in the 
world. .This genealogy is like that of Sanchoniatbo, 
excepting that he calls the earth the wife of Uranus, 
which we know has been confounded with yefta. 
.^f/ispafled from Phoenicia into Greece, where, Dio- 
dorus Siculus fays, fhe was looked upon as the 
daughter of Saturn and Rhea, and the firft inven- 
trefs ot architedture. However, it is not to be 
doubted, but that Fe^a was every where alfo taken 
for a goddefs of nature, under whole name the 
earti^ and fire were wtwlhipped, rather than for an 
hiftorical goddefs. Ovid fays,, that Fefia was the 
daughter of Saturn and Khea, as well as Juno and 
Certs ; thac thefe two laft married, but that V^t 
cojutiiiu^d a vii^in, and barren, as fire is pure and

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barren. The feme poet adds, that the perpetual fire 
was the only reprefentation they had of l^efta \ the true 
imageof fire being not to be given ^ and that it was 
the cuftom of the ancienti to keep fire at the 
entrance of their houies, which from thence ret^ned 
the name of Veftibulum^ or Veftibule. The Vtfial 
vir^ns were the prieftelles of this goddcls.' 

THEATRES and AMPHITHEATRES. 

The theatres of the Romans, borrowed from thofe 
of the Greeks, were ienji-circular, and defigncd for 
dramatic entertainments. Their Ampbitbeatres, in- 
tended for the greater Ihews of gladiators, wild beafts, 
&c. were round, or, more generally, oval, like two 
yiftf/rw joined together ". The principal divifions of 
thefe buildings were the Scena, Profcenium., and Areaf 
of which the clalTic authors make frequent mention. 

The Scuta was a partition reachii^g quite crofs th£ 
theatre, being cither verfatilis or du£lilis^ to turn 
round, or draw up, in order to prefent a new prof- 
ped to the rpe£tators ^ 

The Pro/cmium was the fpace juft before the fcene, 
where the a£tors performed.'. 

The middle part, or j^ea of tht Amphitheatre, vat 
called Cavea, becaufe it was confiderably lofrer than 
tiie reft (whence perhaps the name of Pit in our play- 
houfes i) and Area^ becaufe it ufed to be ftrown with 
land, to hinder the combatants from (lipping. 

The feats were diftinguifhed according to the ordi- 
nary divifion of the people into fenators, knights, 
and commons. The firft range was called Orchef- 
tra* i the fccond Equefiria j the third Popularia '.

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^ In the firft ages of the commonwealth, the theatres 
erf" the Romans were only temporary, and built of 
wood, fo flighdy, that they fomeiimes fell down with 
great deftru^tion ; of which we have a remarkable in- 
stance in that of Fidena-, which maimed, or crufhcd 
to death, Bt'ty thoufand fpe&ators '. 

The moft magnificent of thefe moveable, or tem- 
porary, theatres, was that of JW. ^mbtsj, mentioned 
by Pliny*, and defcribed at large byM. Rollin*. 
Pompey the Great was the firft that raifed a fixed 
theatre at Rome, which he built very nobly with 
hewn ftone, and for which he was fevercly cenflired, 
as imroducing a new cuftom '. 

- The remains of this theatre of Pompey are fiill to 
be ieen at Rome, as are alfo thofe of "fome oth«rsT 
but we Oiall confine ourfelvcs here to the thrrc follow- 
ing, noticed in this plan : viz. 

The Colifeum (DE. ;), called alfo, by corrupcioQ, 
CoMeum, quafi k Ceiojo, £Lys Philander, from a co- ' 
lofl^ ftatue of Nero, which ftood near it. This .i4»- 
fhifbealre, of which there ftill are moft ftately remains 
(iinely drawn by Piranefi), was built by VeQiafian, 
ai}d dedicated by his fon Titus ; whence it is alio 
called fomctimes the Flavian, and fometimes Titn/s 
amphitheatre. It's fituation, as Suetonius obferves \ 
and as %e fee by this plan, was nearly in the middle 
of the city. M. Crevier defcribcs it in the fixtb vo- 
lume of his hiftory of the Roman Emperors '. 

The amphitheatre of Statilius Taurus (GH. 7^), 
built, in the reign of Auguftos, by Statiluu Tattrutt 
prefcft of Rome *.

228), built by Auguftu* 
in honour of his nephew Marcellus '. The remMns 
of this Theatre, finely reprefented by Piraneft, are, as

The Romans had alfb another kind of public edi- 
fice, called Odetm ', much after the manner of a 
Theatre^ where the muficians and adors ithearfed 
their parts before their appearance on the ftage \ Plu- 
tarch ' gives the following defcripcion of one of their 
Odea at Athens, from whence the Romans undoubt- 
edly took the hint of theirs. *' In the infidc, (iiys he, 
*' it was full of feats and ranges of pillars^ and on 
'* the outfide, the roof, or covering, was made from 
** a point at top, with a great many bendings, all 
** ihetving downward, in imitation of a PerGan pa- 
•' vilion."

Of thofe which Martus raifed after the Gtttkk 
war, ftit) remaining ac Rome, we have this accolis 
in Fabricius * : " They are two trunks of maitt 
*' hung round with fpoils. One of them is cavad 
** with a fcaly corflet, with fhields and other milit«y 
*' ornaments. Juil before it is fet a young maaia 
*' the poftura of a captive, with his hands tied ^ 
** hind him 1 and a)) round were winged imagcs-flf 
'* vidory. The other is let out with the comnM 
*' miliury garb ) having a ihield of an uneqfij 
** round, and two helmets, one open and adoraed 
** with crefts, the other clofe without crefts. Oi 
** the, fame trophy Is the Ihape of a foldier*s cdk« 
" with feveral other defigns, which, by reafon of 
" the decay of the marble, are very difficult to ht
